Cobourg Water Users Pay 


*Use Different Methods 
Finance Sewage Plants 


Theft, False Pretences 
Net Offender 12 Mos. 


In view of the fact that Lindsay’s 

1949 Gouncil is now seriously con- 
sidering giving the go ahead on the 
long proposed sewage disposal plant 
it is interesting to note how other 
Ontario towns which haye embark- 
ed on similar programs are getting 
along. Two places relatively close to 
Lindsay have recerstly installed 
sewage disposal plants and they 
have taken slightly different me- 
thods of handling the cost of the 
projects. The two towns are Cobourg 
and Orillia and the methods of 
financing their plant, are explain- 
ed in the following news’ items. 

Cobourg, as outlined in the Port 
Hope Guide. 

“Cobourg- Last night Council in- 
troduced a by-law which will place 
the cost of the Disposal Plant on 
water users instead of on the pro- 
perty owners alone. This will mean 
an increase of 50 per cent in the 
water rates effective January 1, 
1950 . 

The Disposal Plant cost $338,000 
and the carrying charges over the 
20 years the debentures run will 
amount to $126,750. 

Figuring on last year’s water ra- 
tes, Council estimates that this 50 
per cent sur-charge will raise $27,- 
500 which will take care of the an- 
nual payments and the running 
expense; of the plant as well. 

Council decided that this method 
of payment is fairer than loading 
it on to the property owners by ad- 
ding it to the regular taxes. This 
way, property exempt from taxes, 
such as government holdings, chur- 
ches and tenants who pay for thetr 
water, will bear thelr share of the 
cost of this clvic improyement., 

‘The average household pays from 
$12 to $15 per year for water so that 
the extra cost to each home will be 
from $6 to $7.50 per year. Certain 
businesses such as hotels and dai- 
tlegs who use large quantities of wa- 
ter will bear a proportionate share 
of the cost and one or two indus- 
tries will find the 50 per cent extra 
charge a pretty Geavy burden. But 
the council dectaed that this was 
the most equitable method of pay- 
ment. 

) Another clause tn the by-law or- 
ders the filling In of all wells, septic 
tanks, cesspools and pprivies on 
property where water and sewage 
services are available. 

Councillor W. E. Cooper wanted 
to know who was going to en- 
force this section of the by-law but 
reccived no enlightenment. Cooper 
also objected to the three - month 
walt provided In the by-law before 
steps could be taken to collect past 
due water bills, as he figured that 
tena’ might skip out and leave 
the landlord to pay the bills, but he 
had no other plan to suggest. The

With a record dof of offenses ce 
ing back to 1944, and an ability to 
spin confidence yarns which was 
almost incredible, a 23-year old Pet- 
erborough man appeared in local 
police court today to answer to one 
charge of theft, and two of “false 
pretenses.” 


The accused went just a little too 
far just a little too close to home, 
otherwise it would appear that he 
may have got away with over two 
hundred and fifty dollars’ worth of 
clothing from two Lindsay merch- 
ants, However, after making two 
semi-successful attempts to beat the 
merchants out of goods, he went a 
little too far, and visited the ‘tocal 
police station. Here, he told a story 
to the effect that he was a member 
of the navy, enroute from Vancouver 
to Halifax to join his ship, and 
Said that his kit bag, containing 
$64 and his travel warrant was 


stolen from the railroad station 
here. 

On checking the alleged theft, 
Chief Webster discovered that 


there was a warrant out for the ac- 
cused in Peterborough, his home 
town. This was sent on to Lindsay, 
and concerned the theft of a com- 
bination cigarette case and lighter 
from a cigar store in that city. Pur- 
ther Investigation revealed the fact 
that he had visited the two local 
stores, within a few minutes’ time, 
and had arranged for purchases of 
$103.50 and $147.95, respectively. To 
these merchants he attempted to 
present o ‘solid citizen” sppear- 
ance, claiming that he was in part- 
nership with his father, and was 
organizing a riding school in the 
vicinity of Dunsford. He used false 
names in attempting to obtain the 
goods. 


Prefacing his sentence with a fa- 
therly lecture, although wondering 
aloud if there were any use in 
“preaching” to the accused, who 
pleaded guilty on all three counts, 
Magistrate Gee sentenced him to 12 
months in reformatory. 


On the second two charges, sent- 
ences of four and six months were 
imposed tg run concurrently with 
the first.

While the Omemee author declin- 
ed to comment on the report, it is 
contended that the Sunday Pictorial 
was using its criticism to stimulate 
interest in the story which they in 
turn will probably feature at some 
future date. They are reported to 
have rights to its publication even 
now.

VANDALISM IS LESSENED 
One thing the annual Kinsmen Club Hallowe'en

ON LICENSING CHURCHES 

There is a dangerous tendency in Canada for 
municipal authorities to take to themselves the power 
under the pretext of making building regulations, to 
say what religious bodies shall erect places of worship 
in certain localities and what shall not. That this is 
a most reprehensible practice no liberal-minded person 
is likely to deny, and if carried to an extreme it could 
easily make a farce of our boasted religious liberty. 
In Ontario so far it has been practised only against 
synagogues and the places of worship of that peculiar 
body, the Jehovah's Witnesses; but if it can be prac. 
tised against them it can be practised against any 
religious organization which has the misfortune to be 
unpopular or socially uninfluential. 

The method is usually that of passing a bylaw 
as soon as the undesired congregation has acquired 
property on which it intends to build. The bylaw de- 
clares that a certain area, in which the property is 
included, is reserved for residential purposes only, and

More About Home Care Under

I have written before about the 
home care, first of elderly patients, 
and secondly about the home care 
of other patients. It was pointed 
out that home care meant more 
bed, available for acute cases in te 
hospitals, and also that the patie 
and the patient's family were hap- 
pler under the plan of being cared 
for at home under the supervision 
of the staff of the hospital of the 
of the staff of the hospital. 

While it is admitted that many 
cases can only be cared for in hos- 
pitals because of the completeness 
of equipment, there are a great 
many cases where routine care can 
be given in the home. 
Notwithstanding the “complete’’ 
equipment of hospitals, Dr. M. 
Cherasky in “American Journal of 
Public Health,’ New York, states 
that hospitals, despite thelr stress 
on scientific medicine, diagnostic 
apparatus, laboratory examination 


| nosis and treatment have held back 
from’ an understanding of sick 
people as social human beings. 
Montefiore Hospital (the work of

In Search Of Peace 


line of Mexico's lower California, its 
easy to miss the sign. It's small, and 
crudely painted. 

There if hangs, from an old pole, 
where the dusty rutted road comes 
into the paved highway north of 
the sleepy town of Ensenada. The 
sign reads. 

“Guadalupe village. 15 miles --22 
kilometers, Horse riding. You are 
welcome.” 

Those 15 miles aren't easy going 
A narrow-wash-board road which 
takes an hour to travel. But in the 
last few miles the road drops down 
from the rocky hills into a fertile 
valley. 

And in and around the village of 
Guadalupe live --along with a few 
Mexicans -300 Russians, religious 
refugees of the Molokan sect who 
fled the Ukraine nearly 50 years 
ago In search of peace. , 

Only a few of the original im- 
migrants are still alive. Farmer 
William Mehoff and his wife, Alice, 
are among them. Also Basilio and 
Marta Rogoff, and the Buvkroff 
family. 

Their stories are the same. The 
Molokans are a peace-loving people. 
They staggered under the punish- 
ment of the Russian Ozars, and 
fled the homeland. Hundreds of 
them came to America, and pressed 
on to the west. 

Some settled tn Portland. Others 
in San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
Those, in two generations, have 
largely become Americanized. Five 
hundred members of the sect --pea- 
sant farmers in Russia -- felt the 
call of the soil in the new land. 
They found a remote valley in 
Mexico's; lower California, bought 
14-thousand acres for 72-thousand 
dollars, and divided it among them 
according to the size of their famil- 
ies and their ability, 

There, down through the years, 
the elder Molokans have remained. 
They have had good years, and bad. 
The sofl is fertile. Water is only 
12 feet beneath the earth's surface. 
Crops are abundant. Grapes, mostly, 
which are trucked to a winery in 
Ensenada. And barley, which goes 
to a brewery at Tecate.

London—(NEA) — The Post-war 
racketeering and the devaluation 
of the pound sterling, have hit one 


of England's most innocent and 
most, profitable industries.

ling a cross between the American 
Halloween and the Fourth of July. 

Commemorating the arrest of one 
Guy Fawkes, on Nov. 5, 1605, a few 
minutes before he planned to set 
a torch to a stock of explosives 
which would have blown up the 
British Parliament with the King_ 
inside.

Gas, Oil 
e Goes Up 


The Imperial O{1 Company has 
announced price increases in gas- 
Oline, fuel and stove oil, because of 
the recent 8 per cent freight rate 
increase, 

Imperial says the prices have 
gone up in all provinces except Al- 
berta and parts of Saskatchewan. 
The oil products are costing more 
in areas where long rail hauls of 
gas, fuel and stoye ofl are involved. 

Alberta isn't affected because 
truck competitive rates—approved 
by the Board of Transport Commis- 
sioners—remain in effect until No- 
vember the 30th. 

In the Northern sectlons of On- 
tario and Quebec, fuel oi] now costs 

from four-tenths to half-a-cent 
more a gallon, and gasoline is up 
four-tenths of a cent. 

In Maritime points served by rail, 
fuel oil has gone up point-35 to 
point 55 cents a gallon. And fuel and 
stove oil in Newfoundland costs an 
additional one-tenth to  three- 
tenths of a cent. 

Imperial says the inland regions 
of British Columbia are paying one- 
half-a-cent more a gallon for fuel 
and stove oils, And in sections of 
Manitoba, the same fuel is up one- 
half of a cent and gasoline by half 
to seven tenths of a cent a gallon,

Fire Warning 
> Issued By 
Forester Here 


District Forester A. B. Wheatley, 
of Lindsay discloses that Monday, 
October 31, marked the end of the 
forest fire season. He goes on to 
explain that between the dates of 
April 1 and Oct. 31 of each year, 
in the Fire District, no fire may be 
set out, other than for cooking or 
obtaining warmth, except under the 
authority of a Burning Permit, 

In normal years, Mr. Wheatley 
continues, the danger of fires es- 
caping and spreading into forest 
land jg usually nil, after October 31. 
However, such conditions can exist 
in, certain kinds of weather when 
there 1s such a danger. For this 
reason, all persons, especially hun- 
ters, should continue to be mind- 
ful of and careful in the use of fire 
wherever they might be, Never- 
theless, persons setting out fire, for 
any purpose, are still responsible 
for costs or damage caused by fires 
which are allowed to escape.

‘There will be an open season for 
the trapping of beaver south of 
the French and Mattawa Rivers, 
which includes the Trent District, 
from February 1, 1950, to April 15, 
1950, both dates inclusive. This 
open season is subject to the follow- 
ing conditions: 

1, Beaver may not be taken on 
Crown Lands except by holders of 
trap line licenses, 

2. A special Beaver License is 
required to take Beaver on private- 
ly owned Jands. 

There will also be an open sens- 
on for the taking of fisher, through- 
out the Trent District, from Nov- 
ember Ist to February 28th, both 
dates inclusive. 

There will be no season for trap- 
ping of marten.

Real Social Security Fortifies 
Free Enterprise--St. Laurent

Prime Minister Louis St. Laurent 
spoke on social security, free ent- 
erprise, world trade and devalua- 
tion in a speech last week before 
the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Mr. St. Laurent says real social 
security strengthens rather than 
weakens free enterprise. But he adds 
that if the two were opposed, he be- 
eves the majority of people would 
choose social security. 

The prime minister — addressing 
the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce Annual Dinner in Montreal— 
warned that Social Security could be 
dangerous. He says it can become 
so if it is provided to a point where 
4t weakens the incentive to produce 
. .. . but he doesn’t believe that} 
point has been reached in Canada. 

Mr. St. Laurent dealt with a wide 
range of subjects, but he concentra- 
ted maily on trade and natural re- 
sources. He told the Chamber of 
Commerce members there is almost 
unlimited room in the development 
of our national resources . . .and 
sald: If these aren't developed by 
free enterprise, the people might 
ask that the government do the Job. 

Regarding devaluation, the Prime 
Minister says it’s too early to assess 
the true effects of the move. He 
said, and we'll use his words, “Let 
us allow a little time for the chan- 
ges resulting from the world-wide 
devaluation of currencies to work 
themselves out, and for adjustments 
to be made, before concluding whe- 
ther we are going to be worse off.”

Most of the stick-swinging and 
traffic work is still being left to 
their male counterparts, while the 
women officers concentrate on the} 
field of social service and crime pre- 
vention. 

They make few pinches. Instead, 
they try to prevent crimes from 
happening —by dealing with per- 
sons who need guidance or a warn- 
ing. In small communities, the lady 
cop also doubles as a health officer 
or social case worker. In larger cit- 


vestigations, Sunday patrol and 
watching out for shop-lifters. Often, 
they are assigned to night clubs and 
dance halls. 

The department says there's a 
bright future for women who want 
a police career. But they warn the 
girls not to expect a lark. And if 
they’re thinking of getting married 
as well as being a lady cop, the 
bureau says they'll have to get used 
to working around the clock.

tember export figures has spread 
uneasiness among economic obser- 
vers in Ottawa. But it has drawn 
a note of re-assurance from Trade 
Minister C. D. Howe. 
The Minister says that the shrink- 
age of September export figures is 
not necessarily a bad sign. He 
says that ft is largely due to the 
fact that the domestic market is 
50 good, that fewer Canadian pro- 
ducts are available for export. 

He has told the British United 
Press that stepping up of domestic 
trade has cut into Canada’s exports. 
He says that in spite of higher pri- 
ces, Canadians are buying consum- 
er goods at a greater rate than ever 
before.

They point out that the Automot- 
ive industry has eaten into {ts steel 
stockpiles to such an extent that 
only immediate replenishment would 
prevent an exhaustion of supplies. 

But they say that many United 
States Steel users are in an even 
worse inventory position than the 
Canadian firms. And their needs 
would be looked after first when the 
U-S strike comes to an end. Can- 
adian users would have to walt their 
turn for supplies after the strike. 

Government sources in Ottawa 
are not confident of an early set- 
tlement of the U-S strike. They 
Say the prospects of the strike drag- 
ging on for another month are by 
mo means unlikely, 

By that time, they add, the ef- 
fects upon Canadian Industry would 
be “general and yery serious.”

Joseph R. Smallwood - - 


Maker Of Headlines 


The youngest Father of Confed- 
eration has grabbed more headlin- 
es in six months than most, politi- 
cal leaders get in their lifetime 

The dynamic gentleman is Jo- 
seph R. Smallwood, Liberal Premier 
of Newfolndland. Since Confeder- 
ation, Smallwood has been charged 
with intimidating voters, has threa- 
tened to resign from office because 
of high prices and has started a 
Toad across the province. 

This is quite a catalogue for any 
one premier to live up to, But it's 
old stuff for Smallwood. He can 
boast of walking from one end of 
the Newfoundland railway to the 
other --organizing employees as he 
Went along. He can claim that he 
has electioneered in three countries 
Canada, United States and Bri- 
tain. It can rightly be said of him 
that he brought Newfoundland into 
Confederation with Canada, after 
80 years of general island bitter- 
ness towards such a scheme. In his 


time he has been a pig farmer, a | 


writer for thriller publications, and 
8 radio artist. 


And at one time he managed to | 


get the King and Queen, the Pope 
and Colonel Robert McCormick of 
the Chicago Tribune together in 
one radio program. 

All this activity comes from a 
five-foot five inch bundle of un- 
adulterated energy, wrapped up in 
one hundred and 32 pounds. 

The people of Newfoundland 
either greet him like a demi-god, 
or they revile him like the Repub- 
licans once reviled Roosevelt. 
Smallwood takes it all in his stride, 
though his eyes fill with tears when 
Women in a poor Newfoundland 
Village kiss his feet. 

Smallwood, who is 48, was born 
at Gambo, on the East Coast of 
Newfoundland. He was still a baby 
when his father moved the family 
to St, John’s. He became a printer's 
spprentice, then a reporter. Dur- 
ing this period Smallwood develop- 
ed a political and social awareness, 
and joined the American Labor par- 
ty while working in the United 
States. In 1924 he campaigned for. 
the Progressive party. In 1925 he 
was back on the island, organizing 
pulp workers, 

Then began his stint down the 
Newfoundland railway. The goy- 
ernment, which owned the Tailway, 
planned to cut the pay_of section 
hands from 25 cents an hour to 22 
and one half cents an hour. For 


v 


the 10-hour day worker, This meant 
a loss.of 25 cents a day to workers. 

Smallwood began to organize the 
section hands, There were two hun- 
dred and 64 of them along the 
stretch of track to St. John’s. Small- 
Wood started down the track In Au- 
gust. He finished in a snowstorm 
late in Octoter. During that trip 
he signed up two hundred and 63 
workers into a union. --all but one 
man, The government restored the 
wage cuts. 

Early next year he was in En- 
gland, supporting a labor candidate 
in a by-election. Then he raised 
funds to make a picture of New- 
foundland, and wrote books about 
the island. This interested him in 
the stories of adventure with which 
Newfoundland fs filled. Smallwood 
began a radio program, which last- 
ed seven years. He was the best 
known end most listened to voice on 
the island, 

Radio plays a more {mportant 
part in Newfoundland than it does 
in any other province. The com- 
munications are primitive for most 
of the island. Practically everyone 
With a radio would hear Joseph 
Smallwood as he talked about the 
birthday of Mrs. Carol of North 
River. Hers was an unusual birth- 
day, to say the least, because she 
Was one hundred and 13 years old. 
Yor that program, Smallwood man- 
aged to get messages from the King 
and Queen, the Pope, and Colonel 
McCormick. 


Tt was the same radio voice 
which did more than anything else 
to talk the island into Confederat- 
ion. At one time the people of the 
island were interested only in one 
or two things --whether to keep 
going under a commission goyern- 
ment appointed from London, or to 
return. to Commonwealth status. 
Smallwood thought that confeder- 
ation with Canada’ was the only 
way out. 

He began to talk it up. And he 
practically bulldozed through hun- 
dreds of obstacles to get confeder- 
ation put on a referendum. Along 
with the other politicans, he spoke 
over the radio about the political 
future which Newfoundland should 


| follow. But, unlike the others, his 


was the only well known voice. He 
was flooded with letters of support.

With President Truman’s recent disclosure of an atomic explosion 
in Russia, the vast, frozen wastes of the Arctic take on new im_ 


portance as America’s most strategic line of defense. 


The polar 


map above points out locations of major American and Canadian 
installations on the common northern frontier, stretching from 
Attu in the Aleutions to Newfoundland and Greenland. Most of 
the Canadian bases fly both U.S. and Canadian flags; joint air- 
fields are known to be as near the Pole as Resolute Bay and Eur- 
eka Sound. Hub of Russia’s northern military defense system is be- 
lieved to be Tiksi (A), a newly-built city of possibly 100,000 located 
only 400 miles from Nome and 500 miles from Resolute Bay. Its 
eastern anchors are Vladivostok (B), Russia’s principal Pacific 
port, and Petropovolosk (C), submarine, naval, and air base built

An- 
other politico seems to have a 
weakness for cattle too. Frontenac’s 
Wilbert Aylesworth, who owns Fron- 
tenac Jersey Farms, and who oc- 
cuples the jtosition of Federal 
Member of the Progressive Con- 
servative Party for Frontenac saw 
his famous Jersey herd win twenty- 
seven prizes at Oltawa’s Winter 
Fair-fifteen of which were Firsts.

Mayor of Windsor and when World 
War II broke out he enlisted as a 
private in the Essex Scottish. He 
had a fine war record overseas and 
when he returned in 1945 he fought 
and won the seat of Spadina. Not 
all of Horatio Alger’s heroes have 
measured up to the amazing suc- 
cess story of this Jewish Member of 
Parliament, 

It’s a long time since we had a 
druggist in the Commons. Oxford 
took care of this deficiency last 
June when it sent down Wood- 
stock’s Clark Murray to Parliament. 

When Jean Francois Pouloit rose 
to speak on the debate on the pro- 


cedure proposed to amend the Bri- | 
tish North America Act it marked 
the fourth generation of his fam- 
ily to have a significant connect- 
ion with the constitutional struc- 
ture of Canada in the last 116 years. 
Pouliot’s great-grandfather in 1833 
as a member of the Quebec Legis- 
lative Assembly voted for the fa- 
mous “92 Resolutions” and ten years 
later gave up his Rimouski seat to 
Robert Baldwin after his defeat in 
York. Jean Francois’ paternal 
grandfather in the Quebec Assem- 
bly in 1866 opposed Confederation, 
but later sat in the Commons un- 


der Alexander Mackenzie. His fa- 


ther sat in the Federal Parliament 
under Laurier and since 1924 the 
brilliant and colourful Jean Fran- 
cois has represented in his own in- 
imitable way the same district as 
his forbears in his native Province. 
Nobody in Parliament has a record 
which approaches it. } 

By the time you read these few 
lines the Provincial By-Election in 
Leeds will be over. This is the first 
test of strength the Government 
of Ontario has had since the Hon. 
Les Frost became Prime Minister.

Household Scrapbook 


Sewing 
Finish the neck of a dress as soon 
as possible, so that in trying it on, 
for fittings, the neckline will not 
be likely to stretch out of shape. An 
ill-fitting neckline will reveal the 
fact that the dress is homemade. 
The Piano 
A cloth moistened with alcohol 
will remove fingertips from the fin- 
est piano finish. Rub lightly, and 
polish with a soft chamois. 
Hot Greaes 
Do not pour hot grease down the 
drain pipe of the sink, because as 
soon as if strikes the cold pipe it 
will congeal and stop it up. 
Plaster Busts 
Clean plaster busts by dipping 
them into thick liquid starch. When 
dry, brush off the starch and the 
dirt will come off with it, leaving 
the bust clean and spotless, 
Aluminum 
Discolorations on aluminum can 
be removed by rubbing with a cloth 
dipped in lemon juice, and then 
rinsing in warm water. 
Porch Furniture 
Before packing away the porch 
furniture for the winter, scrub well 
with salt and water. Do not use 
soap. When thoroughly dry, wrap in 
newspapers and pack away until 
next summer, 
Ostrich Feathers 
To restore ostrich feathers, sprin- 
kKle a litte salt on the hot stove and 
hold the plume over the smoke a 
few minutes, 


Smoke Stains 

Remove the smoke stains from 
the bricks in front of the fireplace 
with a mixture of two ounces of 
soda, one ounce of pumice stone, 
one ounce of salt, with water suf- 
ficlent to make a cream. Rub the 
bricks well with this solution and 
let remain for a few minutes; then 
brush off with a stiff brush. 


Pie 
If the cherries or berries are rol- 
led in flour before putting them in- 
to the pie crust it will thicken the 
juice and prevent its running out. 


Dried Fruits 
When dried fruits are to be chop- 
ped in the food grinder, run cold 
water over them and they will not 
stick together. Dried fruits can be 
cooked and kept on hand for a week 
or more, 


Concrete Floors 
Scrub concrete floors with a gal- 
lon of water to which a pound of 
lime and a handful of salt have 
been added. 
Perfume Stains 
Perfume spots on furniture should 
be smeared with Unseed oil or olive 
oil or camphorated oil immediately. 
Mop up and apply more oil on a 
woolen cloth. 
Cake Tins 
The cake tins should be greased 
with lard and never with butter. 


The salt in the butter often causes 
the cake either to burn or stick.

A. Chop two onions; place two 
ounces of butter in a pan and melt 
slowly; then put the onions in and 
fry until well done; pour a quart 
of boiling water into the pan and 
season. To improve the flavor, add 
sliced bread and finely chopped 
swiss cheese, 

Q. How can I keep plants molst, 

A. Water-soaked newspapers twis- 
ted around the roots of the plants, 
against the dirt, will keep the plants 
molst, 

Q. How can I prepare baked 
grapefruit? , i 
» A. Halve the grapefruit and af- 
ter putting cinnamon, sugar, and 
butter on {t, place {t in the oven. 
Serve hot, It 1s delicious, 

Q. How can I make plants bloom 
during the winter months? 

A. It 1s sald that cold tea or milk 
will help to force blooming. But one 
should alternate water every other 
day. 

Q. How can I give an added fla- 
vor to baked apples? 

A. Try dropping a teaspoon of 
honey into the heart of a cored 
apple when preparing {t for bak- 
ing. 


Q. How can I clean pewter? 

A. Use powdered rottenstone and 
equal parts of turpentine and ln- 
seed oll. Dip a clean cloth first in 
the oll and then in the rottenstone 
and rub the pewter with a circular 
motion. Follow by washing in warm 
soapy water. 

Q. How can I keep baby’s bottle 
sweet? 

A. It will keep sweet if a solution 
of baking soda and water {gs left 
standing in it after {t 1s washed. 

Q. How can I give a better flavor 
to chocolate? 

A. Try adding a small stick of 
cinnamon to the chocolate for an 
added flavor. 

Q. How can I make a substitute 
for whipped cream? 

A. Grate one apple, add two or 
three tabelspoons of sugar and one 
egg white. Beat until light. 

Q. How can I renovate satin mat- 
erial? 

A. Rub over the soiled spots with 
a cake composed of magnesia and 
prepared chalk. Follow the grain of 
the goods. Let 1t remain for sey- 
eral hours, then rub off with a soft 
cloth. 

Q. ow can I make shredded coco- 
nut remain on the tops of cakes? 

A. Brush the cakes with a little 
Sugar syrup, or the syrup from pre- 
served frult. Then shake the coco- 
nut over the cakes.

WEATHER AND HOME 
BUILDING 

A group of experts on climate 
have concluded that too many hom- 
es fall to fit the climate in which 
they're located, 

They talked of their findings at 
a recent forum held by a National 
Homes Magazine, which is trying to 
do something about climate con- 
trol in future construction. 

The experts contend that houses 
are getting tog much or too little, 
solar radiation, wind movement, 
temperature, humidity and precipi- 
tation, and at the wrong times, ‘They 
point out that there are hundreds 
of climates on this continent —not 
just several as some people think. 

The scientists argue that proper 
house design should take into ac- 
count these many variations. They 
also say a house should be built 
to fit its particular climate.—its 
angle to the sun, the trees surroun- 
ding it, the slope of land on which 
Mt fs built, and so on. 

All the scientists agree that if 
house designers use the data of 
climatologists in building, future 
homes will be more comfortable the 
year round and maintenance ex- 
pense will come down.

Cornell University’s Home Econ- 


; omics College suggests frozen apple

| ly. But quick frozen, instead, For 
| best results, the college says, you 
| have to steam the sliced apples or 
! sprinkle some lemon juice on the 
filling to keep it from tifrning dark, 

For best color and flavor, don't 
cut holes in the top crust until time 
to bake the pie. Be sure that the 
two crusts are sealed tightly enough 
to keep the juice in when baking | 
Ume arrives. 

Another tip . . .don’'t Iet the top 
crust dip down in the filling. And 
the ple needs only to be wrapped 
before it’s stored. In baking, allow | 
15 minutes longer than you'd glye 
an unfrozen ple.

A home economist says that a 
one-year nutrition study has shown 
one thing—that correct eating is a 
key to general good health. 

Mrs. Julia Kiene — Director of 
Home Economics for an appliance 
manufacturer —says that properly 
balanced meals also lessen fatigue 
and nervous habits. 

Mrs. Kienne reported her findings 
from the one-year study during the 
newspaper Food Editors’ Conference 
in Chicago. She Says that it was 
made in cooperation with Pennsyl- 
vania College, Eating habits of 239 
persons between ages of 15 days and 
74 years, were studied. Represented 
were families above average econ- 
omically, Sq there was no excuse for 
nutrition deficiency. 

But a check of eating habits be- 
fore the test showed a general dis-

GETTING READY FOR IT... . 

There isn’t much doubt in the minds of most 
Lindsayites but what the present boom period in con- 
struction projects around the town has passed its 
peak and that there is every likelihood of a recession 
of sorts being experienced, For this reason they will 
be pleased to note what Mayor Moore had to say re- 
garding the building of the proposed sewage disposal 
plant. 

It is well to look ahead now and make plans for 
a possible slowdown in construction activity in the 
future. Scheduling the construction of municipal pro- 
jects so that they would afford sort of a cushion for 
a depressed employment situation Is one way we can 
help ayoid feeling the full effects of a recession. What 
better way to carry out town projects than with a 
view to keeping as much of the involyed expenditure 
in the hands of Lindsay wage earners? 

Careful timing of such undertakings as are now 
being contemplated by the Town may g0 a long way 
toward keeping economic conditions good within it. 


LEAVE NOTHING TO CHANCE 

Nothing should be left to chance when it comes 
to assuring that local labor will be employed to the 
fullest extent possible in the construction of Lindsay’s 
proposed sewage disposal and incinerator plants. The 
best way to ensure that this will be the case is for 
the town to undertake the entire construction, im. 
porting only the machinery and equipment necessary. 

There is talk of “Calling for Tenders” at some 
early date but so far nothing has been made public 
as to what the tenderer may be called upon to sup- 
ply. This should be made public before the contract 
is let so that the taxpayer may be assured that as 
many of his dollars are going to be spent in Lindsay 
as_ possible. 

On the surface there doesn’t appear to be any 
reason why~-all construction and assembly work in 
connection with these plants cannot be done by Lind- 
say hands.. If this is so, what is there to necessitate 
the calling of tenders from outside construction com- 
panies? This is a point which needs to be gone into 
thoroughly, before consideration is even given calling 
for tenders, 

It is to be hoped that Council will hold a discus- 
sion on this phase of the proposed installation at an 
early date. 


THE PUBLIC SHOULD NOT BE PUT OFF 
WITH ASTRONOMICAL FIGURES 

When the suggestion was raised at a recent Water 
Board meeting that it might be possible to tap a better 
source of water for the town from one of the lakes 
to the north, it was met with am estimate as to the 
cost of the proposed scheme which made it seem pro- 
hibitive. However, Lindsayites, anxious as they are 
that the water supply of the town be improved, should 
not be sidetracked by any such estimates. The only 
way the cost of any proposed undertaking can be ar- 
rived at is by dealing with facts and these should not 
be hard to arrive at in the case of the proposal to 
bring water from either Cameron or Balsam Lake to 
Lindsay. 

At the moment there is talk of having to build 
a@ new pumping station or greatly enlarge and reno. 
vate the present one. In the face of an apparently 
dwindling and unsatisfactory water supply it would 
seem folly to consider the former without giving con- 
sideration to.the latter. An elaborate pumping 
station would be of little use if the water supply is 
constantly unsatisfactory. 

Perhaps the Water Board will see fit to study the 
proposal to bring water from a suitable outside source 
from a realistic and factual angle at some early date. 


A LIFT IN SIGHT 

A surprise announcement was made in Lindsay 
on Friday. It concerned the proposed bus service for 
the town and was to the effect that it was about 
to commence, something that the average person who 
wanted bus service hardly anticipated. Most people 
who had been behind the idea of establishing a bus 
service were almost ready to give up hope after an 
announcement was made saying that buses for the 
service could not be obtained from U.S.A. because of 
dollar restrictions. However, no such faint-hearted_ 
ness existed in those who were primarily interested, 
with the result that Lindsay is about to experiment 
with its first bus service. i 

From a traffic standpoint the introduction of a 
bus service may have some advantages. It may serve 
to reduce the amount of traffic on Lindsay’s streets 
and therefore cut congestion at peak hours. If this 
is the case it will be appreciated by a lot of motorists 
and pedestrians alike. 

In the case of children attending school from a 
distance, the introduction of a bus service may reduce 
the anxiety of many parents. Motor traffic being 
what it is, children should be potentially safer travel- 
ling several blocks to school in a bus than they would 
be walking and crossing several busy intersections.

Well-Timed Action 


The Ontario Goyernment’s plan for expanding the 
facilities for the treatment of mental illness demon- 
strates its comprehension of the problem. There is 
no gainsaying the fact that such a plan is overdue, 
but the blame in no way lies on the Frost Administra- 
tion. Blected toward the end of the war, it has been 
wise to wait until building conditions were less dif. 
ficult, and the demand for other types of hospital 
accommodation at Jeast partially relieved. It might 
have forestalled some criticism by making its an- 
nouncement sooner, but it should be obvious that little 
could have been accomplished in the meantime. 

There is much to commend in the intention to 
distribute the new mental hospitals regionally, so as 
to reduce the distance patients and relatives would 
have to travel. There is little sense in bringing North- 
ern Ontario patients all the way to New Toronto. But 
of considerably greater significance in the long run 
is the intention of using the’ county homes for the 
aged to accommodate certain classes of older patients. 
No small part of the overcrowding of mental hospitals 
in this Province has been due to the large-scale ac- 
ceptance of old people suffering from senility, who 
need some degree of care, but whose condition is not 
susceptible of cure. If they could be accommodated 
‘in comfortable quarters much less expensive to build 
and maintain than first-class hospital structures, the

In “Diseases of the Nervous Sys- 
tem,” Dr. Jacques S. Gottlieb, Psy- 
chopathic Hospital, Iowa City, Ia., 
states that while sodium amytal| 
quieted and relaxed depressed pat- 
jJents, there was much drowsiness, 
so that the patient was not really 
himself or a real part of his sur- 
roundings.

compensation In 33 states ag well as 
in the District of Columbia, Hawaii 
and Puerto Rico, 

While it is only fair that workers 
whose hearing 1, damaged by noise 
should receive compensation, there 
does not as yet seem to be compen- 
sation to workerg and otherg whose 
nerves are damaged by noise. As 
pointed out before, the Creator 
fashioned us with nerves and mus- 
cle, so that when we hear a nolse 
our nerves and our mus- 
cle, might tense in readiness to run 
or fight. In about one-hundredth 
part of a second from the time we 
hear the nolse, our body Is ready 
to do something about it. When you 
lense your nerves and muscles you 
use up cnergy and tire yourself just 
as‘much as if you struck a blow, lif- 
ted a weight or did other work. With 
constant nolse, therefore, we keep } 
our bodies always tensed, and we 
become tired even if at rest. 

We should all try to avoid nolse. 
Of course there will always be some

Ded Wing, Minn —(NEA)— Mrs, 
Eugenie Anderson hasn't learned 
how to speak Danish yet, but she 
can bake a mean apple pie, 

Since the Danes love good pastry 
as well as anybody, this should give 
Mrs. Anderson o good start in her 
job as Ambassador to Denmark, 

‘When she heard the news of her 
nomination over the old-fashioned 
wall telephone in the Anderson 
farmhouse at Red Wing, her hands 
Were powdered with flour, Mrs, An- 
derson had been baking. 


But the ifrst woman ever to be 
picked by the President as an am- 
bassador (previous feminine diplom-\ 
atic roles have been as ministers) 
4s more than a housewife, She is 
a planist—and a politician, too. 

The 40-year-old Mrs. Anderson 
lives with her artist husband, John, 
and their two children, Johanna, 
15 and Hans, 11, on a farm estate 
just north of St. Paul. 


Her husband's father, the late Dr. 
Alexander P. Anderson, invented the 
process for puffed grain cereals 
(Puffed Wheat and Puffed Rice) 
and made a fortune. Needless to say 
the John Andersons are well-off. 

The news of her nomination 
Wasn't unexpected. It had been in 
the making for several months, but 
nevertheless it caused a mild sen- 
sation in the household. 


“Tm very happy,” the attractive, 
dark-haired ambassador-designate 
said. “But I also think there is a 
great responsiblity to be met. 

“J have much studying to do for 
the job,” she continued. “I do not 
speak the Danish language, and, of 
course, I hope to be able to do so 
@s soon as possible.” 

Well-groomed, cultured and pois- 
ed, Mrs. Anderson speaks softly but 
her voice can rise to shimmering or- 
atorical eloquence. She has a streak 
of determination, but a calm dem- 
eanor hides it and softens opposit- 
jon rather than antagonizing it. 

She became interested in politics 
a few years back, when {solationism 
was the big issue. She was dissatis- 
fied with her Congressman, but in- 
stead of writing him sharp letters, 
she plunged into active party poli- 
tics.

precinct worker for the Democratic 
Farm Labor Party and became 
county chairwoman, district chatr- 
woman and state vice chairwoman. 

Last year she was sent as a del- 
egate-at-large to the Democratic 
National Convention, and also was 
given the still higher distinction of 
Democratic National Committee- 
woman, 


She became one of the state's most 
effective speakers for the party, and 
campaigned for President Truman 
and Hubert Humphrey, Minneapol- 
is Mayor, who was elected to the U. 
S. Senate. 

Eugenie Anderson was’ born in 
Adair, Iowa, of Scotch-English-Ir- 
ish parentage. Her father was a 
Methodist minister. Her mother 
first sparked her interest in music 
with plano lessons when she was 
five . She went one year to Stephen 
College, Columbia, Mo., had a year 
on a scholarship at Jujlliard School 
of Music in New York, and then 
went to Carelton College, North- 
field, Minn. Her major was music 
and her minor, philosophy. 


There a classmate’s brother, va- 
cationing from studies at Yale, was 
introduced to her. They were mar- 
ried in 1930. The couple first lived

studies and she music. They have 
lived at the Anderson family estate 
since 1932, 

Their home is a gray frame 12- 
room dwelling, It is set back from 
the highway, about a city block 
deeper into the farm than the orig- 
inal house where another member 
of the Anderson family now lives. 

John Anderson manages the farm 
and has a workshop studio near the 
house. 


Mrs. Anderson has household help 
when she is particularly busy, but 
when she has time she and her 
daughter Johanna enjoy having the 
roomy house to themselves. 

Mrs. Anderson isn’t the sort of 
person who has regular “sessions” 
at the beauty parlor. Most of the 
time she “does” her hair herself, 

She enjoys cooking and loves to 
bake. She admits she’s especially 
fond of Danish rolls and pastry. 

She speaks “a little German” and 
once studied French, but confesses 
she knows nothing of the Scandina- 
vian languages, .She will study 
Danish diligently on her arrival in 
that country. 

She is happy to hear that Danish 
public schools have a good reputat- 
fon. That's where Johanna and 
Hans will be going. 


“T have no idea of when I might 
be leaving for Denmark,” she said, 
“and I don’t know if my family will 
go with me immediately or not. 
They'll be with me eventually, of 
course.” 

The children are “excited” about 
living in Denmark, although Jo- 
hanna Is a little uneasy about leay- 
ing her Red Wing friends. Anderson 
quiet and retiring, had little to say 
about the appointment. 


Mr. and Mrs. Anderson visited 
Europe in 1937, but did not go to 
any of the Scandinavian countties 
or to England. 

What about her life after she re- 
turns from Denmark? 

Mrs. Anderson intends to go right 
on working in local county, state, 
national and international politics. 

“Only the participation of average 
citizens in political parties will keep 
democracy safe,” she declared.

BERLIN -(NEA)- If you walk into 
Hertle’s, which In days gone by was 
Berlin's biggest department store, 
youll find almost barren shelves, 
shoddy merchandise, and more sa- 
lesclerks than customers. 


The reason hag nothing to do 
with Hertle’s inability to stage a 
post-war comeback, but with Her- 
tle's unfortunate location. The big 
store, which in pre-war days was 
the Berlin equivalent of Macy's in 
New ork or Nelman-Marcus in Dal- 
las, hapens to be in the Soviet 
sector, Today {t has to compete with 
a legal black market, run by the 
Red-controlled government, which is 
coming close to putting private 
enterprise out of business. 


At the Soviet-sponsored “Fre 
Stores" (called Handelsorganisation 
or “H. O.” shops), nothing you buy 
requires a ration coupon. Prices 
are high, and the average resident 
of the Russian sector can do little 
more than gaze longingly in the 
well-filled show windows, But peo- 
ple who live in the American, Bri- 
tish or French sectors find the shop- 
ping much to their liking; they 
change the highly valued West 
Marks into Hast Marks at about a 
one-to-six rate, and thus can do 
batter than in thelr own residential 
zones. 


At Hertle’s, for example, the en- 
tire stock of the shoe department ts 
displayed on a single counter and 
you can’t buy a pair without cou- 
pons. At H, O. stores, all styles and

qualities of shoes fill the counters 
and are ration-free at prices ran- 
ging from $11 to $16. The only clo- 
thing Hertie’s can sell without cou- 
pons is e plastic raincoat; at H OF 
there is virtually a state-side variety 
-all ration free. It ranges down- 
ward from a seal fur coat at $400 
although this would take more than 
two years’ income for a Soviet-sec- 
tor worker. 


Ham, bacon, sausages and other 


Bue 


foods are plentiful on H. O. shel- 
ves. The price for a pound of ham 
at Eastmark equivalents ($2.16) 
would be about a week's wages for 
a Soviet-sector resident, but is much 
lower for those with other curren- 
cles to convert. The only food Her- 
tie’s hes for sale without coupons 
are spices. 

The Handelsorgan\ictiion even 
goes after customers who can't be 
enticed inside its stores. H. O. side- 
walk peddlers hawk cigarettes, to- 
bacco, and candy on Soviet sector 
streets. And they do good business, 
because their pricess are lower than 
those of the shop owners, who get 
no help from the Russians.

It seems that 
a Lady Bedford, whose husband 
was an Admiral of the British Navy, 
brought a pair of eleutherodactylus 
johnsone! (pronounced eleuthero- 
dactylus Johnstone!) fo the island 
fn the bellef they would kill In- 
sects. 


Lady Bedford brought a male and 
a female hoping she would soon 
have her trees filled with frogs kil- 
ling bugs.

—Stalin’s Mask: . 


New Biography Offers Some Clues 
To Help Judge What He’ll Do Now

New York—(NEA)—What can the 
world expect from ‘Joseph Stalin 
now that Russia holds the atom 
bomb? Is he likely to use it? 


To find the answers to these 
questions, we need to know the kind 
of man he is. But no leader of cur- 
rent times is more completely mask- 
ed in mystery than Stalin. 


Nevertheless, a new effort to 
Pierce that mask has just been 
made, Isaac Deutscher, a Polish- 
born specialist in Russian affairs 
who writes for the British press, has 
written a comprehensive biography 
that {s being hailed as the most 
penetrating yet most objective study 
of Stalin attempted thus far. 


What emerges is not a clearly 
etched portrait. Fundamentals of 
his makeup remain hidden, But 
there are some clues to his charac- 
ter that may help the world judge 
what Stalin may do, 


As Deutscher pictures the Rus- 
sian dictator: 


He {s above all & political boss, a 
master strategist, shrewd, practical, 


that might exhaust both sides and 
lJeaye his country free of inyasion. 

Deutscher concludes {t 4s impos- 
sible to tell from the record whether 
Stalin preferred his 1939 pact with 
Hitler to one he might have made 
with the western European powers, 

However that may be, Stalin 
strove hard to preserve his fragile 
friendship with Germany. He refus- 


ruthless, unbending in spirit. Heed to belfeve the signs of the com- 


is no intellectual firebrand, no great 
theorist of the Communist Revolu- 
tion, as was Lenin. 

Stalin is a man of Icy self-posses- 
sion, In him is none of the impuls- 
ive, intuitive behavior of a Hitler. 

But like many a gifted politician, 
Stalin is an opportunist. He chan- 
ges the course of his policy to fit 
the circumstances of a time, He does 
not function from a set master 
plan in which all major details are 
determined in advance. 

In other words, what the rest of 
the world does strongly affects what 
Stalin does. To millions who fear he 
may already have decided upon 
war, there may be hope in this an- 
alysis—if it js sound, 


Like all opportunists, Stalin has 
made big mistakes and made them 
often. At the start of World War 
II he vastly overrated the strength 
and quality of the French Army, 
On the other hand he underrated 
the striking power of Hitler's Nazi 
legions. He of course was not alone 
in these particular errors. 

Tt is plain, too, that he genuinely 
hoped to keep Russia out of the 
war. He looked for a long conflict

ing Nazi inyasion. Though he was 
preparing for it, he did not expect it 
when it occurred, 

Once into the war, Stalin muster- 
ed all his indomitable will and 
Strength to save Russia—and him- 
self. Says Deutscher: “He was in 
effect his own commander-in- 
chief, his own minister of defense, 
his own quartermaster, his own 
minister of supply, his own foreign 
minister.” 

He was no meddler in military 
strategy like Hitler, He operated 
As a calm, careful referee among 
his general, leaving them room for 
experiment and independent judge- 
ment. But he made all the big de- 
cisions. 

These organizing and adminis- 
trative talents were the traits that 
lifted Stalin to prominence in the 
Communist Party of revolutionary 
days. Under Lenin, he won ever 
higher posts until at last he had 
controlling power. Then he succes- 
sfully outmaneuvered his party op- 
ponents and gradually built himself 
to a pinacle where others could not 
reach him. 

The fruits of unbridled power 
came to a man who had begun life 
as a cobbler’s son in the southern 
part of Russia called Georgia. He 
was studying theology when ‘first 
touched with revolutionary fever. 
From that time forward, he was a 
hard-driving underground agitator 
for socialist rebellion {n revolution- 
ary Czarist Russia. Before the oy- 
erturn came he spent nearly 10 
years in prisons or in exile. 

Stalin, though long schooled as 
a party spokesman, has never ris- 
en above the dull and colorless as a 
public speaker and writer. No spell- 
binder, he has seemed to shrink 
from-public contact. His soldiers in 
the field never saw him, 

Always since gaining despotic 
power he has preferred to remain 
a sort of misty, impersonal, “gray 
eminence” standing in the Kremlin 
surrounded by the familiar symbols 
of his high station. His travels out- 
side Russia have been limited to a 
few brtef trips to nearby countries. 

Stalin’s private life? Plain and 
austere. Deutscher says he knows 
of only one personal letter ever 


; written by him. Tho he twice was 


married, hfs passionate devotion to 
Politics ruled out anything like a 
normal home existence, 

Not much to go on, all this, but 
it “ls from such frail evidence that 
the world’s statesmen must try to 
Gauge Stalin and keep him from 


using the great atomic secret he has 
learned. 


» Cherokees Carve Hillside Theatre 
To Stage Drama of Their History

Cherokee Village, N.C. — (NEA) 
—Johnson Catolster, a full-blooded 
Cherokée Indian, skillfully maneuy- 
ers his bulldozer around the moun- 
tains and along the cliffs of the 
Great Smokies, where he is one of 
@ crew carving a new theatre out of 
a hillside. 


On that hillside next July 1, 
there will be the world premiere of 
a play in the Mountainside Theatre 
Catolster 1s helping to build. The 
play is one of the most ambitious 
dramas ever written —‘in the 17 
scenes of “Unto These “Hills,” au- 
thor Kermit Hunter has compress- 
ed the history of Catolster's people 
the Cherokee Indians. 

Hunter, a member of the English 
department of the University of 
North Carolina, read his script to 
the Cherokee Historical Association 
at a meeting here. The Association, 
with both Indian and white mem- 
bers, listened and approved, 

Hunter starled with one of the 
first contacts made between a 
white and a Cherokee, the ¢mibe 
that once roamed oyer 25,600,000 
acres of the south from Virginia to 
Alabama, That early contact, in 
1540, was the visit of the Spanish 
explorer, DeSoto, to the Cherokee 
territory. 


From that starting point, Hunter 
tells the story of the whites’ gradu- 
al encroachment on Indlan territ- 
ory. There 1s the story of frontier 
fe. There are wars and _ battles, 
There js drama in the incident of 
Sequoyah, who wrote an alphahet 
to preserve the language of his peo- 
ple. 

And finally, there 1s the thrilling 
episode of Tsali, a headstrong Oher- 
okee who chose death by a firing 
squad in the 1830's rather than be 
herded into a reservation. 


Music written for the production, 
will be threaded through “Unto 
These Hills” to set the mood for 
each scene, And a cast of 50 to 100 
actors and actresses will bring the 
play to life five or six times a week 
from July to Labor Day, 


IN THE GREAT SMOKIES, this amphitheatre 1s being carved out 
of a hillside for the Cherokee drama that begins next summer, 


Cherokee Village Is the chief set- 
Uement on the 56,000-acre-reserva- 
tion, called the “Kingdom in the 
Great Smokies,” Only 2600 Chero- 
kees now Ilve on the reservation, 
but they are all enthusiastic about 
the prospect, of the play which will 
be produced annually, 

“Unto These Hills” will be given 
in a now, belng-constructed open- 
alr ampitheatre, which js loking 
form at the end of a gravel road 
leading off main highway 107. The 
Mountainside Theatre, as It will be 
known, \s located near here on land 
donated. by the Eastern Bank of 
Cherokee, 

Hunter, whose play was hls thesis 
for his doctor's degree in English 
Uterature, won a major drama prize 
for the work. 

One of the Indian council! mem- 


bers, who listened® quietly while 
Hunter read the play on the reser- 
vation had one criticism to offer: 


“If there Is a criticism to be made 
of this history of the Cherokee,” he 
sald, “it Js that the writer has given 
more credit lo the Indian and less 
to the white (han is due. In behalf 
of my people I would say that there 
Js, Indeed, much to be deplored. But 
I would say, also, in justice to the 
white man, thal {he Indian brought 
much of his sorrow upon himself. 
Tet us give Justice to both.” 


Beginning next year, America’s 
vacationing drama lovers will haye 
another stop on their summer tour.

The pisol in question was found 
hidden near the spot where the 
brothers were working, and the ac- 
cused testified that he had purchas- 
ed it only the previous Saturday af- 
ternoon, S{ntending to register 4t 
at the first opportunity. He claimed 
that he had purchased it in order 
to prevent, an armed robbery, which 
he had heard was about to take 
place, and was going to turn it over 
to Chief Constable Gordon, of Fen-

A sister of the accused also test- 
ified as to her brother's condition, 
claiming that it was difficult to 
persuade him to see a doctor, alth- 
ough she thought he should do so.

Project 
Is Worn Out, 


Provincial Engineer Declares 


At a special meeting of the Lind- 
Bay Water Bd. called yesterday at- 
ternoon, it was disclosed that the 
town is faced with the necessity of 
installing a new filtration plant. 
The cost of the proposed plant was 
estimated by Consulting Engineer 
W. B. Redfern at $250,000 and Ma- 
yor R. I. Moore told the Post that 
it was proposed to proceed with the 
work early next year. His Worship 
said it would be financed over a 
period of 20 years by debenture {s- 
sue and cost to town would appro- 
ximate $17,000 to $18,000 annually 
which, on the basis of the town's 
Present assessment, would be the 
equivalent of about three mills. 

The meeting was attended by all 
member, of the Water Commission, 
Mayor Moore, Commissioners L, 
Gordon, D. Sinclair and M. Collins, 
Robt, Reynolds, Water Works Su- 
perintendent, Miss L. Thompson, 
Water Board Secretary, Mr. A.D. 
Delaporte, Chemical Engineer, On- 
tario Dept. of Health, Mr. O. V. Ball, 
Senior Sanitary Engineer for the 
district and Mr. W. B Redfern, Con- 
sulting Engineer to Lindsay's Water 
Commission. Presided over by Com- 
missioner Gordon, as chairman, the 
meeting took the form of a quest- 
fon and answer conference between 
Town and Provincial representat- 
ives and the Lindsay Daily Post. It 
was felt by the chairman that this 
Was the best way of bringing all the 
facts to the surface. 

At the outset, following prelimin- 
ary remarks explaining the purpose 
of the meeting by Commissioner 
Gordon, who said its object was 
to acquaint the public with the 
true position of the water supply 
system, Supt. Robt. Reynolds, re- 
plying to a question by the Post, 
gave comparative figures as to sup- 
ply and demand. Mr, Reynolds said 
the present plant had a maximum 
capacity of 1,125,000 gallons per 24- 
hour day, while daily pumpage varl- 
ed from 750,000 to a million gallons, 
He explained that the small variat- 
jon between maximum capacity and 
maximum demands meant there 
was nothing to spare in the event 
of additional load being thrown on 
or an emergency arising. Apart 
from the fact that the plant could 
not produce enough water to mee 
extra demands there was the added 
danger of a serious breakdown if 
the plant was forced to carry adit- 
jonal loads, he declared. 

Mr. Redfern observed at , this 
point that in view of these facts 
the present plant was operating 
considerably below standard fire 
protection recommendations jn con- 
Junction with maximum demands. 
He explained that the effect of a 
serious fire would be to overtax the 
plant, run the risk of a breakdown 
and, in any event, Probably make it 
impossible to keep the flow of wa- 
ter at a point where it could be ef- 
fectively used to combat fire. 

The discussion switched momen- 
larily to the safety or quality of the 
water now being seryed the town’s 
users, Mr. Delaporte said that while 
the water was grading satisfact- 
orily at the moment added strain on 
present equipment could could cause 
a break which would result in un- 
filtered water entering the mains. 
He emphasizeg that the filtration 
plant was functioning now on what 
he termed the “verge” of efficiency, 

Reverting to the Proposal to build 
a new filtration plant, Mr. Redfern 
sald he could assure the Commls- 
sion that {t would mean a definite 
improvement in the taste of the 
walter. “It would definitely make 
it more palatable’, he declared. In 
addition the consulting engineer 
said the new plant would haye the 


effect of making two million gal- 
lons of water ayailable to users 
daily, operating at minimum cap- 
acity and that it could be readily 
converted to accomodate demands 
of up to three million gallons. Deal- 
ing with operational costs of the 
new piant, Mr. Redfern said they 
would be about the same as the 
present unit. He explained that 
there would be less chemical treat- 
ment and that the lowered cost of 
this should offset any increase in 
cost of operation elsewhere along 
the line, + 

Asked if, in view of lowering wa- 
ter levels in Lake Scugog and the 
Scugog River ,if could be assumed 
that there would be enough water 
to supply the needs of the town in 
the foreseeable future, Mr. Redfern 
and Mr. Delaporte said it was pro- 
posed to estimate potential supply 
for the next 20 years on a scientific 
basis before proceeding, 

Here the discussion switched to 
the’ possibility of bringing water 
from Cameron Lake to supply Lind- 
say, The Post asked Mr. Redfern 
what he would estimate the cost of 
such an undertaking to be. He re- 
plied that, without preparing com- 
plete estimates, he believed it would 
cost about one million dollars (the 
equivalent of about eight mills on 
the basis of present assessment). 
Queried as to whether or not it 
would be possible to bring water 
to Lindsay from Cameron Lake by 
force of gravity alone, the engineer 
said it would be possible but far 
more costly than to instal pumps to 
do the work. He explained that a 
larger size of pipe would be requir- 
ed for gravity flow and the differ- 
ence in the cost of the larg- 
er size of pipe. would more than 
offset the cost of using pumps and 
a smaller plpe (or pipes). He ad- 
mitted the quality of the water 
would probably be superior to that 
obtained from the Scugog River 
even with the new filtration plant 
in operation but pointed out thay 
in either case a new filtration plant 
would be necessary. The million- 
dollar estimate included the cost of 
a new plant. 

The Post then inquired {f it 
would be feasible to import water 
from Sturgeon Lake but reference 
was made to the algae formation 
which had been prevalent there in 
recent yenrs. It was stated by the 
provincial representatives, Mr. De- 
laporte and Mr. Ball, that this al- 
gae formation Was More or less pre- 
sent in the entire lake but had a 
tendency to concentrate in calm, 
shallow inlets in considerable quan- 
tity. For this reason Sturgeon Lake 
Was considered unsatisfactory as a 
source of supply. The algae was 
held responsible on two occasions 
for the death of cattle drinking 
water in which it was present. 

Getting back to the Cameron 
Lake proposition, Mayor Moore 
sald he thought the net cost to each 
consumer would be about three 
dollars monthly until the plant and 
installations were paid for if such 
& project were undertaken. Com- 
misstoner Collins stated that while 
the Commission was not ruling out. 
a@ new source of supply, such as 
Cameron Lake, {t was not con- 
sidered economically practical at 
this time. Mr. Delaporte said at 
this juncture that tests would also 
be made of water quality and po- 
tentlal supply from this source at 
the same time as a survey was made 
of the Scugog Lake and River po- 
tentials,

penditure on the Cameron Lake 
project or $250,000 on the Scugog 
River irstallation, Mayor Moore 
said-he would definitely want a yote 
of the people on the larger project. 
He contended, however, that the 
urgency of the new filtration plant 
Was such that work should be start- 
ed on it as soon as possible. His 
Worship declared that the two 
projects did not overlap. It would be 
Possible to call a vote next year to 
decide whether or not to spend an- 
other $750,000 to bring water from 
Cameron Lake, he stated, adding, 
“the same plant would be needed 
wherever you obtained your water 
from.” The mayor declared he fa- 
vored undertaking this and the 
Sewage project while interest rates 
where at low levels. 

Asked by the Post if cleaning up 
the river removing a-portion of the 
weed growth, etc., might contribute 
to improved flavor of the water in 
addition to that effected by the 
Proposed new plant, Mr. Delaporte 
sald the weeds served the purpose 
of using up organic matter in the 
river! To remove them, he contend- 
ed, would be to create an additional 
organic matter filtration problem, 
while on the other hand the weeds 
caused a disagreeable flavor in the 
Water. Here, it appeared, was the 
need for choosing between the les- 
ser of the two evils, 

While on the subject of the Scu- 
gog water supply, Mr. Delaporte was 
asked if the fact that the filtration 
plant was located below the ceme- 
tery had any bearing on the quality 
of the water, the inference being, 
Qs suggested by Mayor Moore on 
previous occasions, that there might 
be seepage, Mr. Delaporte said that. 
on the contrary the seepage would 
most likely be from the river into 
the cemetery, rather than from 
the cemetery to the river. 

After Mayor Moore had announc- 
ed that it was Proposed to call 
for tenders on a new filtration Plant 
in February of 1950 ,it was revealed 
that it would be Practical fo call 
for tenders on the Proposed sewage 
disposal plant at the same time or 
shortly thereafter. Mr. Redfern said 
it was possible that both Projects 
could be carried on simultaneously 
to the advantage of the town and 
contracting firm. He estimated that 
between 40 and 50 men would be 
required on each job and that the 
Work would take between five and 
six months He also said he felt, 
there would be no question as to 
preference being given local Jabor 
and that any contractor “would be 
only too glad to hire all local help 
{f sufficient were available”, 

As the meeting drew to a close, 
Commissioner Sinclair asked what 
would probably occur in the event 
of a major fire jn Lindsay with 
present pumping station faciellities.

Lindsay police court gave the ap- 

_ pearance of a miniature arsenal this 

morning, as two, rifles, a revolver, 

and a wicked-looking hunting knife 

appeared as exhibits in two cases 
heard before Magistrate Gee, 


‘The first of these cases concerned 
& man, formally charged with yag- 
rancy and being mentally ill, who 
was found wandering about the 
dense bush in Dysart Township, 
Haliburton County. Provincial 
Police had received complaints that 
a rifle-toting stranger was on the 
loose, threatening anyone who ap- 
Proached to closely, and that em- 
ployees of the Standard Chemical 
Co,, at Kingscote Lake, were frigh- 
tened of venturing into the bush 
for their daily work, One trapper, 
who complained to the Police was 
so frightened by the man that he 
stayed out of the bush entirely 
leaving his trapline to look after it- 
self. Police claimed the. trapper in 
question had told them that the 
accused had come upon him sud- 
denly on one of the forest trails, 
dropped to one knee and had then 
fired two shots in his direction. 


The investigating officers, in plain 
clothes, and accompanied by a 
guide, had spent part of Monday in 
the Kingscote Lake Area, and said 
that late in the afternoon they had 
Spied the accused on a trail. They 
said he brought his rifle down 
from his shoulder, where he had 
been carrying it, released the saf- 
ety catch and covered them as they 
approached him. Apparently it took 
the officers some time and much 
care to divest the accused of his 
rifle and bring him in. 


Tt was revealed that the accused 
lived near Bancroft, at a place call- 
ed Mud Creek, and had walked from 
there across country to Kingscote 
Lake area, a distance of some 45 
miles. For the past two weeks, he 
{s alleged to have been sleeping in 
vacant hunting camps, or outside on 
the ground, He had no equipment 
other than his rifle and hunting 
knife, but claimed that when he 
had started out, he had a sum of 
money, which he had been using to 
purchase food at Harcourt, He 
claimed that he was looking for a 
hunting area for the coming deer 
hunt. 

As it was revealed that the ac- 
cused, a veteran, had been suffer- 
ing a mental illness earlier in the 
year, for which he had been hospit- 
alized, he was remanded for ment- 
al examination by two local doctors,

Rent Hike 


"41 Rate 


(British United Press) . 

Finance Minister Douglas Abbott 
has clarified the government’s loos- 
ening of rent controls and it deyel- 
ops that many Canadians will not 
‘Be paying a full 20 or 25 per cent 
More than they are now charged, 

Abbott explains that the increas- 
es to be allowed as of next month 
will n-o-t be figured on existing 
tates. They will be figured on what 
tenants were paying their landlords 
in 1941, when rent*controls came in 
effect. 

In other words—if a tenant's rent 
has been increased, by say, 20 per 
cent since 1941, his land-lord can- 
not boost the price next month. And 
if a tenant's present rent is 15 per 
cent over the 1941 price, then the 
Jandlord will be permitted to raise 
the rent only five per cent. 

At the same time, Abbott announ- 
ces that the government will con- 
tinue rent controls beyond next 
March. 

Rent controls are supposed to 
lapse in March of 1950, but Abbott 
says the government will ask pariia- 
ment to extend the life of the con- 
trols. 

He says the government wants to 
continue its policy of gradual de- 
control. And the process would take 
longer than: the four months be- 
tween now and the 3{st of March. 

The government heard its rent 
moye berated for more than four 
hours in the House of Commnos. 
yesterday, 

Progressive Conservative, C.CF., 
and Social Credit, members blasted 
the 20 and 25 per cent increases. 

Abbott defended the government's 
action. He says that the land-lords 
deserve an increase. 

The Finance Minister says that 
Tents have not risen nearly as high 
@s wages in the past decade, and 
that landlords have never benefited 
greatly from rising prices or wag- 
es. 

Abbott admits that those who are 
benefitting from the rent hikes— 
the Jandlords—are far out-number- 
ed by those who will suffer. But 
he says—and these are his words— 
“mere numbers have ner justi- 
fied unfairness or unjustness,”

A top rental authority in Ontar- 
io says that Finance Minister Ab- 
hott’s latest announcement on rent 
controls will, as he puts it, make a 
“tremendous change.” 

An official of the Rental’ Control 
Board in Ontario says theannounce- 
ment apparently resulted from the 
Strong protests of the Canadian 
people that the increases were too 
high. However, he adds that Abbot's 
first announcement last Thursday 
could haye been interpreted either 
way.

Is Proposed Plan 


A reading of the preliminary fran- 


chise agreement between the Town |

of Lindsay and Lindsay Lines, Lim- 
ited, was given before council at 
last night's meeting. This will now 
go to the town solicitor to be drawn 
up in proper form, but chief points 
of the franchise to be granted are 
as follows: % 
(a) Lindsay Lines are to have the 
exclusive public transportation 
rights, with the exception of taxi- 
cabs, in the Town of Lindsay for 
a period of 10 years. There is a 
renewal option at the end of the 
eighth year, at which time the 
option can be taken up for a 
further 10-year period. BS 
(b) Minimum number of “buses 
with which Lindsay Lines can op- 
erate is three, and service is to 
be half-hourly to all sections of 
town. This is to be inéreased if 
the business warrants it. 


(c) Should Lindsay Lines Limited 
find it necessary at a future date, 
to discontinue service in the town, 
two months’ notice is to be given, 
or the sum of $1000 paid by the 

company. 

The balance of the agreement 
dealt chiefly with route and sched- 
ule regulations. Signs are to be erec- 


ted, or painted on posts designating 


bus stops. 

A nominal franchise payment of 
$5 has been set for the first-year of 
operation, Mayor Moore explained 
that this would be adjusted at some 
future date, and that he had made 
enquiries as to the franchise ,pay- 
ments being asked by yarious muni- 


cipalities in the province in which: 


buses were operated. He had dis- 
covered, he said, that the top pay- 
ments appeared to be made in Bell- 
eville, with the franohise set at $40 
per month per bus. 

It is reported that bus company 
Officials here have expressed them- 
selves as being more than pleased 
with the reception given the service 
since its inauguration last week.

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Behind the Headlines 


Free Enterprisers May Again 
Get Complete Control In Italy 


“Behind the Headlines” was pre- 
pared today by Leroy Pope of the 
British United Press 

The current cabinet crisis in It- 
aly may indicate the beginning of 

an important trend in Europe. . 

The Right-Wing Socialists in 
Premier De Gasperi’s Cabinet haye 
withdrawn because of a big ferment 
in Italian Socialist Circles. 


The Italian Socialists have been 
divided for a long time. Pierto 
Nenni leads the left-wing social- 
ists who are not represented in the 
Cabinet and have been very friend- 
ly with Palimiro Togliatt’s Com- 
munists, 

The Right-Wing Socialists are 
led by Giuseppe Saragat Vice-Pre- 
mier in De Gasperi’s Cabinet. Now 
there's a move on to reunite all It- 
aly’s Socialists, so Saragat and the 
other Right-Wing Socialists are 
getting out of the Cabinet to facil- 
itate that move. Premier De Gasp- 
eri, under whose rule Italy has come 
through severe times and made con- 
siderable progress, hopes Saragat 
will return to his cabinet as soon as 
the Socialists settle their merger 
question. 

But Saragat may not return. If 
he refuses to return in order to 
please the Left Wing of the party 


and bring about Socialist Unity, | 


then De Gasperi will rule without 
Socialist co-operation. 

This would be a very significant 
step. De Gasperi has a bare maj- 


ority of the Italian Parliament with- | 


out the Socialists. But Socialism 
and Communism have been so 
strong in Italy since the war that 
it was belleved no rightist govern- 
ment could work without co-opera- 
tion of at least some of the Marx- 
ists. In other words the Socialists 
have exercised a power far greater 
than thelr actual vote would seem 
to entitle them to. 

If De Gasperl attempts to rule 
without the Socialists it would put 
the forces of free enterprise in com- 
plete control of Italy for the first 
time since before Mussolini came to 
power in the early 1920's. 

That the prospect of this ‘devel- 
opment in Italy may be part of a 
trend seems more likely when we 
recall that just last week, Georges 


Bidault of the Free Enterprise Pop- | 


ular Republican Party succeeded in 
forming a Cabinet in France af- 
ter the two top socialists, Jules 
Moch and Rene Mayer, had failed. 
And some commentators 
that the whole trend in Western 


Europe, except in Britain, may be/ 


away from Marxism and towards a 
revival of what we used to call Vic- 
torian Liberalism — that !s free 
enterprise with the government ser- 
ving as the umpire and stepping 
in only to undertake Industrial) 
task which the Liberals consider 
too big for private enterprise. 

Insofar as Italy is concerned, the 
prospect of Liberalism rising as 
a new third force between Italy's 
traditional extremes of a feudalism 
aristocracy and money class opposed 
by extremely radical working class 
parties, grows out of several devel- 
opments. 

One Js that Italy at least Is dev- 
eloping a middle class, The new 
middle class in Italy is the manag- 
erfal and professtonal class, engin- 
eers, scientists and skilled business 
managers who didn't inherit wealth. 
It's the same so-called “managerial 
revolution” which American Finance 
and Industry began experiencing 25 


think | 


years ago, But it's new in Italy. 
These managerial people don’t have 
the feudal mentality of the old 
wealthy Italians: They don’t feel 
class hatred the way peasants and 
industrial workers sometimes do, 

They are free enterprisers because 
they believe in scientific rationaliz- 
ation, Yet they aon't fear govern- 
ment enterprise and regulation as 
much as the old aristocrats or indus- 
{trial bourbons who looked on any 
such ideas as invasion of their an- 
cient privileges. 

Another reason for the rise of the 
Liberals on the continent is the 
| Teceding fear of an {mmediate war 
with Communist Russia, The Lib- 
erals feel less compulsion to make 
common cause with the Socialists 
and the Conservatives against the 
Reds. They feel free to push their 
own ideas and emerge as the 
strongest force if they can. 

The slow recovery caused by the 
Marshall Plan helps the Liberals, 
They also are helped by the realiza- 
tion that the Marshall Plan may 
end sooner than expected and that 
the kind of rationalization they 
preach is being demanded by the 
United States as the price for ful- 
filling the Marshall Plan, 

Still another factor helping the 
Liberals is Titois. The Socialists are 
| flirting in many European countries 
with the Titoist Communists, They 
may lead to a general orientation 
farther left of the Socialists — and 
it may cause many right-wing so- 
|cialists to drift into the Liberal 


| ranks,

Landlords Must 
Give One-Year Lease 


(British United Press) 

The cost of living is headed ah 
wards for a lot of Canadians, 

Finance Minister Douglas Abbott 
announces that land-lords will be 
allowed to increase rents. As of De- 
cember the 15th, they will be per- | 
mitted to charge 20 and 25 per cent 
more than the present rent limits. 

The finance minister indicates | 
that the increase isn’t the last one 
which we can expect, He says that 
eventually, rents will settle at what 
he calls a point substantially above 
the present maximum levels provid- 
ed in government regulations. 

Abbott says he eased the con- 
trols to allow 20 and 25 per cent 
hikes so that the upward adjust- 
ment in rents can be made gradually 
rather than abruptly. 

But he elso indicates that final 
government restrictions on rent in- 
creases will not be cast off until 
the housing situation is much im- 
proved. 

Abbott says that as of the middle 
of next month, land-lords may 
charge 20 per cent more for unheat- 
ed self-contained houses. The 25 
per cent hike is on heated, self-con- 
tained, units. 

But the land-lords must give their 
tenants a one-year lease with the 
boosts. And the lease must contain 
a clause permitting the tenant to 
terminate it at one month's notice 
If the tenant refuses that sort of 
offer, the landlord can make him 
vacate under the laws of the prov- 
ince in which he is living. And 
the house will become free of Fed- 
eral rent control. 

Rents on unfurnished rooms or 
parts of houses in which the tenants 
share toilet facilities may be raised 
20 per cent, But furnished rooms 
are not affected by the rent control 
changes. 

All in all, some 90 per cent of the 
Canadians renting quarters are ex- 
pected to be affected by easing of 
the controls. 

And re-action to the news was 
mixed and in many cases stormy. 

Tenants and some politicians and 
Labor Leaders expressed indigna- 
tion. Radio station switch-boards 
were flooded with calls protesting 
the future rent increases. 

C.CP. leader M. J. Coldwell says 
that the increases are “enormous.” 
He adds that they reveal what he 
calls the government's callous dis-| 
regard for the needs of the people. 

A United Steelworkers official in 
Montreal—R, J. Lamoureux —all- 
ed the move a@ double-crossing tac- 
tic by Ottawa. He says it will be a 
severe blow to the people. 

The chairman of the Quebec Pro- 
vincial Command of the Canadian 
Legion — Norman Gillespie — says 
the announcement came as a shock 
to the Legion. 

And some of the plain tenants 
who called where muttering about a 
march on Parliament Hill. 

But landlords greet the announce- 
ment with open arms. 

They point out that while cost of 
living in many other items has 
gone up enormously in the past ten 
years. Rents have stayed more or 
less static, 

Legality of Rent Controls. 

Meanwhile, the entire life of rent 
controls hangs in the balance. The 
government preparing to test 
their legality in the Supreme Court. 

Some landlords have tried to have 
Jower courts declare the Federal 
rent laws as being unconstitutional. 
To settle the argument, the govern- 
ment will help the provinces draft 
stand-by control legislation if they 
want if. 

Abbott says the government bel- 
jeyes its rent control law to be legal. 
But he adds that it wants to clear 
up any doubts, 

If the law is found to be consti- 
tutional by the Supreme Court, he 
says the government will ask par- 
Vament to extend the life of the| 
controls which are due to expire 
on March the 31st of 1950. 

He adds that any provinces which 
would like tg take over rent con- 
trols could do so whenever they

“Steel strikes permitting, Toron- 
to's new sewage disposal plant will 
be in operation next summer. The 
project for which property owners 
voted $5,600,000 in 1939, 1s going to 
cost upward of $9,000,000. But the 
blame for the increased cost can't 
honestly be assessed against engin- 
cers or contractors. The war, with 
attendant shortages, strikes and 
scarcities, has nearly doubled costs 
of taking the odor out of Ashbridg- 
e’s Bay. 

When the first stage of construc- 
tion is completed, there will be a 
plant on the eastern lakefront cap- 
able of handling waste from a city 
of 700,000 population. A later stage 
in development will be aeration 
inceration of the studge which will 
leave nothing but a fine organically 
inactive ash. 

Next summer, the disposal plant 
will not have reached that stage. 
The plant will deal with the city’s 
sewage, but the resultant product 
will be a dry sludge, useful as fertil- 
izer, but not entirely inactive. 

As at present, the liquid effluent 

will be piped into the lake. Not that 
this need alarm water consumers. 
Engineers who installed the North 
Toronto plant in the Don valley 
have drunk the effluent from the 
plant and continued to lead hearty, 
robust lives, And besides, city water 
intakes are miles from Ashbride's 
Bay and city water is safely chlor- 
inated. 
The Ashbridge’s Bay plant was des- 
ignated by Metcalre and Eddy of 
Boston, specialists in such engin- 
eering. Gore and 3torrie, Toronto, 
are supervising engineers. Major 
work began in February, 1944. No 
close estimate of time needed for 
construction was reached by engin- 
eers. A tremendous amount of piling 
had to be sunk before the big tanks 
and buildings could be erected. 

Original target date of the pro- 
ject was September, 1949. Steel and 
cement shortages delayed the work. 
A new estimate of costs was sor- 
rowfully accepted by city council in 
March. There may be further in- 
creases before the work is comple- 
ted. 

When it js finally completed, the 
new plant will clean up the city’s 
eastern lakeshore. The present 
plant {s woefully overtaxed, al- 
though the North Toronto plant is 
capable of dealing with waste from 
100,000 of the city’s population, and 
there is a smaller plant at the foot 
of Scott St., for the harbor area. 

Through the past summer, warn- 
ings were posted against bathing on 
Cherry St. and Woodbine beaches: 
when the wind was the wrong way. 

Completion of the disposal plant. 
may lead the way for the extension 
of Keating St. across the marshes 
past the southern edge of Wood- 
bine Race Track—a project visuall- 
zed as a means of relieving Toron- 
to traffic congestion. But chief con- 
cern at the city hall, now, is to get 
the Job done before mounting costs 
double the original estimate of its 
cost. 

The present disposal plant was in- | 
stalled in 1913, and has a capacity 
of 33,000,000 gallons of sewage per 
day. Extent of the overload on its 
capacity can be deduced from the 
estimated capacity of the new plant 
—80,000,000 gallons.”

. There's more information avall- 
able this week from Orillia ‘relative 
to the cost of operating the sew- 
age disposal plant there and the 
method of financing same. These 
figures are interesting to Lindsay in 
view of the plans of Council to in- 
stall a sewage disposal plant here, 
However, in considering the costs, 
it needs to be borne in mind that 
Orillia’s plant cost them $340,000 
and includes both primary and 
secondary treatment. This is ap- 
proximately twice as.much as pre- 
liminary estimates on the Lindsay 
plant which would only include 
primary treatment. Having this in 
mind, it is apparent that operational 
and initial costs would be corresp- 
ondingly lower. 

Here are operational costs of the 
Orillia plant as they were presented 
in the current issue of the Orillia 
Packet and Times and from which 
it may be possible to get some idea 
of what might be entailed in Lind- 
say's development: 

Figures supplied by the Water 
Licht and Power Commission, show 
that sum of $39,978 will be requir- 
ed to operate the entire sewer sys- 
tem and sewage disposal plant. 

The sewage treatment plant it- 
self will require $9,828 for operation 
and $12,040 for maintenance. The 
operation cost includes the wages 
paid to four regular operators plus 
one relief operator. They will be 
paid $1,680 a year, plus cost of liv- 
ing bonus, and will receive unem- 
ployment insurance and compen- 
sation, The maintenance cost in- 
cludes replacement, and a number 
of miscellaneous items such as lime, 
ferric chloride, steel wire, grease and

In addition, the new rate will take 
tare ofthe operation of the sewage 
pumps on West street, Scott street, 
Normandy Plains and Couchiching 
Park, This cost, including wages of 
operators, power and depreciation 
is $7,610 a year. Sewer main opera- 
tion is estimated at $5,400 a year, 
and office and supervision costs add 
| another $5,000 a year to the cost of 
disposing of Orillia’s sewage. 

Before the new rate came into 
effect, the cost of operating the 
sewage pumps and the sewer mains 
Was recovered by the Commission 
on the basis of 50 per cent from 
the water rates and 60 per cent. 
from the general tax rate. 

Revenue From Province 

Not all of the cost of operating 
the new plant will be charged to 
Orillia. customers of the Commis- 
sion as the plant is also designed 
to take care of the sewage from the 
Ontario Hospital School. They On- 
tarlo Government offered to pay a 
share of the annual cost of opera- 
tion, on a pro rata basis of the pop- 
ulation of the School to the popu- 
Jation of Orillia. 

Thus it is estimated that the 
Province will contribute $8,668 to 
the operation and maintenance of 
the plant each year, leaving an am- 
ount of $31,310 to be raised by the 
new sewage service rate charged to 
Orillians, 

The net revenue from the sale of 
|water by the Commission in 1948 
was $54,626 and the sewer revenue 
| required jis 55 per cent. of the wat- 
| ter revenue, The new sewer rates 
have been designed to give this 
amount. 

The Commission points out that 
'a@ consumer with only a kitchen sink 
will pay 4015 cents a month under 
the new charge, while the average 
consumer with a bath tollet, wash 
basin and sink will pay 7344 cents 
a month. Thus the average yearly 
charge {ts expected to be between $8 
and $10 a year, although commercial 
places will pay considerably higher. 
Would Have Meant Increased Tax 

Rate 

If the cost of Orillia's sewage sys- 
tem had been left on the old basis, 
that is recovered half from water 
rates and half from general taxes, 
the Town would have had to collect 
$15,605 in taxes, which on the pres- 
\ent assessment would have meant 
244 mills, and the wate; rates would 
have had to be increased 28%4 per 
cent. to meet thelr half of the sew- 
er operating cost.

Within the scope of his 77 years 
the major part of Canada’s vast 
network of railways was construct- 
ed, By 1912 he and his partner had 
built 3,325 miles of railway in the 
northwest which they owned and 
operated together with 2,000 miles 
in Eastern Canada. 
Basic Financier 

By 1907 he was rated a million- 
aire, and at one time was describ- 
ed by the Montreal Standard as at 
the basis of Canadian finance. 
From the standpoint of honor and 
prestige perhaps the height was 
reached in 1908 when he was pres- 
ented to King Edward at St. James 
Palace and three years later to King 
George and Queen Mary at Buck- 
ingham Palace, 

He was knighted by the King on 
January 1, 1911. 

But later in his life his enterpris- 
es, pushed with pioneer courage 
and vision, began to fail. In 1918 
the Canadian Northern Railway was 
taken over by the Canadian Goy- 
ernment in a state of insolvency. 
Was School Teacher 

Born of Highland Scotch stock, 
son of John Mackenzie, he was edu- 
cated in public school. and Lindsay 
grammar school. Early in his 
lifetime he became a school teach- 
er and then tried his hand in the 
lumber business. 

He gave up this occupation and 
took a contract for constructing 
part of the Victoria Railway (later 
the Midland division of the Grand 
Trunk.) 


One of Canada’s most outstand- 
ing late 19th century capitalists and 
a long-sighted railway pioneer was 


of Sir William Mackenzie (1649 - 


Centenary Of Kirkfield 
Railway Magnate’s Birth 


His choice as a bride was Marg- 
aret Merry, daughter of John Merry, 
also from Kirkfield. They had sey- 
eral children. Mrs. Mackenzie, who 
married him in 1872, also took an 
active part in public life. She was 
a member of the Imperial Order of 
the Daughters of the Empire and a 
director of the Toronto Humane So- 
clety. 

Partnership Formed 

Biggest step of his career was 
when he entered partnership with 
Sir Thomas Mann in 1886. Together 
they took contracts for building 
such railway lines as the Coboconk 
Credit, Valley, C. P., Maine short 
line, Fort McLeod and Edmonton, 
Regina, Hudson Bay and Dauphine, 
Qu’Appelle, Long Lake and Saskat- 
chewan, Calgary and Edmonton 
and other roads. x 

Total mileage owned and oper- 
ated by them in 1912 was estimated 
| at 5,325 miles. 

A host of subsidiaries including 
steamship lines, power and lght 
holdings in South America came 
under his control. At one time he 
was president of the Royal Line of 
Ocean Steamships, Canadian North- 
)ern Railway, a number of coal com- 
|} panies and water power and elec= 
trical development projects. And@ 
he was a director of C. G. E. 

Sir William was a staunch Conser- 
vative who declined being nomin- 
ated for a parliamentary seat on 
several occasions. He opposed the 
controversial Taft-Fielding Recipro-" 
city agreement with the United 
States in 1911. 

One of his strongest beliefs was 
that if Canada were to have a navy 
/the ships should be built in Can- 
ada. Sir William was a Presbyter= 
jan and an elder in the church. 

He enjoyed collecting paintings 
and was credited with having a fine 
collection. Friends described him 
as possessing “a strong taste for 
art.” 

Death came in 1923 and he was 
buried in Kirkfield in the family 
plot. 

This is the tribute paid him vw@® 
the old Toronto News: “A man of 
unusual character, of amazng en= 
ergy, of indomitable purpose and 
of positive genius for achievement.”

Q. How can I arrange short stem- 
med flowers attractively in a bowl?

A. Squeeze the juice of a lemon 
into the hot water before beginning

Q. How can I warm left-over 
biscuit, properly? 

A. A good way to warm them is to 
sprinkle lightly with water, place 
in a pan, then in a larger pan of 
hot water, and place in the over

Q. How can I treat hands that 
shriveled - wrinkeld when placed in 
water for any length of time? 

A. Rub the hands well with salt 


Q. How can I clean the leather 
on furniture? 

A. Wash with one teaspoon of 
vinegar to each cup of warm water 
used, Use a soft cloth wrung out 
of this solution, Wipe dry, then 
then polish with one egg white, 
beaten and mixed with a teaspoon 
of turpentine. A flannel cloth should 
be used for polishing. 

Q. How can I remedy a sticking 
window sash? 

A. Pour a small amount of hot 
lard between the window frame 
and the casing, and also smear 
it along the sash rope and on the 
roller. 

Q. How can I add to the flavor 
of stewed dried fruits, such as 
prunes, peaches or figs? 

A. Add a small amount of lemon 
juice and grated lemon rind while 
stewing. 

Q. How can I clean draperies that 
are faded and dusty? 

A. Use a mixture of two parts of 
corn meal and one part flour. Place 
this mixture and the draperies in a 
bag and shake thoroughly, The re- 
uslt will be gratifying. 

Q. How can I remoye old wall 
paper from the walls and ceiling? 

A. You can mix up a quart of 
flour paste and add it to a pail of 
piping hot water. Swash the mix- 
ture all over the wall and let it soak 
in. Being thick, it won't dry very 
quickly; so you'll have plenty of 
time to scrape or peel the paper off. 
Another way, which i, quicker and 
less sticky, is to whip up a solution 
of four ounces of pulverized salt- 
peter to a gallon of water and swab 
the walls with it, It will soak 
through and loosen the paper in a 
hurry, so you can strip it off. Work 
fast, though, because once the salt- 
peter solution dries you'll probably

This makes {t stick. 


Hard Wood 
A screw or nail will penetrate 
hard wood much more easily if 
first rubbed with soap. 
The Bread Box 
Rust is difficult to remove from 
the inside of a bread box. The best 
thing to do is to paint it. Use two 
coats of flat paint with one coat of 
enamel, Allow to dry thoroughly 
before using, 
Cleaning Vases 
Vases may be cleaned, and the 
old water remoyed, by filling with 
water to which the juice of part 
of a lemon has been added. The 
acid of the lemon cuts the encrust- 
ation. 


Preserves 
Place an asbestos mat directly 
over the burner and under the pot 
in which preserves are cooking. You 
can then go ahead with other work 
and know that the preserves will 
not stick and burn. 
Waffle Iron 
Baking soda can be used to re- 
move grease and discolorations from 
the electric waffle iron, and will 
leave it bright and clean. 
Molasses 
It is easy to measure molasses ac- 
curately if the measuring cup or 
spoon js dipped into scalding water 
before measuring. This will keep the 
molasses from sticking to the sides 
of the cup. 
Brass Bedg 
Brass beds can be made to stay 
nice by going over them occasion- 
ally with a cloth moistened with 
lemn oJ] or linseed of]. Brass beds 
will retain their surface longer if 
they are coated with a little gum 
Shellac dissolyed in alcohol, 
To Clean Feathers 
Cut some white soap into small 
pieces; pour boiling water on the 
soap and add a little pearlash, 
When dissolved and the mixture is 
cool enough, plunge the feathers 
into it and draw them through the 
hand until the dirt appears to be 
squeezed out of them. Then place in 
a clean lather with some bluing in 
ft. Rinse in cold bluing water to give 
them a good color; beat them a- 
gainst the hand to shake off the 
water, and dry by shaking them 
near the fire.

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EDITORIALS 


THIS SHOULD NOT HAPPEN 
AGAIN NEXT YEAR .= >» 

A considerable amount of confusion has been 
prevalent in this section of Ontario ever since certain 
towns and cities started going off Daylight Saying Time 
Jate in September, but it was mild compared to what 
has developed in Lindsay following its decision to re- 
vert to Standard Time.. Starting to-morrow, Lindsay 
will have two times in use, much to the confusion of 
those concerned. The Collegiate Institute is reverting 
to Daylight Time to accommodate pupils coming into 
class via busses operating on that time, while the 
rest of the town will use Standard Time to which it 
reverted on Sunday morning. Thus the confusion 
that was, has been made more confounding for a lot 
of people in Lindsay. 

However, there isn’t much use finding fault with 
conditions as we now find them because there isn’t a 
great deal that can be done about it, but there's no 
time like the present to start looking ahead to next 
year and so plan things as to prevent a recurrence of 
this situation. 

Time juggling by municipalities in the province 
jg most unsatisfactory on a hit-and-miss basis and 
it seems the time has come for the provinclal gov- 
ernment to show leadership in designating time 
changes. It is ridiculous to have every other place 
in the province operating on a different time. Per- 
haps the Ontario Municipal Association could give 
some direction in this matter since it is representative 
of every Ontario municipality. 


“THE OUTLOOK FOR AGRICULTURE” 

The improvement in world food supplies and the 
dollar shortage have as yet comparatively little effect 
on the prices of Canadian farm products, says the 
current Monthly Review of The Bank of Nova Scotia.. 
The general level of such prices is now. only about 
6 per cent below the peak reached in the summer of 
1948, though in the United States the index of farm- 
product prices is 15 per cent below a year ago and 20 
per cent below the January, 1948, peak. Canadian 
farm income, too, has so far been sustained at or 
near record levels, and for the full year will probably 
not show much reduction from the 1948 record of 
$2,400 millions. 

Though farm income is still high, the sellers’ 
market for food has been waning, and the terms of 
exchange between food producers and food consumers 
are beginning to swing in favor of the consumer, the 
Review points out. Britain’s dependence on Canadian 
food is becoming less extreme, and uncertainty over- 
hangs the future of British purchases in Canada, The 
dollar stringency has not lessened. If anything, it 
has increased, as devaluation indicates. 

The development of surpluses in the United 
States further complicates the marketing problem. 
The fact that the United States is now producing 
over 50 per cent more wheat than in the ’twentles and 
"thirties and in recent seasons has exported more 
than Canada, Australia and Argentina put together 
is perhaps the most disconcerting factor EO the 
Canadian point of view. 

In conclusion the Review observes that, though 
agriculture is now facing real problems, there is no 
reason to believe that they are incapable of solution. 
The need for food is great and is likely to continue 
so in the forseeable future. The difficulty is to trans- 
Jate that need into effective demand and: particularly 
into effective dollar demand, Recent prices of prim- 
ary foodstuffs have been arrived at under conditions 
of scarcity which are now abating and the terms of 
trade for food producers are probably more favorable 
than can be sustained. The task ahead is to achieve 
a reasonable adjustment which will facilitate a healthy 
flow of International trade, on which the prosperity 
of agriculture so greatly depends. 


INDUSTRIES HAVE A PART TO PLAY IN 
KEEPING POLLUTION AT A MINIMUM 

The importance of having industries take all pos- 
sible steps to keep stream and lake ‘waters free from 
unnecessary pollution is emphasized in this week’s 
letter from the Dept. of Lands and Forests. 

In listening to discussions on the proposal to bulld 
a sewage disposal plant at Lindsay, it has been ap- 
parent that some towns encounter plant operation 
difficulties due to added strain placed on their equip- 
ment by certain industries. A canning industry, for 
example, caused a bog down at a. sewage disposal 
plant in a nearby town and practically crippled the 
unit until the overload was corrected. There may be 
other industries effluents from which would have a 
similar effect on disposal equipment, and this Js some- 
thing which will have to be taken into consideration 
by Lindsay if it embarks on a sewage disposal 
program. 

Speaking to a group of Toronto Clubs, Dr, W.J.K. 
Harkness, Chief of the Fish and Wildlife Division, 
Dept. of Lands and Forests, declared that the depart- 
ment, in cooperation with the Provincial Dept. of 
Health, is closely scrutinizing plans of new industries, 
effluents from which might pollute waters of Southern 
Ontario. ‘Most industries’, he pointed out, “which 
are planning new developments plan thelr work and 
waste disposal so that the effluence is clarified before 
gaining access to open waters.” 

Throughout the speaker's remarks, as recorded 
in the Lands and Forests news bulletin, the onus is 

placed on industry to help eliminate, as far as pos- 
sible, wastes golng into wild waters which would re- 
sult in their pollution. He stresses that this co-oper- 
ation on the part of industry is absolutely essential if

Wor 
several years back a percentage of: the students in 
this class were made eligible for high school entrance 
on the merits of their work during the term, This 
would seem likely the only necessary qualification 
for promotion and the average student should auto- 
matically be granted high school admission if he or 
she makes a fairly good success of the year’s work. 
If the promotion is not merited the results will show 
at the end of the first year of high school training 
and weak subjects could be retraced if the student 
cared to continue in the following term, © 

There always seemed to be something unfair 
about training 8th grade children alr year and then 
seeing them held over in the same grade for another 
year because they failed to pass the prescribed written 
examinations. The very fact that they faced a sup- 
reme test might often be sufficient reason for the 
student to flunk the examinations. 


GROWING PAINS COST MONEY 

During the past few years Lindsay has experi- 
enced considerable expansion in industry which has 
been accompanied by an expanding residential area. 
This increase has entailed the expenditure of large 
sums of money to provide sewers, water and other 
‘essential public services. Up ‘to a point the outlay 
necessary to extend the services to the properties was 
all that was entailed because present utilities were 
adequate to cope with demands being made upon them. 
However, it Is now apparent that these utilities have 
reached the place where they are being overtaxed and 
must be altered to meet the increasingly heavy strain 
being placed upon them. 

It is well known that expansion of any essential 
service is very costly business but that it is the price 
of municipal growth which Lindsay will shortly begin 
to pay. Within the next few years Lindsay taxpayers 
are going to have to carry a much heavier load to 
take care of the town’s requirements in essential ser- 
vices and unless it is to be a hardship on the people, 
careful consideration must be given all proposals.. 

Municipal growing pains cost money but the money 
needs to be wieely spent in order to reap the full benefit 
from an expansion program.

THE DECLINE OF SPANKING 

_ In Atlanta for three days last week the nation’s 
organized grandmothers, in convention assembled, 
swapped ideas on how to bring up children. It is re. 
ported that “don’t spank” was the cardinal rule em- 
erfing from these discussions. This decision of more 
than 400 representative grandmothers confirms again 
a tender trend which has been plainly evident in the 
50 or more uneasy years since grandpa was a boy 
and spanking was a terminal occurrence of corrective 
necessity and small rarity. 


We speak of “grandpa” in this punitive connection 
for in the good old days of spanking it was always 
boys who suffered that chastisement which had Solo- 
mon for ifs best-known sponsor. Little girls were im- 
mune from any of those parentally imposed visits to 
a barn and a barrel-stave which were once a routine 
of domestic discipline as firmly established as the 
rulings of the,Book of Proverbs. 


Because of this. family discrimation In spanking 
which restricted. the painful ceremony to unfortunate 
‘young males, we are not sure that grandmothers are 
the best judges of whether or not spanking should 
vanish from a delinquent land and overall. 

It is possible that because members of the National 
Grandmothers Club were themselves never spanked 
they now regard the handmade punishment as of little 
worth. Too, grandmothers are famous for their over- 
kindly attitude toward their children’s children, and 
the term ‘‘grandma’'s boy’ has often meant a partic- 
ular product in any home lucky enough to possess a 
grandma. 


In any event,.we would prefer to hear grandmas 
polled on the subject of spanking. Some of the best 
home-grown corn-fed spankees we ever knew in and 
out of “Who’s Who” are today’s grandpas.

Because of the import- 
ance of the knowledge of general 
medicine, today both in Canada and 
the United States, “specialists” in 
general medicine have formed their 
own organization.

the best known is adrendlin or e- 
pinephrine injected under the skin, 
so effective in attacks of asthma 
and hay fever. Other helpful anti- 
histaminic drugs are benadryl and 
pyribenzamine, both of which can 
be taken by mouth. 

In “Modern Medicine of Canada,” 
Dr, Howard T. Behrman, Assis- 
tant Clinical Professor of Dermato- 
logy, New York University, states 
that in allergy conditions (where 
the individual produces too much 
histamine and is allergic or sen- 
sitive te various substances), the 
antihistamine drug overcomes the 
action of the histamine so that it 
cannot cause skin eruptions. 

Dr. Behrman points out that while 
these antihistamines are effective 
for hives and other skin erupt- 
ions and irritations due to pollen 
and other substances in the air, 
they are equally valuable in hives 
due to foods and for eruptions due 
to drugs, especially penicillin, and 
pruritis (itching) often present 
from unknown causes. 

It is true of course that some of 
these antihistamines may cause side

Research dentists state that 
brushing the teeth with powder 
Or paste regularly will preserve the | 
enamel or outside covering of the | 
teeth. tI is through the enamel that 
most decay or caries of the teeth 
occurs. Particles of food left on the 
teeth gradually cause a small crack 
or tiny cavity In the enamel, and 
once the enamel {s broken, harm- 
ful organisms cause decay of the 
underlying structures. Thus it is 
good teeth Insurance to brush the 
teeth. 


However, all decay of teeth does 
not occur from the break in enamel 
or surface covering of the teeth; 
the teeth must be kept strong by 
good nourishing food. Thus several

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Wholesale Prices Gradually 
Moving Down: 

There has been a gradual down- 
ward trend in wholesale prices a- 
cross the Dominion since the first of 
the year. This downward trend was 
interrupted one month — in July. 
And the latest report from the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics in Ot- 
tawa reveals that the downward 
trend continued during September. 

For the overall picture, the gen- 
eral index was three full points 
lower in September than it was a 
year ago. With the base year 1026 
equal to 100, the general index in 
September this year stood at 155.4. 
That was just one tenth of a point 
lower that it was a month ago, 

But the index of wholesale farm 
products was down three-tenths of 
a point from the mark one month 
ago. With the same base year, 1926, 
equal to 100 points, the index of 
farm product prices in September 
this year was 145.7. 

However, the D-B-S figures show- 
ed some interesting sidelights. The 
wholesale price index of vegetable 
products, for instance, was higher 
Inst month than it Was a year ago. 
And the index for animal products 
was almost 12 points lower. 

Open Fall Conserves Feed 

Ontario cattle herders are happy 
about the weather. They report that 
the mild, open fall weather has 
meant a saving on their feed 
stocks. 

Farmers in Ontario were pretty 
worried earlier this season about) 
the drought that spread through| 
the province during the hot, dry| 
months of July and August. They | 
were afraid there wouldn't be en-| 
ough hay and other winter feeds | 
to last through the winter months.

Commission To Slaughter Infected 
Animals 
The United States has spent 
more than 60-million dollars in the 
past three years. To help eradicate 
‘the type “A” virus, and much as 
Mexican’ stoékmen may: dislike it, 
the commission intends to carry out 
slaughter programs --if there are 
any more sporadic outbreaks of the 
nowevirus. 
‘That they were dealing with type 
“O” was confirmed for members of 
the commission by the Foot and: 
Mouth Research’ Institute of Pir- 
bright, England. 
There are three types of the 
virus, “A” and ” --most fre- 
quently present in European out- 
breaks of the disease --and type 
“CG” =-which frequently occurs in 
Mediterranean areas. All three ty- 
pes are present in South America, 
from which it’s believed that the 
Mexican outbreak was inadvertent- 
ly imported.

Mineral Supplements Advised. ........ 

Many animal diseases such as 
rickets, stiff joints, bone malforma- 
tion, anemia, goiter and sterility are 
directly attributed to lack of cert- 
ain minerals in feéd and animal 
nutrition authorities are urging far- 
mers to use mineral supplements in 
their stock feed during winter 
months, 

Six elements lacking in most farm 
feeds are sodium, chlorine, calcium, 
phosphorus, iron and iodine. This 


the addition of such modern mineral 
supplements as sol-min when feed- 
| ing cattle, horses, sheep, poultry and 
foxes. The inclusion of another sup- 
plement, pig-min, in a hog’s diet 
will prevent anemia in young pigs 
and produce healthy litters. When 
using either mineral supplement, 
three to four pounds are sufficient 
for mixing with 100 pounds of grain 
feed.

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Navajo's Dr. 


‘Big’ Nears the End 


Of Temporary (23 Year) Assignment 


By NEA Seryics 

Ganado, Ariz, —(NEA)— Dr. ‘Big’ 
for 23 years confidante, doctor, de- 
fender and policeman to 60,000 Na- 
vajo Indians, is drawing near the 
end of notable service at Ganado 
Mission, This is his last year. 


Only the Bureau, of Indian Af- 
fairs will be pleased when Dr. “Big”, 
“who is 68-year-old Dr. Clarence G, 
Salisbury, hangs up his stethoscope 
next May. The doctor has long been 
an. outspoken critic of the bureau's 
policies. 


He came to Ganado on temporary 
assignment in 1927 and has never 
left, He built up the mission from 
an old assortment of shacks and 
dispensary cots to a 150-bed hospi- 
tal community on a 250-acre desert 
oasis. 


As head of the mission he has sup 
ervised the treatment of more than 
28,000 Navajos and the training of 
some 100 Indian nurses. Ganado has 
accredited grade and high schools, 
a community center and a field hea- 
Ith service. It has its own power 
plant, farm, dairy, commissary and 
food service, telephone exchange 
and other facilities. 


Salisbury earned the deep friend- 
ship of the Navajos as he watched 
the mission grow through the years. 
He became a fighter for Indian 
rights. And more and more he con- 
vinced himself that the Indian Bu- 
Teaut was responsible for the usually 
sad plight of his adopted friends, 


He bitterly accuses the Bureau of 
subjecting the Navajos to “starva- 
tion without representation.” He 
levels sweeping charges of waste a- 
gainst the agency. 


“Not less than $200,000,0000 has 
been spent.on Navajo reservation 
in the last 17 years,” he says, “and 
what is there to show for it? There 
is an elaborate administrative set 
up. A dozen hare-brained schemes 
have fallen by the wayside, and 
there is a larger number than ever 
of keen, bright Indian children with 
no opportunity for even an eclem- 
entary education.” 


Congress recently blocked a bill 
that would have authorized $88,500,- 
000 to permit a 10-year rehabilita- 
tion program for the Navajo and 
Hopl tribes. It lost out on a techni- 
cality that had nothing to do with 
the general alm of the plan, 


Had the measure gone through, 
Salisbury was prepared to deliver 
another heavy blast against the 
Indian Bureau. He fears it would 
simply mean “the addition of an- 
other deck in the already over- 
crowded bureaucratic beehive,” and 
that the Navajos would be worse off 
10 years hence than they are today. 

The rehabilitation plan spectfic- 
ally provided for development of 
resources on the Indians’ 25,000

Getting Anywhere?

New York —(NEA)—Four years 
from its beginning, the United Na- 
tlons is still trying to heal the 
breach between East and West and 
establish a firm basis for enduring 
world peace, 

Even as the UN was about to ob- 
serve its birthday, the gap was wid- 
ened by a new conflict between the 
Soviet Union and the United Stat- 
es over Yugoslavia's successful elec- 
tion to the Security Council. Rus- 
sian Foreign Minister Vishinsky said 
the choice of Yugoslavia was illegal 
and struck at the “very basis of co- 
operation” in the UN. 

But officials say UN prestige is 
higher than it has been for a long 
time, largely because Russia's pos- 
session of the atom bomb has hel- 
ghtened the desire everywhere for 
more effective international author- 
ity. 

They concede, however, that in 

the minds of most Americans and 
possibly millions abroad the UN is 
still viewed as a flat failure. It is 
charged with weakness and inac- 
tion. It Js lambasted as a mere de- 
bating society where talk flaws end- 
Jessly while the world tumbles to- 
ward war. 
Almost everyone who has appraised 
the UN carefully, including UN and 
State Department officials, foreign 
affairs analysts and veteran news- 
men, acknowledges that the organ- 
ization is indeed a failure when 
judged by the impact {t has made 
on the critical East-West split. 


Many of these observers defend 
the UN, however, on the ground 
that it has successfully stamped out 
war or budding war in Palestine, 
Kasmir and Indonesia, and has 
scored many quiet triumphs in the 
fields of health, agriculture, refugee 
resettlement, and what not. 

Still, the hardest-headed ,apprais- 
ers do not pretend that these ac- 
complishments make the UN what 
people expected it to be. They say 
frankly that it must be gauged pri- 
marily on its record in major politi- 
cal disputes. 

Why has the UN failed in this 
crucial test? 

The seasoned analysts offer three 
chief reasons: 

1, It is inherently weak in struc- 
ture and functioning authority. In 
truth, except in the matter of out- 
right aggression, the UN has no 
authority. It {s not a government. 
It cannot make and enforce laws, it 
can only recommend and advise. 

The UN is a voluntary assocla- 
tion of separate nations, each high- 
ly jealous of its own authority and 
generally unwilling to bow to inter- 
national control. The veto given the 
five great powers in the Security 
Council reflects this wary attitude. 

2. The agency was created at 
San Francisco to keep the peace, 
not to make it. But many of the 
problems embrofling Russia and the

United States stem from the fact 
that peace treaties with Germany 
Austria and Japan are still unfin- 
ished business. 


3. The UN is badly strapped in 
its operations by the very dilemma 
it is blamed for not solving. The 
inability of the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union to work in harmony. 
No agency can function without the 
willing collaboration of its members. 

What can be done about these 
difficultities? 


Many people declare that either 
sharp revision of the UN charter or 
its complete scrapping in favor of a 
powerful world government holds 
the answer. If weakness is the pro- 
blem, then provide strength. 

There has been a greaf swelling 
of activity bent toward building a 
world government. Most of the 
advocates show. marked impatience 
with the UN as it now performs, 


But Warren Austin, long a chief 
U. S. representative at the UN, in- 
sists world government today 1s 
both impossible and unwise. And he 
has company in this view. 


Austin’s major point: If you could 
get the kind of agreement you need 
to set up a world government, you 
could reach an accord on the prob- 
lems that plague the present organ- 
ization. 


Austin and others believe also 
that neither country is ready for 
world authority. They say the UN is 
just as strong as the member na- 
tions want it to be. 


At the other extreme, some har- 
ried citizens wish to junk the UN 
and fall back on old-fashioned al- 
liances and stand-offs to keep the 
peace. But there is little feeling 
that this viewpoint will get far. 


There is a substantial conviction 
among analysts of the UN, however, 
that with all its shortcomings the 
agency is here to stay. In summary, 
these observers believe: 


That the UN is an incompar- 
able meeting ground for men o®all 
nations. It provides the setting 
and the atmosphere for the solution 
of problems when the will to solve 
them exists, as in the U. 8. - Rus- 
sian accord on ending the Berlin 
blockade. The UN Js a point of con- 
tact, a medium of communication. 
It {s an antidote for isolation and 
the consequent misunderstanding 
that can lead to war. : 


That the UN is an indispensable 
forum of world opinion. In this 
forum nations must defend their 
polictes. Who 1s to say how many 
dangerous actions may have been 
held off because they could not be 
defended in the UN? 


‘That the UN in the last analysis 
symbolizes the hopes for peace of 
all peoples and that therefore they 
must cling to it desperately. So 
long as the UN lives, those hopes 
will not die. The veteran analysts 
insist that no one, not even Russia, 
death would seem to announce the 
inevitability of war. 


LIONS PLAN BIG NEW CITY 
ON EMPTY ILLINOIS PRAIRIE

Chicago—(NEA) — Twenty-seven 
miles south of Chicago's Loop, a new 
city 1s about to be born. 

Surveying has already begun on 
“Ziondom,” a mult{-million-dollar 
project of the International Assocla- 
tion of Lions Clubs. Three to four 
hundred acres of now-vacant prairle 
will soon sprout forth homes, shops, 
office buildings, a parking lot and 
even a cemetery. ? 

Silver-haired Melvin Jones, foun- 
der and secretary-general of the 
organization, says the project “isn't 
any vision or ‘dream city.’ It got out 
of the dream stage long ago and 
was always more than a gleam In 
the architect's eye. It’s going up — 
and soon.” 


Lion's international headquarters 
will remain in downtown Chicago, 
put the new site will include space 
for addition offices and storage 
facilities, a post office and library, 
motels for visitors, a hotel with 
banquet rooms, hospitals, schools, 
colleges, churches, a printing plant 
and an old people's home. The en- 
visloned cemetery will be known as 
the “Garden of Memories.” 

The project grew out of a need 
for expansion of present headquar- 
ters ond to provide for member 
Lions visiting the Chicago area, The 
Lion's nerve center now employs 
more than 225 persons, many of 
whom are expected to make thelr 
homes in Liondom. 

Jones has announced that 1000 
of the 7454 clubs in 26 countries are 
raising $1000 each to help build the 
model town. 

Realizing that America’s popula- 
tion 1s growing at the rate of a mil- 
lion a year, the directors of Lions 
International conclude that 1t would

their own to provide housing for 
employees and members. 

Low-cost housing is one of the 
principal goals. Homes in the $10,- 
000 class are under discussion, al- 
though no specific plans for homes 
have so far been adopted. William 
Bird, publicity director of the Lions, 
says that building will probably start, 
next year. The Lions will hold their 
1950 convention in Chicago and the 
directors intend to have something 
concrete to show conventioneers, he 
says. 

Already more than $500,000 has 
been spent for land, and more may 


be bought. Additional millions will 
be required for actual building. Ne- 
gotiations for the property s0 far 
acquired were carried on in secret 
so the price of the land would not 
skyrocket. 

At least $38,000 was voluntarily 
contributed soon after announce- 
ment of the Liondom project.

Mission Accomplished, Angela Calomiris Is Trying 


To Pick Up Life She Disrupted to Spy on Commies

New York—(NEA) — Early one 
February morning in 1942, a couple 
af strangers rang the doorbell of 
Angela Calomiris’ apartment in 
Greenwich Village. They identified 
themselves as FBI agents, 

Up to that point in life the phot- 
ographer and art student knew no- 
thing about Communism. But the 
FBI men, as she put it today, ‘seem- 
ed to know a heck of a lot about 
me. 

“Several hours later I was aghast 
and a little bit honored, when they 
said they had a wer job for me, to 
Serve as a plant in the Communist 
party. They made {t clear there 
would be no recognition or comp- 
ensation, 

“And if I landed in jail, it would 
be “Too bad kid, We don’t know 
you.’" 

By April Angela had a party card 
and seven years afterward, last Ap- 
ril 27, to the amagemont of her fri- 
ends she turned up as the FBI's 
Star undercover girl at the Commu- 
nist conspiracy trial. Her six days of 
Sensational testimony helped mat- 
erially to convict the defendants, 

That sizable chunk out of her 33 
years of life has cost Angela Calom- 
iris plenty. In fact, it left her broke. 

A month before testifying, she 
closed her studio and discontinued 
all photographic assignments from 
such clients as top national magaz- 
ines, U. S. Steel and advertising ag- 
encies, She borrowed money from 
friends and sold her 1942 Pontiac. 

Today, more than five months af- 
ter appearing for the government, 
She's still looking for a job. 

There have been a few minor an- 
noyances, too, which Angela, a witty 
intelligent girl, slight of build, wel- 
ghing, takes lightly. One neighbor 
called her a “dirty rat.’ Another 
slammed a gate in her face. 

Most of the neighbors and all the 
tradespeople have been friends. One 
building superintendent warned: 
“Angie, be careful, a lot of party 
people live on this street.” —~-— 

The real war of nerves, she Says, 
began last October. That's when the 
FBI asked her to testify against 
the Communist bosses. 

“Between running around — like 
mad on party business and chasing 
down to the U. S. Court House, it 
kept me on edge.” 

“I always faced the danger of be- 
ing “spotted: going into the Court 
House by some comrade. I met that

by wearing dark glasses and borrow- 
ing strange clothes.” 

Once a comrade asked Angela to 
help the party investigate prospec- 
tive jurors in the case. 

Then, three days before she took 
the sand, a Communist official 
whom she’d never met told her the 
party wanted her to work as a cour- 
jer, since the movement probably 
would be going underground. She 
calls it “an espionage drop.” 

From a*counter-espionage stand- 
point such an assignment would 
have been invaluable. But the goy-

Oherlin’s 30,900-Piece Chinese Puzzle: 


What to Do With a Gold-Shin

Oberlin, O—(NEA)—Oberlin Col- 
lege-is worried about the Chinese 
problem, but it hasn't anything to 
do with a Chinese Lama Temple. 


Four years ago, the Archoeological 
Trust of Chicago donated the temp- 
le to the college. The structure is 
a painstaking replica of the sum- 
mer Jehol palace of ancient Man- 
chu emperors in Inner Mongolia, It 
had been built for the Century of 
Progress Exposition in Chicago in 
1932, and later shown at the World's 
Fair in New York. 


When the temple became Ober- 
lin property, the college received a 
$75,000 donation from Dr. H. H. 
Kung, former vice-premier of China 
and an Oberlin alumnus, The sum 
for construction purposes, 


But the temple arrived in 29 
freight cars and about 30,900 pie- 
ces. It was a construction job that 
far exceeded the available funds, 


So the temple was put in a ware- 
house—in 173 crates covering two 
floors. There it has reposed, getting 
dusty and expensive to maintain. 


Plans are under way again to raise 
the funds necessary to erect the 
exolic structure, and the college 
faculty is divided into two opposing 
factions on the question of whether 
the ultimate end justifies the ex- 
pense. 


Those on the faculty who favor 
erecting the temple feel it will serve 
as a center for Chinese studies, But 
the opposition wants‘no part of the 
building, feeling that it would be 
just a waste of money to put it up. 


“The temple represents a debased 
form of Chinese Buddhism and I 
seriously doubt that it would be a 
good jnfluence on students,”. said 
Prof. Frederick Artz, head of the 
history department. ‘In addition, 
you can't heat it, you can’t see in 
it, and it’s filled with tinkling bells.” 

Supporters of the temple feel that 
the bells are. Prof. Artz’ big worry 
since the proposed temple site ad- 
joins his property. 

But Prof. Artz has further objec-

Uons, feeling that the temple would 
not make a decent museum. 


“There's No wall space to hang a 
Picture or accommodate pleces of 
art.” he said, “The entire entire 
structure is fancy lacework. It would 
cost $100,000 to erect it and the 
maintenance would be immense. 
Everything on it is hand-painted.” 


Another of the anti-temple fac- 
tions feels that construction costs 
could be put to better advantage for 
other projects. “The college strap- 
ped for finances and salary increas- 
es,” this professor said. "It would 
start a campus revolution if the

hoard approved construction of 
such a curlosity. Far better to es- 
tablish a chalr at the college for 
Chinese studies.” 

More htan 28,000 pieces of the 
temple were made in China—hand 
carved and hand-decorated. Anoth- 
er 2800 pieces were added by Am- 
erlcan craftsmen. The temple is 
roofed with 25,000 shingles of 23.12 
carat gold leaf.

Evansville, Ind—(NEA)—The Ev- 
ansyilla Community Center, Inc., 
has 3000 “landlords.” It entertains 
20,000 teen-agers a month. It is 
open from nine in the morning un- 
til 10 at night, six days a week. It 
4s the scene of dances, parties and 
just plain fun. Yet there's not one 
set of initials scrawled on the walls. 

The center is unique in many 
ways. Physically, it may not be as 
attractive as some; {t is converted 
from a 50-year-old railway station 
that had later served as an auto- 
moble solesroom and a wartime 
USO. Its location, too, is not physi- 
cally attractive it Is on a busy down 
town corner next to busy railroad 
tracks—but that location makes it 
more Coverlet 

Another factor that makes this 
center unusual {s the complete lack 
of any restrictive signs. The young- 
sters decided on their own to ban 
smoking fr example, but no signs 
were tacked up. 

When asked why smoking was 
outlawed) one girl said: ‘There ts 
enough to do here without it.

Finding “enough to .do here” is 
the job of the center's director, Ar- 
thur J: Grady, and his wife, Margar- 
et, who seryes as program superyis- 
or Grady emphasize one point.

They function in small groups, 
rather than in masses. This, Grady 
feels, allows them to engage in the 
activities in which they are inter- 
ested and encourages them to make 
their own friends. There is dancing 
indoors and out with a 12-piece or- 
chestra two nights a week, volley- 
ball, pool, shuffleboard, basketball 
court, ample places to lounge, shops, 
snack bar, table tennis, badminton, 
pianos and complete kitchen. 

“Landlords” of the center are 
3000 teen-agers and young adults 
who hold $1 memberships. Seventy 
five adult groups, including Alco- 
holics Anonymous, hold their regul- 
ar sessions in the meeting rooms of 
the former depot. For this privilege 
there is no charge, but in return 
they give leadership and some fin- 
ancial aid to the youngsters. 

An important source of income 
is the city’s tax revenues, $33,000 of 
which was turned over to the cen- 
ter, plus the interest shown by the 

adult groups, makes Evansyille's 


project truly a community center, 
Both politica] partles support it and 
no political patronage is allowed, to 
creep in. 

The city owns the building and 
the corporation holds the lease. Two 
representatives from each of 75 or- 
ganizations make up a council that 
elects an 18-man board to supervise 
the center. Only four persons com-

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Canada Gives 
Recognition ‘ 
To Chinese 

Communists 


(British United Press) 

Canada has decided to give for- 
mal recognition to the Communisb 
regime in China. 

This was announced in the House 
of Commons today by External Af- 
fairs Minister Lester Pearson. But 
he said recognition when {it came 
would not mean that Canada ap- 
proved of Communism or tolerated 
the totalitarlan form of govern- 
ment. China’s Communists had set 
up, with the help of Russia. 

Pearson implied that other Wes- 
tern Governments were also getting 
ready to recognise China's Red Re- 
gime. 

He said; our decision has been 
made after consultation with other 
friendly governments. 

Pearson --in making the China 
announcement --was giving the 

“House of Commons a full review of 
Canada’s Foreign Affairs policy. 

He dealt with relations between 
the United States and Canada, and 
said; the United States must regard 
Canada “as a working partner, and 
not as a camp follower.” 

Pearson said he was confident 
the American Congress would soon 
pass legislation to begin the eon- 
struction of the St. Lawrence pow- 
er-navigation scheme, 

He then dealt with United States 
military bases In Newfoundland and 
said: We don't question the right 

“pf the United States to have the 
pasés~They were obtained under 
lease from Britain.

Possible Cause of Some Headaches 


I have written before of the wri- 
ter who stated in a magazine article. 
that, although he did not have a 
headache, he consulted several phy- 
sicians in a certain city and told 
them he had a headache. Each phy- 
sician prescribed a remedy, no two 
of the entire number of prescript- 
ion, being alike. The article was 
supposed to be a criticism of the 
physicians, but most physicfons 
would smile as they thought of the 
hundred to~ two hundred possible 
causes of headache. A patient would 
also haye a difficult time describing 
a headache that did not exist. The 
pain that occurs in the back of the 
head, neck, shoulder and sometimes 
down the arm, is caused by a@ rup- 
tured or crushed dise, (the cu- 
shion of hard tissue between the 
spine bones in the neck.) 

That headache can occur from a 
slight injury to the head or neck 
which may cause the head to be 
bent forward, according to Dr. A. 
Izard Josey, Columbia, S. C. in “The 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association.” If you stand sideways 
to a mirror in a natural position you 
will see that there are four curves 
in your spine: a curve forward in 
the neck, a curve backward in the 
upper back, a curve forward in the 
lower back and a curve backward 
over lowest end of spine. Dr. Josey 
points out that during the past two 
year, a group of patients with 


While a history of 
injury Was not usually obtained, al- 
though close questioning revealed 
slight and forgotten injuries, there 
was usually a history of soreness 
and stiffness or “cricks’” in the neck 
just previous to the appearance of

the back of the head and neck and 
often extending to the forehead 
above the eyes. 

Howeyer, the main sign was the 
position of the head and neck, the 
X-ray showing that the natural 
curve forward was not as far for- 
ward as it should have been. The 
position of the head at work, any 
exertion which placed a strain on 
the neck, or driving a car, often 
brought on the headache.

the natural curve forward of the 
neck, thus causing extra pull on the 
muscles of back of neck may be one 
cause of this headache.

HORTICULTURAL 


FACTS 


THE AFRICAN VIOLET 


This popular little house plant 
can be kept in flower almost con- 
tinuously if certain care is followed. 

When watering, tepid or slight- 
ly warmed water should be used. 
You can either let the pot sit in 
the water, then drain it thoroughly 
or water the surface of the pot, 
The soil should be allowed to dry 
out now and again but not long 
enough that the plant shows signs 
of wilt. This drying process lets 
air into the soil and keeps down 
rot. 


Regular feedings of a good fer- 
tilizer such as Pokon is essential. 
The African Violet is a heavy 
feeder and during the growing and 
flowering season should be fed, 
according to the directions on the 
Pokon packet, about once a week. 


The leaves can be washed off 
about once a month to give them 
a good cleansing. Place the plant 
in the kitchen sink and sprinkle 
thoroughly with a clothes sprink- 
ler. The water should be at least 
room temperature. After this treat_ 
ment the plant should not be 
placed back in full light until the 
leaves are thoroughly dry or they 
will become spotted.

Taxi Bylaw. 
Is Amended 


General. regulations governing 
the operation af taxi-cabs in the 
town have now been pretty well de- 
fined.

Existing 
Rents Can 
Be Raised 
Up to 22% 


(British United Press) 

A series of changes in rent regula« 
tions arising from the Government's 
easing of rent controls have been 
announced by the rentals adminis- 
trator, 


The highlight of Owen Lobley’s 
Statement in how existing rents will 
be affected. The administrator says 
existing rents on lodging, where the 
tenant has to share toilet facilities 
with a non-member of the house- 
hold, can be raised 20 per cent. 

‘The landlord musi hand the ten- 
ant a written request for the higher 
rent on a‘ form provided by the 
rentals administration. 

The present rents on self-contain- 


ed heated dwellings can go up 22 


*|per cent — 18 per cent if they are 
to-t heated — effective December~ 


the 15th, At this higher rent, the 
Landlord must offer the tenant 2 
new lease of n-o-t less than one 
year... 

The tenant is allowed 30 days to 
accept this offer. If he doés so, the 
lease, will contain a clause allowing 
him to cut it at one month’s not- 
fice. And if the lease is terminated 
in this way, the dwelling will then’ 
n-o longer be under rent control. 

If the tenant does n-o-{ accept 
the landlord's offer, he will have 
to get out in accordance with the 
laws of the province where he lives. 
And once he has left, the dwelling 
will be free of rent control 

Lobiey also says that existing 
leases must run out their time with 
n-o increase in rent, 

The administator adds that copies 
of the,regulations covering the new 
rent increases will be available at 
all rental offices on November the 
18th. ~ 

He says that these changes do. 
n-0-t apply to what are called per 
person rates. These are rent charg=" 
ed for rooms where the landlord 
supplies such things as furniture 
and linen. This means that the 
majority of boarding houses will 
n-o-t be affected by the increases. 

The administrator says that rent 
increases previously allowed for 
various special reasons will be dis- 
continued effective December the 
tth. These include increases to 
offset higher municipal taxes and

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Thought Reading On The Radio 


By Lewis Milligan 

The British Broadcasting Corpor- 
ation recently put on a program of 
experiments in telepathy, the an- 
nounced purpose of which was to 
investigate the possibility of thought 
transmission, Two well known ex- 
perts in the art, Mr. and Mrs. Pid- 
dington were engaged to give dem- 
onstrations; and two scrutineers, 
Major Dautry and Kingsley Martin 
were appointed to ensure that there 
was no trickery or collusion in the 
transmission. To lend dignity and 
class distinction to the occasion, 
the program was presided over by 
Sir Herbert Dunico, whom I knew 
as a Baptist preacher of strong soc- 
jalistic convictions in Liverpool 
thirty-seven years ago, In those 
days he had no respect for titles, 
and was fond of reciting “A man’s 
a man for a’ that.” 

Mr. Piddington had developed his 
powers of thought-reading while 
confined in a Japanese prison camp. 
One of the tests on the program was 
the writing ofthe name of a tune 
on a blackboard in the studio, while 
Mrs, Piddington stood apart blind- 
folded, The name o fthe tune was 
announced by the “mystery voice.” 
Major Dautry silently pointed to 
the name on the board, and Mrs. 
Piddington guessed it at once. In 
another test it was announced that 
the two judges and unnamed mem- 
bers of the audience would go with 
Mr. Piddington into a sound proof 
studio where they picked out a port- 
rait of a film star, a Rhine card 
(whatever that is) and the name of 
a tune. The first two choices were 
announced by the “mystery voice” 
and correctly identified by Mrs. 
Piddington, who was in the main 
studio. The third choice (the tune) 
was not announced by the “mystery 
voice,” but it was guessed by Mrs. 
Piddington. 

“How could there be any code by 
which Mrs. Piddington could guess 
something which had never been 
uttered and which had been picked 
in a different room?” ask Kings- 
ley Martin, one of the judges, in an 
article appearing in The New Stat- 
esman. “This was a very impressive 
test to the outside public,” says Mr. 
Martin. “It was less impressive to 
me because I did not pick the tune 
myself. It was picked by one of the 
unnamed members of the audience 
who came {nto the studio with me, 
I ascertained, as we went into the 
studio, that more than one of these 
unnamed membres of the audience 
had been in the prison camp with 
Piddington.” Mr. Martin ‘further 
states that his fellow judge in the 
test, Major Dautry, was also with 
Piddington in the prison camp. 

So it would appear that the whole 
thing was a fake, and Mr. Martin 
feels he was made a monkey of in 
being asked to act as a “judge” in 
what was announced to be a serious 
“Investigation,” and he concludes: 
“If the B. B. C. is prepared to fool 
the public for the public's amuse- 
ment then it puts itself in the 
Same category as the musc hall. If 
Same category as the music hall. If 
this is so, well and good, but I do 
not think this is the category in 
which it wishes to be placed.” 

Nevertheless, telephathy is an ex- 
tremely interesting subject, and 
serlous private experiments have 
been carried on under controlled 
conditions by eminent scientists 
with more or less convincing results. 
But it is very doubtful if thought- 
transmission can be organized in 
that way. The thoughts and emo- 
tions are being continually trans- 
mitted by a subconscious short- 
wave system, so to speak, there can 
be no doubt. In a general way, it is 
demonstrated in mass movements, 
in mob enthusfasm, excitment or 
panic. It is really an animal func- 
tion, as in stampedes of wild horses 
or buffaloes. It is exhibited in war 
dances of savages, and perhaps in 
war-fever among civilized people, 

There are also instances, of per- 
son {> rerson telepathy over short 
and !-~g distance, Two persons are 
sitting silently in a room, when one 
will mention sometning, and the 
other will say “I was Just thinking 
of that!” During the first war a 
prominent Toronto editor told me 
that he “knew” his son was killed 
before he received the news. Many 
others had similar presentations 
during both wars. 


An uncle of mine, who lived in 
Durban, South Africa, before the 
Boer War, told me that the natives 
hall a means of communicating with 
each other over long distances. He 
said that one day he found a young 
Kaffir servant squatted at the rear 
of his house tossing two bones back 
and forth, When asked what he was 
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doing, the Kaffir replied, “I must 
leave you. My brother {s very Ill,” 
The brother lived miles away in the 
bush. 

Telepathy is perhaps a primitive 
instinct which man has lost or ceas- 
ed to exercise by civilization. The 
lower: animals and especially insects 
exercise it continually, as in thé 
case of bees and ants which seem to 
be tuned in to some sort of radio 
broadcasts from their hives and 
ant-hills. They do not appear to 
have any person-to-person service, 
They are not individualists, for they 
operate under a centralized govern- 
ment.

Commissioner at Shanghai, Rankin 
is being brought to Hong Kong in 
the Royal Navy Frigate Alacrity, 
and the reports indicate he is un- 
injured. 

Rankin’s story was told by Bri- 
tish officials who ‘sald they. got it 
from a ship-to-shore message from 
the frigate.

The second ship tried to 
escape and two Nationalist planes 
fired warning bursts to stop the 
Wosang taking similar action. 

Rankin told the gunboat’s com- 
mander of his diplomatic status and 
explained he was accredited to the 
Nationalist government. He then 
was given permission to transfer 
to the British Warship, which had 
‘been standing by watching devel- 
opments. 

One report says the Nationalist 
gunboat’s commander apologized 
for delaying h{m, and put a boat at 
his disposal so he could transfer to 
the Alacrity. 

YANK PILOTS QUIT 

Elghteen American pilots employ- 
ed by the Central Air Transport 
Corporation, a Chinese Nationalist 
Airline, have quit their jobs rath- 
er than fly for the Chinese Reds. 
But two other of the line's U. S. 
pilots are willing to go to Peiping to 
work for the Reds. The 17 Ameri- 
can flyers employed by another Na- 
Honalist alrline—the China Natlon- 
nl Aviation Corporation—will hold a 
mass meeting in Hong Kong today 
to decide what to do Chinese offic- 
jals, some pilots of both lines decld- 


ed yesterday to go over to the com- 
munists. 


POSITION IN JEOPARDY 

The Chinese Communist Regime 
is believed to have jeopardized any 
chance of gaining early American 
recognition by keeping an Ameri- 
can Diplomatic Official a virtual 
prisoner. Diplomatic observers in 
Washington say the government 
probably will refuse to consider re- 
cognition while the American Con- 
sul at Mukden, Angus Ward, re- 
mains in jail. 


More Fords 
Roll Off Line 
This Year 


Windsor Nov. 11 -In 45 weeks of 
1949, Ford of Canada has produced 
more passenger cars and trucks than 
the total of 97-thousand and 15 
turned out in all of 1948, 


Yesterday's output up to four p.m. 
brought the 1949 total to date to 
97 thosand 253, just three thousand 
932 short of the peacetime record 
of 101-thousand 185. This record 
was set in the 12 months of 1947, 
Ford still has about six weeks left 
to go before the end of this pro- 
duction year. 


The vehicles turned out so far 
this year include 55-thousand 810 
passenger cars and 26-thousand 
457 trucks for shipments to Can- 
adian dealers. Exports figures 50 
far stand at six thousand 345 cars 
and eight thousand 641 trucks. 


In October, Ford produced 10 
thousand 444 units, of which six- 
thousand 255 cars and two thousand 
730 trucks were for the home mar- 
ket, The balance was made up of 
719 cars and 740 trucks for export.

“This is a time for re-dedication,” 
said Hon, Leslie M. Frost, speaking 
at the Lindsay Rembrance Day Ser- 
vice. “We must dedicate ourselves 
to the purpose of preserving our 
way of life for coming generations. 
It was for this reason that the gal- 
lant dead of two world wars laid 
down their lives, and we cannot fail 
them.” 

Premier Frost made reference to 
the feelings of the people attending 
the service, which, he said probably 
matched his own, in that they sens- 
ed the presence of friends who had 
made the supreme sacrifice during 
the two wars, In this connection, 
he recalled a speech of former Bri-: 
tish Prime Minister Baldwin, speak- 
ing at Westminister some years ago. 
Mr. Baldwin was recalling a visit he 
had made to the battlefields of 
France and Belgium after the first 
world war, and said that as he 
walked along the roads, he could 
“sense the presence of his com- 
rades, who had died there.” 

“In this great country of ours, we 
have not iron curtains, but freedom 
for our people. But where there is 
freedom, we must accept the respon- 
sibilities of freedom.” 

The Premier spoke before the 
largest crowd to turn out for Me- 
morial Day services in Lindsay for 
some years. A rough estimate would 
place the numbers at the centoaph 
close to 1,000, not including legion- 
naires, armed forces, cadets, and 
other organizations which formed 
part of the parade. The day was 
chilly, and the service fairly long, 
but the crowd waited patiently as 
the service progressed. There was & 
slight hitch in the timing of the 
programme, in that there was a 
wait of some ten minutes between 
the conclusion of the reading of the 
names of the fallen and the obser- 
vation of the two minutes’ silence. 

The service proper was preceded 
by a parade of veterans and the 
armed forces from the Canadian 
Legion Hall. The parade was headed 
by>the band of the Fourth Field 
Regiment, R. OC. A,, which turned 
in a fine performance. Next in order 
were the Legionnaires, bearing 
wreaths for the cenotaph, and their 
colours.

When a district is as hard hit 


by drought as the region surround- 
ing Lindsay was last summer it 
takes more than a few heavy rains 
in autumn to erase the havoc it 
wrought in dried up wells, shrun- 
ken rivers and lakes. 

Farmers in the Lindsay area are 
etill very short of water for their 
livestock and in many case, {t has 
been, and still is, necessary to tra- 
vel many miles for water daily to 
fill the needs of the homestead. 
Surprising as it may seem, Lindsay 
is the mecca for a lot of these far- 
mers and daily trips are made to 
the pumping station down in the 
southeastern section of the town 
for supplies of water to carry on. 
The Post hag been informed that 
‘farmers come into town from 
four and five miles distant with 
barrels on trailers wihch are filled 
from a nearby hydrant which has 
been equipped with a hose to make 
the work easier through the cour- 
tesy of the Town. 

The effects of the drought are 
still very marked in the area to the 


north and west of Lindsay. Practi- | 


cally all the lakes in north Victoria 
are far below normal levels, some of 
which is due to the drought con- 
ditions directy, ageravated by water 
level control measures are said to be 
in effect to try and ensure suffi- 
cient water for power generation at 
district plants, 

Perhaps nowhere in the entire dis- 
trict are the effects of the drought 
so strikingly bought home to the 
casual observer as in the Kirkfield 
area. Anyone who has travelled this 
section in other years when water 
levels were normal, could not fail to 
be impressed with the acres upon 
acres of stumps and fallen trees 
which haye bee made visible by re- 
ceding waterlines. Along the Trent 
Canal banks these remnants of 
once virgin forest which normally 
Would be largely obscured by water 
present an ugly landscape covering 
@ tremendous area. In the Canal {t- 
Self, stumps and logs which would 
ordinarily be well submerged are 
no hazards to navigation and the 
buoys marking the course stand out 
like red and black stilts far above 
the lev2l of the water. Just beyond 
the high bridge which marks the 
junction of Highway 46 and the 
county road leading south to High- 
way N. 7, the shoreline of norma? 
years has been left high and dry 
while the water has receded in 
points up to 30 or 40 feet, Not far 
from here a hunter was seen walk- 
ing where a few months ago he 
Would h&ve been travelling by poat. 

These and other things serve as 
reminders that the havoc wrought 
by a merciless sun in a rain-less 
summer is not soon effaced. It will 
take much rain fall and a big “run- 
off” next spring before any sem- 
blance of normality will be restored 
to the water resources of this re- 
ion.

Police believe 90 year old 
Alice Bull tripped on her nightgown 
and fell downstairs.

Defense Minister Claxton explain-

more than 28 dollars per year for 
every man, woman, and child in the 
country. 

He says that {t costs the nation 
26-hundred dollars a year to keep 
one man trained and equipped in 
the services, 

Claxton adds that in any case, 
Canada's Reserve Forces are with- 
in striking distance of their pro- 
posed strength and he says that in 
Proportion to population, Canada’s 
reserves are much larger than Bri- 
tains.’ 

At the same time, he says that 
Canada is able to improvise a ciy- 
ilian defense scheme in a matter of

And Now, Home Carpentry! 


Looking for a winter pastime? 
Well, there is a growing number of 
books on the market aimed at mak- 
ing handymen out of homeowners. 
The authors usually don’t specify 
whether the home carpentry is to 
be done by husbands or by wives. 
‘They make it sound easy enough, 
as a matter of fact, for the whole 
family to take part. 

On new book of the New York 
Market (‘It’s fun to make it your- 
self,” published by Halcyon House) 
starts out with the comforting as- 
eertion that “you can make all the 
things you've wanted for your home 
and garden.” 

The amateur, reading through the 
list of things he can make, is in- 
clined to wonder why he’s been 
spending his money for ready-made 
furniture. Apparently he can turn 
out book cases, garden furniture, 
picture frames, baby cribs, lamps 
and even a nest of tables—all with 
a few simple instructions. 

The man who has edited this new 
book on home carpentry — Stacey 
Maney—has included diagrams and 
sketches to make the explanations 
a little clearer for beginners. 

The rank amateur {is further en- 
couraged by the flyleaf reassurance 
that “even if you've never handled 
tools in your life you can follow the 
instructions.” 

Here are some of the first things 
the amateur home carpenter dis- 
covers when he starts leafing thr- 
ough the fix-it book. In the first) 
place, he should have a workshop. 
‘The author suggests turning a spare 
room or a corner of the garage into 
a workshop ... or using the base- 
ment, 

Next he discovers that even the 
simplest job the author has in mind | 
for him require much more than a 
hammer and saw. Maney lists 15 
tools he considers essential for the 
home woodworker. There's a mark-| 
ing gauge, a jack plane, a beveled- 
edge chisel and a smoothing planc— 
among other things. And besides 
the list of the first 15 essential tools | 
Maney adds a lst of 16 more he| 
considers “desirable.” 

There’s a helpful table of differ- 
ent woods, telling the pieces of fur- 
niture thoy're best suited for and 
the characteristics of each wood. 

Then the nome carpenter finds 
himself in more complicated matters | 
He's shown how to build a saw 
horse, a tool cupboard and a work) 
bench. With pictures he learns the 


correct position for sawing wood | 


how to sharpen a saw, how to stain 
furniture and how to do a difficult 
thing like dovetail joints. 

Maney has obylous faith in his 
opening statement —that anyone 
can follow the instructions and start | 
making furniture in the basement. 
He jumps right into instructions for 
things like an oak table lamp, a 
Jaminated nut bowl and a salt and | 
pepper set made from walnut or 
sycamore. 

Yor the readers who don’t share 
his confidence, Maney has included 
a relatively simple tea tray, made

The shiny spots on suede shoes 
may be removed by rubbing with 
sandpaper.

Candle Grease 

When candle grease has dropped 
onto one of your good rugs, scrape 
it off with a spoon, rather than a 
knife which would injure the fibre.

Wet Shoes 
Shoes that haye become soaked in

How Can I? 


Q How can I relieve tender feet? 

A Some people claim there is no- 
thing better for tender feet than a 
cold bath, followed by a brisk rub 
with either alcohol or olfve oil, and 
then a dusting with talcum powder. 

Q. How can I whiten clothes when 
washing? 

A. Put a few slices of lemon, with 
the rind on, into the boiler and boil 
with the white clothes. This will 
Temove many stains and also make 
the clothe, white, without danger of 
injury. 

Q. How can I keep doughnuts 
fresh? 

A. Place a slice of bread in the 
doughnut box and 1t will keep the 
doughnuts soft and light. 

Q. How can I obliterate a scratch 
on walnut furniture? 

A. By rubbing over the scratch 
with a fresh shelled walnut hull. 

Q. How can I take proper care 
of paint brushes? 

A. After each paint job the brush- 
@s should be placed in a receptacle 
filled with turpentine, and when 
the work is completely finished, 
wash them well in soap and watey, 
Much of the paint can be peed 
out first with the hands, covered 
with newspaper. Very thorough wa- 
shing Js necessary; the hairs may 
have to be well worked or massaged 
in hot soapy water pefore all the 
paint can be removed. The brushes 
should then be dried thoroughly. 

Q. How can I treat a new olo- 
thesline, to insure longer wear? 

A. Boll the new line for about 
thirty minutes before using it, and 
it will not tangle so easily, will wear 
much longer, and will not stretch. 


Q. How can I make a good var- 
nish for linoleum. 

A. Melt a smali amount of glue 
in a pint of water. See that the 
linoleum js clean and dry before 
applying. Apply with a paint brush 
at night and the surface will be dry 
and hard by mornings 


Q. How can I make glossy starch, 

A. Try adding a few drops of gly- 
cerine to the starch and see if it 
doesn’t give a beautiful Glos, to the 
linens, 


_Q. How can I improve the appear- 
ance of black material when laund- 
ering?

In an omelette, it fs one of our 
favorites. Creamed asparagus on 
toast is a hot dish easily made. 
Make the cream sauce beforehand 
and reheat as you heat the aspara- 
gus. We like ours with a bit of 
cheese in it. If you forget to make 
the cheese sauce, try heating as- 
Pparagus and serving it with poached 
egs on toast. If you’re in a hurry 
heat a can of asparagus soup and 
three-quarters’s cup of milk and 
pour over grilled cheese sandwihces.

EDITORIALS 


NOW TO BE FAIR ABOUT THINGS .... ‘ 

Announcement that the controls on rentals have 
been relaxed has caused considerable anxiety among 
certain individuals in Lindsay. All are wondering what 
the net result will be but for some the blow of an 
increased rental will be harder to bear than for others.. 
Those in this category are people living on fixed in- 
comes. 

Naturally, everyone is anxious to make a profit on 
his or her operations in business and the real estate 
speculator is no exception. However, there is such 
a thing as a reasonable profit and then there is pro- 
fiteering---the one is acceptable as fair, the other is 
unscrupulous and greedy. It is attempts at profiteer- 
ing in rentals, in the face of the still more or less 
acute housing shortage which are to be avoided at 
all costs. This is the sort of thing which makes for 
hardship among families of both fixed and flexible in- 
come groups, particularly the former. People in the 
fixed income bracket are trapped--.their revenue can- 
not be increased easily, if at all, while their expenses 
know no restraint. Those in the latter group cannot 
just trot into the boss and demand more money be- 
cause “my rent has gone up.” 

If unreasonableness can be kept out of this rental 
decontrol picture no hardship will be worked but if it 
is not, many people will find their load heavier than 
they can bear to carry. 


WHAT TO DO ABOUT COMBINES 

We have been reading a lot lately about com- 
pines and their evil effects but it has remained for 
a contemporary to give us some conception of what 
is involved when anyone sets out to break a mono- 
poly or what we in Canada call a combine. 

Under the caption “Monopoly and Private Bnter- 
prise”, Trade Unionist gives us these interesting views 
on the matter: 

___ “DU PONTS is known as a great “industrial em- 
pire.” In other words—a monopoly. The government . 
of the United States has charged the DuPont mono- 
poly with restraint of trade and aims to break up the 
combine into its original parts. This a most inter- 
esting bit of news, indeed, and the method of reducing 
a monopoly to a number of small competing enter- — 
prises will be more interesting still. Du Ponts are 
fighting the government proposal in the courts.” 

“The people of Canada, as well as of the United 
States, while still ardent followers of the undefined 
shibboleth of private enterprise, are strongly opposed 
to the menacing challenge which monopoly brings. 
This is shown by the fact that in both countries 
legislation designed to prevent monopolies has been 
passed. The anti-trust law in the U.S.A. and the 
Combines Act here are designed, theoretically, to pre- 
vent monopolies. They have been useless insofar as~ 
stopping combines are concerned, for monopolies and 
combines have flourished more since the passing of 
the above acts than ever before. Nevertheless, the 
very fact that these laws are on on the statute books 

_ shows that they are at least politically advisable, which 
means that people do not want monopolies.” 

“Perhaps it is just as well to ignore the illogical 
attitude of people who hold to private enterprise on 
the one hand, while opposing monopoly on the other. 
For it appears to be useless to point out that private 
enterprise, in the natural order of events, results in 
monopoly, and that the monopoly stage is speedily 
reached in cases in which enormous capital invest- 
ment is required, Cheaper production through -cen- 
tralization, control of output, prevention of wastage 
through duplication, and the fixing of prices so as to 
achieve maximum profits, all are tempting incentives 
for private enterprisers to build up monopolies, and 
they yield willingly to that temptation, evidently be- 

_ lieving with Oscar Wilde that “the best way to oyer- 
come temptation is to yield to it.” At any rate, to 
belieye in private enterprise, and at the same time to 
repudiate monopolies is like a farmer who belleves 
in raising calves but does not. want cows. A cow is 
a grown-up calf.. A monopoly is a grown.up enter- 
prise.” 


“How will President’ Truman turn Du Ponts into 
a free enterprise establishment? If, by legislation, he 
forces the disintegration of the Du-Pont empire, then 
enterprise will no longer be free in America. It was 
the. enterprise of the Du Ponts which made them a 
monopoly.. On the other hand, if all the units which 
combined to make DuPonts are to be re-created and 
made to re-enter another cycle of competitive struggle, 
it will be only a matter of months or years until they 
are back again in a monopoly unless freedom is denied 
and restrictions imposed.” 

“This problem of what, to do with the Du Ponts 
is not one peculiar to America. Canada and the Eur- 
opean nations also have similar problems. Britain 
is solving them by a method very different from that 
proposed by the American anti-trust Jaw. Britain is 
putting all monopolies under public ownership. What 
else could a government which believes in democracy 
do? In doing that, she is leading where the world 
will follow.” 


A CLASSIC EXAMPLE OF 
BUREAUCRATIC BUNGLING

A QUICK WAY TO 
OVERCOME SHORTAGES... 

With the annountement recently that Canadians 
are about to be faced with another shortage, this 
time coffee, it would appear that the time has come 
to. put an end to shortages as quickly as possible. 

The first step in overcoming a shortage of any 
commodity is to make sure it is real and not imagin- 
ary. Seemingly the best way to determine this is for 
the buying public to stop purchasing the product 
which is allegedly in short supply.: If the price of 
the scarce product remains constant or increases for 
a few weeks it can reasonably be assumed the short- 
age is genuine. 

Having ascertained in this way that there exists 
a yery real scarcity of any commodity, the difficulty 
might be fairly quickly overcome by a continuing ab- 
stinence from buying the scarce article. It would 
probably surprise the consuming public how quickly 
shortages could be eased with no extra strain on 
their budgets 

If, having been warned that some product {s in 
short supply, the public rushes in to purchase all they 
can of that product they may be sure the price will 
go.up, the shortage will be prolonged and budgets will 
suffer.

HIGHWAYS AND LIVESTOCK 

It is generally believed by motorists that if an 
accident is caused on the highway through collision 
with livestock that the owner is therefore responsible 
for all damages. This apparently is an erroneous 
idea, A number of recent accidents caused by cattle 
straying on to the highways has focused attention 
on the ability involved in these cases of a criminal 
and civil nature. 

J. D. Miller, Deputy Minister of Highways for 
Ontario; explains that under amendments to the High- 
way Improvement Act of two years ago, a farmer 
or owner of cattle cannot be sued for any damage 
caused by the animals while roaming or crossing a 
highway. 

“Byen though the owner may be at fault in per- 
mitting the animals on the highways and an accident 
results, he faces only a nominal fine on conviction 
and cannot be held financially responsible for the 
damage a roaming animal might do by getting out 
into-a highway,” he stated. a 

While a railroad is obligated to maintain for 
all time fencing along their right-of-way to keep 
cattle off the tracks, the provincial government, as 
owners of highways, is not required to undertake the 
same obligation in connection with roads. The obliga- 
tion in this instance rests with property owners whose 
Jands border the highway.

Bobcaygeon (PNS) — The fol- 
lowing is a letter received from the 
Canadian Department of National 
Defence, by Mrs. Campbell Devitt, 
with reference to the death of her 
son, Pilot Officer James Frederick 
Devitt. 

Dear Mrs. Devitt: 

It it with regret that I refer to 
the loss of your son, Pilot Officet 
James Frederick Devitt, but a report 
has been received from our Mission 
Research and Enquiry Service con- 
cerning your son and the members 
of his crew. 

Investigating Officers of this 
Service on visiting the cemetery at 
Beirsdorf, located the graves of 
your son and the three crew mem- 
bers who lost their lives in the 
crash. Beirsdorf is approximately 
17 miles from the Belgian border in 
Western Germany. 


In accordance with the agreed 
policy of the Nations of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth, that all Brit- 
ish aircrew buried in Germany 
would be moved to British Military 
Cemeteries located in Germany, 
your son and members of his crew 
were moved to the permanent Bri- 
tish Military cemetery, 11 mfles 
north west of Duisburg, Germany. 
The cemetery is known as the, 
Rheinberg British Military cemet- 
ery. Your s0n was laid to rest in 
ot elght, row E, grave 21. His 
crew mates lie at rest beside him 
in adjacent graves, 


This British cemetery will be rev- 
erently cared for and maintained 
in perpetuity by the Imperial War 
Graves €ommission, of which Can- 
ada ts a member, The Commission 
will also erect a permanent head 
stone at your son's resting place. 

It !s my earnest hope that you 
will be comforted with the knowl- 
edge that your son's resting place 
is known and that {t will be perm- 
anently maintained, and I would 
like to take this opportunity of ex- 
pressing to you and the members of | 
your family my deepest sympathy 
in the loss of your gallant son.

Crazy Over Horses 


There's an ugly rumor floating a- 
round that the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police doesn't know a hor- 
se’s head from its tail. 

Makes Inspector Edward H, Stev- 
enson pretty mad, that does, They 
still are entitled to the reputation of 
always getting thelr man, What's 
moreé they don’t have to take a cab 
to pick up o fugitive. If a red coat 
has to ride a horse, he can do it. 
And he doesn't need to be told what 
the stirrups are for, either. 


The baseless story began making 
the rounds when the Mounties ar- 
rived in New York to add their col- 
orful dash to the National Horse 
Show. The very day they hit town 
a story appeared in a manhattan 
paper pointing out that most of the 
35 Mounties who where to partici- 
pate had only a nodding acquaint- 
ance with nags. 


So far as it went, that part of 
the yarn was true, Nowadays, the 
R-C-M-P uses planes, radio cars, 
motor launches and dog sleds to 
hound down criminals. It also was 
true, as reported, that the delegation 
of Mounties visiting New York were 
youngsters in the service as well 
as on a horse, 


“But,” says ‘Inspector Stevenson, 
“Those boys spent three months 
practising up for thelr show and— 
by the end of their practice per- 
jod—they fitted a horse like a hand 
fits a glove.” 


That fact didn't stop the ugly 
stories, Part of the Mountie Act, 
the smash conclusion in fact, was 
for the whole troop to gather at 
one end of the Madison Square 
Garden Arena where they were 


staging thelr’show and go charging 
pell mell to the other end, 

Inspector Stevenson said he was 
horrified and enraged when he 
heard they were betting on Broad- 
way that a lot of first nighters 
would wind up with Mounties in 
their laps. If the odds were right, 
there were some pessimists willing 
to bet a cash customer would get a 
horse as well as a Mountle to take 
home as a souvenir. . 

Assuming his frostiest tones, In- 
spector Stevenson declares: “Well, 
they found out that a Mountie can 
still ride.” 


His lips crinkle in a smile as he 
adds: “Although I will admit that 
some of 'em found it easier to eat 
dinner standing up for a while.” 

Actually, though, the Inspector 
had far less trouble with his scar- 
let-coated policemen than with the 
people who visited the show. All of 
them had been informed that 
there's nothing a horse likes quite 
so much as a lump of sugar. 

Stevenson had to post guards to 
keep the glossy animals in his 
charge from going on sugar-cube 
binges, 

He says: “They're just like chorus 
girls you know—a bon-bon a day is 
all right, but any more than that 
and, first thing you know, they 
can’t get their girdles on.” 

The New York Horse Show is all 
over now. Inspector Stevenson, his 
Mounties and his horses are bound 
for Toronto's Royal*Winter Fair. 

He hopes they've left behind them 
the firm impression that a Mount- 
je can still ride a horse. 

‘Why, dash it all,” he adds, “even 
girls ride ‘em now.” (British United 
Press Feature.)

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Jet Air Age: U.S. Aviation’s 
Tough New Dilemma

Washington —(NEA)—Should U. 
S. aviation go all out to develop jet- 
propelled transport aircraft and try 
to catch up with the British head- 
start in the fleld of super-speed air 
travel? 

That question is probably the big- 
gest single problem American avia- 
tion has faced since the war. Jet 
transvorts could mark a turning 
point in aviation history — or lead 
up a blind alley. Every branch of 
the air industry has a vital stake 
in the answer. 

What a jet transport age would 
mean to airlines and plane manu- 
facturers alike is fairly obvious. But. 
everybody else is involved, too, 

It would mean a reyolution in the 
aircraft fuels industry, switching 
from mass production of high oc- 
tane aviation gasoline to jet fuel, a 
petroleum product that is in bet- 
ween kerosene and gasoline. 

38 would mean that the Ciyil Aeron- 
autics Board and Civil Aeronautics 
Authority would have to set up 
complete new licensing procedure, 
aircraft standards, flight regulat- 
fons, and navigational procedure.

currently estimated at $20,000,000. 
The planemakers can't swing that 
amount, which means it would have 
to come from Uncle Sam,

Speed is the top factor, and is 
usually discussed in the 600-miles- 
per hour range. 

Without propellors there is less 
noise and vibration inside the, cab- 
{n, an important factor in passen-

Generally, there is decreased 
maintenance and overhaul costs on 
a jet engine.

Fort Worth, Tex—(NEA)— The 
big and controversial B-36 bombers 
roar into the air every day from 
the runways at Carswell Air Force 
Base, untouched by the turbulent.

The battle at Carswell is not be- 
tween Navy and Air Force, but ax 
gainst problems that have kept 
the B-36 training programme from 
moving as fast as the Strategic Air 
Command would like it to move. 

Men and materials are the head- 
aches of the 8th Air Force, which 
took over the B-36 program on a 
Yicld originally built for the ied- 
jum-sized B-25.

Pilots are given transition check- 
outs on the big bombers, and they 
jm turn check out other pilots as- 
signed to B-36 training Bombad- 
jers and navigators have to have 
special training for the plan’s un- 
ique equipment. Even veteran gun- 
ners have to start all over, because 
the guns of the B-36 are different 
and more complicated than any us~- 
ed during the war. 

‘As a further complication, the 
B-36 is not being produced fast en- 
ough to provide sufficient planes 
for constant training of 8th Air 
Force crews assigned to them. 

Of the two bomb groups at Cars- 
well, one {s at full strength, which 
means 30 planes under Strategic Air 
Command recommendations. The 
other is not at full strength either 
in men or material. Some of its 
planes are at Rapld Clty, S.D., how~ 
ever, where a mobile training unit 
is being conducted for line crew- 
men and mechanics. 

From the start, the 8th Alr Force 
has been plagued with shortages 
of heavy equipment necessary for 
the maintenance of the B-36, which 
is one reason many of the planes 
stay on the ground after a mini- 
mum number of flight hours. 

B-36 engines are so big a new 
“puild up” assembly line had to, be 
developed so they could be worked 
on vertically.

Beria, Man Who May = 
Succeed Stalin, Leads New 
Purge of Top Officials 


New York—(NEA)—A new purge 
of top Party officials is reported 
taking place in Soviet Russia under 
the personal supervision of. Lavr- 
ent! P. Beria, chief of the all pow- 
erful MVD and the latest leading 
contended for Stalin's job, 

The purge seems to involve: most- 
ly friends and followers of the late 
Andrei Zhdanov. Only vague re- 
ports have reached usually well-in- 
formed Cominform circles in 
Europe. It is attributed to a new 
struggle for power which has rec- 
ently developed inside the Polit- 
buro. 


Members of Stalin's immediate 
entourage have long been cautiously 
maneuvering for a place in anticl- 
pation of his death. The late An- 
drei Zhdanoy general had been re- 
garded as a possible successor. But 
mow Zhdanoy is dead and Molo- 
tov apparently is in eclipse. The two 
leading actors in this unfolding So- 
viet drama are Beria and Georgi M. 
Malenkov, one of the younger and 
more able members of the Politburo. 
For the moment the odds are on 
Beria, balding, stocky, former stu- 
dent of architecture, As head of the 
secret MVD, he wields unlimited 
power wherever the Kremlin’s ag- 
ents operate. 

While Malenkoy controls the 
Party machine which is now being 
purged, Berla, in addition to the 
MVD is said to have also the sup- 
port of Stalin's “inner cabinet.” 
This includes Marsha] Klementi 
Voroshiloy. and the Caucasian-born 
Armenian, Mfkoyan—but not Mal- 
enkoy and Molotov,

years ago in the Georgian village of 
Merkhouly in the Sukhum region, 
which is also the birthplace of Stal- 
in. Poor though he was, his father 
scraped together enough money to 
send him to the Sukhum high 
school and the Baku Politechnic, 


He cast his lot with the Bolshe- 
viks’ af the age of 18 —henceforth 
mixing his studies with conspirator- 
jal activity. Science and engineering 
have always been Beria’s hobbies 
and he ts generally credited with 
having procured the atom bomb for 
Russia. 


Having started his political career 
by aiding Stalin in his fight against 
Trotsky, Berla's rise in the Pollt- 
buro hierarchy has been meteoric, 
He is perhaps the only man Stalin 
trusts completely. He knows more 
of the aged dictator's secrets than 
anyone else in Russia. Moreover, as 
the head of the Soviet-secret police 
for many years, Beria has had ac- 
cess to the dossiers of everybody 
who {s anybody in Russia. 


Like his boss and hero, Stalin, 
Beria never forgets or forgives. —— 
Early in his career he was arrested 
by the anti-Bolshey!k Mensheviks, 
who were then in control of his nat- 
ive Georgia. Since then Beria has 
been a bitter foe of all Mensheviks, 
including the present foreign Min- 
ister, Andrei Vishinsky. 


He runs a vast espionage ring 
in the countries outside the Iron 
Curtain. He commands all of Rus- 
sia’s numerous forced labor camps, 
which supply most of the manpower. 
for Soviet industry, He is in charge 
of security in the satellite states, 


Many chiefs of state behind the 
Iron Curtain and some of the top 
ministers—Erno Geroe in Hungary, 
Anna Pauker and Bodna-renko in 
Rumania, President Bierut in Pol- 
and, Rudolf Slansky in Ozechoslo- 
vakia, and Walter Ulbricht, Vict 
Premier of the recently-created Eas- 
tern German Republic — are actu- 
ally Soviet citizens and long-time’ 
agents of the MVD and MGB (Sov- 
iet Ministry of the State Security), 
responsible directly to Berta, 


Berla has mild manners and even 
milder appearance. He usually wears 
a pinc-nez which makes him look 
like-a pre-revolution divinity stu- 
dent. However, he is a firm believer 
in terror. After his visit to Germany 
in June, 1947, correspondents at 
once noted an increase in arrests, 
Kidnapping of dissidents and other 
typical methods of “ideological per- 
suasion,” 

The same was true of the other 
Satellite countries visited by him. 


But Beria himself never takes 
chances, Wherever he goes he usu- 
ally drives a long black Packard 
with bullet proof windows and is 
Nanked by a host of MVD agents. 

In 1941, when Hitler was already 
knocking at the gates of the Krem- 
lin, Stalin again put his confidence 
in Berla and appointed him a mar- 
shal. of the Soviet Uunfon and me- 
mber of the supreme State Defense 
Committee. 


By a~ combination of scientific 
planning which he had learned as 
a student of architecture, and by 
the most ruthless disregard for hu- 
man life, he kept the Soviet war 
industries humming. By keeping 
the firing squads working overtime 
he assured the safety of the Com- 
munist dictatorship. 


Of all the members of the Polit- 
buro, Beria alone was recently sing- 
led out by Stalin’ for special honors, 
He was awarded the coveted Lenin 
Order “for outstanding: services to 
the Party and Soviet people.” 


Unlike Malenkov, who ostensibly 
represents a “moderate” wing of 
the Politburo which believes in post 
poning the day of reckoning with 
the “capitalistic democracies,” Ber- 
ja is a firm exponent of strong 
measures and direct action. His rise 
to power, Cominform circles in Eur= 
ope believe, will soon be followed 
by Soviet military pressure against 
Yugoslavia and Finland. 


With Moscow facing grave dif-: 
ficulties in the satellite countries 
and a showdown with Tito immin- 
ent, Lavrenti P. Berla, seems the 
logical successor to Stalin.

light and improved posture and 
cleaner alr. and colder drinking wa- 
ter, and doing everything except 
raise her pay, 


The gal whose -boss is swayed by 
the glib sales talks of the company 
representatives at the show's booths 
4s in for a happier office future, 


Her desk won't be a cold, imper- 
sonal, ugly thing. It will look more 
like a vanity than a desk. Her type- 
writer will be a thing of utilitarian 
beauty—with colors to match her 
eyes, a keyboard that fits her dainty 
fingers, and other features that 
makes the old-fashioned typewrl- 
ter look like a sausage stuffer. 


The typewriter stand is designed 
for the particular machine which 
will be placed thereon. 


Filing systems come in all shap- 
es and sizes, to sult the personality 
of the secretary. Some of them re- 
yolve, some rock, some hang, some 
are indexed by color, some fold into 
a safe, and one uses magnetism. 
Some, of course just sit there. 


The magnetie one, sald the man 
in the booth, “works, like magic. At 
a touch of your finger, records move

forward or backward, fanlike, until 
you locate the one you want. Mag- 
netic forces have been harnessed 
here.

In another booth, the secretary's 
posture was of vital importance, 
Chairs were designed to keep her 
back straight, her head high, her 
tummy in and her fingers flying 
The man there also showed an ex- 
ecutiye’s chair which, he assured his 
listeners, “would easily hold two— 
boss and secretary.” All chairs can 
be custom fitted, which sort of per- 
sonalizes sitting. 


Further along, an exhibit showed 
how an alr humidifier would per- 
mit the secretary to breathe nice 
moist, healthy air. 

- “She can't work unless she's brea- 
thing regular,” said the man. 


If the secretary 1s one who {3 
Prone to making typing errors, 
they've come up with a new type- 
writer ribbon which, in combina- 
tion with a bottle of fluid, makes 
correcting errors a cinch, No more 
erasing just a dab of thls fluid, a 
quick blot, and the paper is back in 
its original state of virgin white- 
ness. 


Music is the subject under discus- 
sion at another booth, where the 
representative assures every-pnss- 
erby that a musical background 
makes the secretary a happier, and 
more productive person. 


One great advance for. the secret- 
ary is the automatic. typewriting 
mechanism. These gadgets turn an 
old friend, the player piano roll, to 
a new use. The secretary punches 
holes in the roll. for standard, often 
used paragraphs. These rolls activ- 
ate any typewriter. 


All the secretary has to do ts 
push buttons for standard para- 
graphs 6, 12, and 17, for example, 
and sit back and watch the machine 
do the work, It automatically stops 
if it reaches a point where a name 
or.price or other information must 
be inserted, and the secretary mak- 
es the insertions manually. 


For a final fillip, that old and 
trusted friend of all seoretaries is 
on display. It's good to know that 
some things in this world are stable, 
and it seems that there have been 
no radical changes in the good old 
time clock.

Flying Jet 
s Makes 


Planemakers Wonder If 
600 MPH Is Worth It

Washington—(NEA)—Whether or 
not the U. S. should jump into the 
jet transport business right now de- 
pends mostly on whether or not A- 
mericans are wiling to pay the ex- 
orbitant cost of getting from one 
airport to another at 600-miles-per- 
hour. 

One of the basic engineering pro- 
blems involved {s that jets lose a 
major portion of payload capacity 
due to their great thirst for fuel, 
Big fuel tanks mean fewer fare- 
paying passengers, which in turn 
means higher fares. 

Eyen decreased maintenance and 
overhaul costs, which are only a- 
pout 10 per cent of direct operating 
costs, would not offset the high fuel 
costs. 

Assuming that fuels for both pis- 
ton and jet engines cost the same, 
the economics are weighted against. 
the jet. On a recent 600-mile test 
trip, a piston-engined airplane 
burned 3134 pounds of fuel. A jet 
burned 10,200 pounds on the same 
trip. For the jet the fuel cost was 
69.9 per cent of total direct operat- 
ing costs. For the conventional 
plane, it was 34.6 per cent of the 
cost. 

Another factor is depreciation. Al- 
though depreciation of the initial 
investment in present aircraft ac- 
counts for only about 10 per cent 
of direct operating costs, the initial 
investment for comparable jet tran- 
sports will double or triple. 

Apart from the bill the taxpayer 
might have to catch for getting the 
aviation industry started on Jet 
transports, he would face fare boosts 
conservatively estimated at 30 per 
cent, and an increase of 50 per cent 
isn't considered improbable. 

Fare increases obviously are not 
going to create new passenger pot- 
entiais. The only way to attract 
more traffic 1s by cutting fares, a 

fact well demonstrated both by 
scheduled and non-scheduled alr- 
lines since the war. 

The speed and comfort of jets 
would attract some- passengers will- 
ing to pay premium fares, but it is 


doubtful there would be * enough 
such customers to permit jets to op- 
erate in the black, Probably just en- 
ough traffic would be drawn away 
from conventional planes to put the 
whole airline business in the xed. 

Eyen without the economic factor, 
big and Uttle opérational problems 
stand in the way of an immediate 
jet age for commercial planes. 


For one thing, jets =cannot be 
“stacked” in the alr when instru- 
ment conditions exist at destinat- 
jons and planes must wait their 
turn to come in for instrument ap- 
proaches. Jets cannot economically. 
carry enough fuel to walt around 
for an hour or two, and thus would 
haye to land somewhere else where 
the field was clear, thus minimizing 
their speed advantage. 

Even without the stacking prob- 
lem, the jet!s speed in the air is only

would seem to be’a big factor in 
Jong-distance trayel, but the jet 
transport has a very limited range, 
requiring stops to refuel. Moreover, 
the jet would increase the time he- 
tween departure from the centre of 
a city and actual takeoff from the 
airport, 

Present jet transport proponents 
admit they must include in their 
plans the use of buses to carry pas- 
sengers from the airport terminal to 
the parked aircraft. Jets cannot be 
started close to the terminal because 
of danger from the exhaust blast, 
and they burn too much fuel to 
taxi from the terminal to the end of 
the runway for takeoff. 

Comfort in flight doesn't out- 
weigh these problems, because qir- 
bumps are greatly magnified at the 
speed and high altitudes at which 
jets travel, a factor which has Bri- 
tish designers worried, 

In view of the sensational air- 
craft developments of the last few 
years, none of these arguments is 
sufficient to eliminate the jet from 
the commercial transport picture. 
But experts fear it would be a cost- 
ly experiment to discover that the 
time an airline passenger saves by 
flying in the 600-miles-per-hour 
zone is not worth what he would 
haye to pay for it.

‘When You Lead Double 
Life, It Takes a Toll’ 


FBI’s Undercover Girl 


Found Communist 


Party ‘Demands Whole Life’

New York —(NEA)—“When you 
Jead a double life, it takes a toll.” 

Angela Calomiris, the FBI's star 
undercover girl, was talking open- 
ly—tor the first time in seven 
years. 

Serving as an FBI plant in the 
Communist party over that time 
brought plenty of tribulations, It 
required some masterful political 
tightrope walking, Most of all, it 
took many hours of working over- 
time, none for pay. 


There were » few close calls, too. 

Brown-eyed, black-haired and 
olive-skinned, being of Greek par- 
entage, Miss Calomiris spoke quietly 
and objectively of her experience. 
She is no zealot. 


At the behest of the FBI, she en- 
tered the Communist party from 
scratch, learned its tactics and dia- 
lects and became an autsorlty on 
its {nner-workings, from the ground 
level up. 

Through the years her constant 
worry, Angela sald today, arose 
from the danger of her friends run- 
ning into her Soviet-minded con- 
tacts inside the party, Both were 
unaware of her dual identity. 


A profession photographer, she 
maintained a studio beneath her 
small apartment at 9 Jane St., in 
Greenwich Village, They tended to 
be congregation spots for the party 
faithful and hc» own social circle. 

Many times she lent her tiny 
ground-floor studio to fund-raising 
affairs for the party. Once no less 
than 40 comrades jammed in and 
drank cocktails to help re-elect 
Councilman Benjamin J. Davis, JI, 
one of the convicted 11. 


“T finally had to put down my 
foot,” said Angela. “I made a rule 
that nobody could visit without 
phoning first.” 


Once, however, Angela nearly 
kicked over the applecart and wre- 
cked her usefullness as @ prospect- 
ive witness at the trial. She blew 
up when a Communist regional di- 
rector accused her of meeting ‘‘an- 
ti-party people.” 


“I told her, of course, I was a 
photographer and had to meet all 
sorts of people, For a time I was 
afraid the party had discovered my 
Bureau connections. Fortunately, it 
hadn’t.”” 

During her seyen years in the’ 
party, Angela formed ono unalter- 
able conviction: ‘There's no pollti- 
cal organization anywhere so per- 
sistent and methodical. Once you're 
in, the party demands the whole of 
your life.” . 

As the trial drew near, she cont- 
inued to rgove ahead in the party 
ppparatus, While organizer of the 
Yugoslav Section, she'd taken one 
of the largest delegations to Wash- 
ington to protest the Mundt-Nixon 
bill. 


She kicked in $50, supplied by the 
FBI, to the Civil Rights Congress 
drive against the prosecution. When 
party’s big fund drive came sround 
last winter, Angela’s individual quo- 
ta was set at $200. 


Angela considered $200 too steep 
for an FBI expense sheet. She 
talked the party. drive collectors in- 
to accepting $50 instead. 


Before the 1948 election, she said, 
her Communist bosses assigned An- 
gela to spy on a member who was 
also an American Labor party offi- 
cial, He had been suspected of op- 
portunism—namely, dickering with 
the Democrats. 


Sq she took a trivial Job at a dis- 
trict ALP headquarters. Her Job was 
addressing Henry A. Wallace en- 
velopes. 

“J'm sure someone in the party 
had already tipped him off,” she 
commented. “and he knew all along 
why I was there. The party, in spite 
of its jron discipline, was shot full of 
intrigue like that.” 


On election night, she said, she 
helped deliver district ALP tally 
sheets to county Communist head- 
quarters, All over the city the same 
thing happened, she declared ALP 
tally sheets wound up in the pos- 
session of the Communist party. 

Indeed, in April, all Communists 
were checked to make sure they 
were all in the ALP, according to 
Angela, 


DUAL ROLE Angela  Calomiris 
played for the FBI as a plant in 
the Communist party came to ligi 
when she testified against 11 Com- 
munist leaders, Even then, this fuz- 
zy snapshot was the only glimpse 
the public had of her until the trial 
was ended,

“The OP even checked the ALP's 
registration lists, to be sure we sign- 
ed up. That’s when the party expec- 
ted tg go underground and operate 
exclusively through the American 
Labor party.” 


The same year the OP high com- 
mand suddenly directed each party 
club to raise $60 and buy a small, 
high-speed printing machine; and 
to conduct classes in writing and lit- 
erature production, she revealed. 


The party was anticipating a ban 
on the Daily Worker. Plans were 
laid for a nationwide under-ground 
set up to turn out leaflets as a sub- 
stitute for the Worker. Her untt, of 
which she was financial secretary, 
stored its printing outfit In Angela’s 
studio. 


In her apartment now the sole 
reminders of Angela's seven wnder- 
cover years in the Communist party 
are a copy of “Political Affairs” on 
the magazine stand and Karl Marx’ 
Das Kapital in the bookshelves. 

Framed on the wall is an embroj- 


dered motto, It reads: “Home 3s 
where the heart 1s.”

, Anxiety States 


In these days when normal heal- 


tural that many with a nervous, 
high strung, emotional make-up are 
in a constant state of anxiety. It 
i, not unusual, therefore, for the 
family physician and later, the psy- 
chiatrist to have patients consult- 
ing them in whom the anxiety state 
is affecting their mental, emotion- 
al and physical life. This state of 
anxiety in some cases is called 
neurosis because there is no or- 
ganic or physical cause present, all 
the symptoms being due to nervous 
or emotional disturbances. 


In cases of neurosis where the 
behavior of the indiyidual {sin dir- 
ect opposition to the accepted or 
normal way of living, the severe 
cases ate usually treated in a mental 
institution and less severe cases Dy 
the family physician or a psychia- 
trist. One of the successful methods 
of treatment of these cases is by 
shock --Insulin, metrazol or electric. 

While the electric shock treat- 
ment is now the most popular me- 
thod with patients and physicians, 
there are mild cases of anxiety 
neurosis, which may occur to any 
of us, in’ which the full or com= | 
plete amount of insulin is not 
considered necessary to obtain re- 
sults. Accordingly what {s called 
subinsulin (small dose of insulin) 
shock, ig being used in these mild 
cases. 


In “Southern Medicine Journal,” 
Dr. S. G. Bedell reports his re- 
sults In the treatment of 30 patients, 
7 men and 23 women, between the 
ages of 19 and 54, suffering with 
severe anxiety neurosis, by.a course 
of subinsulin shock and the usual 
interviews between patients and 


ment varied with the different 
patients, lasting from one week to 
eight weeks with an average of 
three and a half weeks. The insulin 
in subshock doses appears to relieve 
tension and restore emotional ba- 
lance, Because insulin shock relieves:

The world’s top food experts are 
gathered in Washington to plan) 
ways of preventing hunger. 

But two problems, with apparent- 
ly no complete solutions, face the 
delegates of the fifth annual meet- 
ing of The Food and Agriculture

There are many difficulties in the 
path, not the least of which are the 
problems of financing and expert 
manpower. And the latter is the 
more important at this stage. For 
to impart know-how to people who 
don’t have it, you have to have ex- 
pert technicians. And an F. A. O. 
survey shows the available trained 
technicians number only in the hun- 


ONE—The world does not produce | 
enough food to feed properly all its 
people, Some one-billion are under- 
fed, and millions perhaps only a 
meal away from hunger. 
TWO—Some nations of the world 
can and do produce more than 
their own people can eat, But be- 
cause of economics these nations 
cannot dispose of their complete 
surplus to the hunger peoples. 
Some nations—such as the United 
States—are giying much of their 
surplus away. But the give-away 
will not last forever. And even if 
all the surplus foods were donated, 
to the hungry nations, it still would, 
fill only a small space in the empty 
larders. ;

The proposal is for a huge I. O. U. 
plan. The United States, for instance 
would sell its surplus foods to na- 
tions which are in need and in pay- 
ment accept currency which cannot 
be used at present.

The United States fears that the 
proposal would pile up a huge debt

The soll should be allowed to dry 
out now and again but not long 
enough that the plant shows signs 
of wilt. This drying process lets 
air into the soil and keeps down 
rot. 


Regular feedings of a good fer- 
tilizer such as Pokon 1s essential. 
The African Violet is a heavy 
feeder and during the growing and 
flowering season should be fed, 
according to the directions on the 
Pokon packet, about once a week. 


The leaves can be washed off 
about once a month to give them 
a good cleansing. Place the plant 
in the kitchen sink and sprinkle 
thoroughly with a clothes sprink- 
Jer. The water should be at least | 
room temperature. After this treat_ 
ment the plant should not be 
placed back in full light until the 
leaves are thoroughly dry or they 
will become spotted.

Town Must 
Dole Gut 
Cash For 
Recreation 


Lindsay’, Arena and Recreation 
Centre will now be the responsibil- 
ity of the town, rather than being 
operated as a separate commission. 
It will be_up to the town to operate 
both. The profits accruing from the 
operation of the arena will be turn- 
ed into the Town, which will be 
presented with a monthly state- 
ment. The operation of the Centre 
will be paid for from grants, which 
will be determined by budget at 
the beginning of each year. A by- 
law to this effect will be brought 
dnto council at the He meeting 
in December. } 

Ths decision wag reached as the 
result of a meeting between a quor- 
um of the town council, and mem- 
bers of the Recreation Commission, 
under Chairman Harry Campbell. 
At this meeting, the whole quest- 
jon of recreation in the town of 
Lindsay was discussed thoroughly, 
including the cost of present .op- 
erations, : 

Ald. Butler stated the people of 
the town had shown they wanted 
the arena, and that he felt they 
would be willing to pay for it, once 
they knew what was going on. 

According to Mr. S. R. Fitts, a 
member of the Commission, the 
whole matter of the recreation cen- 
tre and the arena had become “mix- 
ed up like a dog’s breakfast”, and 
that it was time that both Town 
Council and the general public knew 
what was happening with regard 
to the centre, and why !t was ru- 
moured that the funds from the 
rena’ were apparently being swal- 
lowed up by the recreation centre. 
He claimed that until profits from 


the arena were turned into the| 


Town Council, the public would 
not know how much arena was ac- 
tually making. Funds would then 
be allotted to the recreation centre, 

Manager Ed Kennedy, of the Re- 
creation Oentre, claimed that so 
far total funds which have come 
snto the hands of the Centre were 
$6,958.06, which includes a grant of 
$4800 from the town, $2400 from 
the arena, and a government grant 
of $1758.06. Present bank balance 
for th, Recreation Centre, he ssid 
was in the neighborhood of $200, 
but there was $1,000 to come from 
the Community Chest, which should 
be sufficient to see them through 
until grants are made by next year's 
Town Council. He went on to ex- 
plain that a budget of $12,000 would 
cost the town §8500, the balance 
being made up by a government 
grant. 

It was pointed out by Mayor 
Moore that the original Recreation 
Commission was established to get 
certain grants from the government, 
but according to Chairman 
Campbell a committee, or commis- 
sion, of Town Council would also 
be eligible. It was therefore decided 
that a committee of four, including 
a@ member of Town Council, would 
be appointed to deal with Arena 
matters, and that in the case of 
the Recreation Centre, the commit- 
tee would consist of 7 members. 
Bungled Shutting Down Ice Plant 

The Arena has been operating 
in the red since ice wa, first made 
in October this year, according to 
Manager Bill Cummins, First of all, 
there was a bill of expense in get- 
ting the ice machinery operating. 
Someone, he claimed, had blunder- 
ed in closing the plant down last 
spring, and when they went to start 
the ice-making machinery in mo- 
tion this year, it was discovered 
that the necessary brine solution 
had been lost and, it was also ne- 
cessary to purchase ammonia, and 
get @ specialist 1n from Toronto to 
eet the machinery going, This cost 
$900, Then, with the long, open 
autumn season, enthusiasm for 
skating and hockey hasn't been 
all that was anticipated when the 
decision was made to start making 
ice about six weeks earlier this year. 
It costs about $400 per week during 
the ice season to operate, explain- 
ed Cummins, and so far, this a- 
mount had not been received in any 
week. He pointed out, however, that 
this is rather a bad time to draw 
@ picture of azena operations, aS 
the hockey schedules and practices 
had not started for the year, and 
Lindsay had been unlucky in draw- 
ing exhibition games here. Then, 
too, he felt that the skating crowd 
was on the upswing, and that op- 
erations during the hockey season 
would snow a profit.

Bell ‘Telephone 1s to ask for a 
ten per cent Interim rate Increase 
on December 19th, for its services 
in Ontario and Quebec, 

Notification to this effect was gly- 
en the Board of Transport Com- 
missioners Friday a.m. The notice 
points out that the main applica~ 
tion for a 20-point-six per cent in- 
crease, Will not be heard by the 
Board until March, 1950. And it 
may be several months after be- 
fore the final decision {s reached. 

Today's announcement asks that 
the increase be made on all local 
calls, except from hotels and coin

Want Sewage

Niagara Falls, Nov. 19 (BUP) — 
The, Niagara Falls City Council has 
asked an International Joint Com- 
mission to delay any recommenda- 
tion of a sewage disposal plant for 
the city. 

The city’s brief to the Commission 
on pollution of the Niagara River 
pointed out that the city cannot 
undertake the work until assistance 
is given by the Federal and Prov- 
incial governments.

Blood flowed on Lindsay's main 
street, early Friday am. as a result 
of a series of stabbings, one of them 
fatal, which occurred in front of 
the Big 20 Cafe. Ong Lindsay man 
i, dead and three other men (two 
from Lindsay) are wounded fol- 
lowing one of the bloodiest fracas- 
ses in the history of the county 
town. Things allegedly began to 
happen when four second-gener- 
ation Ukranians entered the Big 
20 Cafe while the majority of the 
townspeople were in their beds. Most 
Lindsayites remained in ignorance 
of what followed until the news 
came blaring over the radio this 
morning that a slaying had taken 
place in their midst. 

Dead is W. J. Loucks, of Lindsay, 
a Giver fer Superior Fuels Ltd., 

Ds incsay. Stabbed, and in Ross Me- 

mortal Hospital are Floyd Smith, 25 

of Hagersville, Thornton Oliver, 

Diyision Street, Lindsay, stabbed in 

the nose; and Sidney Risley, of 

Cambridge Street, Lindsay, stabbed 

in the arm. Loucks bled out his life 

on Kent St, after staggering a few 
feet west of where he was stabbed 
in the neck. He is survived by his 
widow, the former Catherine Batt, 
daughter of a former Lindsay shoe- 
maker, -H. Batt, and 3° young chil- 
dren, Richard, Michael, and Roxy,

The four Ukranians, James and 
Paul Zahodnik, ages 33 and 28, of 
Hamilton, another brother John, 
38, of Toronto, and William Yuzwa, 
82, of Hamilton are lodged, in Vic- 
toria County Jail here, all charged 

on murder. It is understood that 
they will not appear to answer 

charges until sometime next week, 

when investigation is complete. 

According to one report, the 
four men charged with murder, also

bodily har,.and malicious dam- 
age as the result of an occurrence 
early Vhursday evening at a road- 
side inn on No, 2 Highway, near 
Lakefield. It is alleged that they as- 
saulted a woman and her husband, 
and because of this, the Peterbor- 
ough Division of the Provincial Po- 
lic, were on the lookout for them. 
About 1.00 a.m. according to a Post 
informant, Peterborough Provincial 
Police were informed by radio from 
Lindsay ‘that a stabbing had occur- 
red in Lindsay, and that Constable 
‘Warner of the detachment here was 
givingthase, 

Unfortunately, Warner lost the 
Nleeing truck on Highway 7 between 
Lindsay and Peterborough, but Pet- 
erborough police were successful in 
capturing the fugituves near the 
flash sign at the entrance to Pet- 
erborough. In all, 11 Provincial Pol- 
{ee cruisers were alerted and comb- 
ing the roads in search of the Uk- 
ranians. Seyeral shots were fired by 
police in making the capture. 

Officers of the Peterborough Pro- 
vincial Police detachment who as- 
sisted in making the capture were 
J. Hanson, Coffey, Feeley, Bell, as- 
sisted by Chief Samus, of Lakefield 
and Constables Farthing and McGil- 
len of Peterborough Police. From 
the time headquarters at Peterbor- 
ough was ~otitied of the slaying, 
Banti the arrests were made, only 
45 minutes elapsed.

Pen Pictures 
oe 
Parliament

With the conclusion of the Bud- 
get debate, which allows consider- 
able latiude as to matters which 
may be discussed, Parliament got 
down to specific major issues this 
week, 

A government Bill introduced by 
the Minister of, Justice to amend 
the Combines Investigation Act a- 
roused considerable discussion and 
placed the Government under at- 
tack from all Opposition parties in 
Parliament, 

Under the law, reports submitted 
to the Minister of Justice by the 
Commissioner of Combines Investi- 


fifteen days from the date they are 
received. 

It was disclosed that a report 
submitted to the Minister of Justice 
in December, 1948, having to do 
with the flour milling industry in 
Canada, had not been made public 
until October, 1949. 

John Diefenbaker, K. C., Pro- 
gressive Conservative Member from 
Lake Centre, Saskatchewan, and 
one of the ablest debaters in Parlia- 
ment. was very pointed in his cri- 
ticism of the action of the Goyern- 
ment in withholding publication of 
the report until after the election 
and until legal action recommended 
by the Combines Commissioner was 
outlawed under another law, which 
says action must be taken within 
@ specified time. 

In answer to charges of lawless- 
ness made by John Diefenbaker and 
the suggestion by the C. C. F, Lead- 
er Coldwell that the withholding 
by the Minister warranted the cen- 
surship of Parliament three Cabi- 
net Ministers entered the debate and 
endeayoured to justify the action 
of the Government on the grounds 
that the companies named in the 
Teport of the Combines Commis- 
sioner were only carrying on prac- 
tices that were encouraged during 
the war. 

The suggestion of censurship of 
a Minister for failing to obey the 
law brings to memory a somewhat 
similar incident which happened in 
the United Kingdom a few years 
ago. In 1944 the then Home Secre- 
tary announced to Parllament that 
under a law passed thre years pre- 
viously having to do with fire con- 
trol regulations, it was his duty to 
Present to Parliament all regulat- 
fons or orders which had been made, 
but that he had neglected to do so. 

In his statement to Parliament 
the British Home Secretary did not 
endeavour to justify hi, breaking 
the law by failing to make the do- 
cuments public as required. Instead 
he outlined the difference between 
responsibility to the Crown and 
responsibility to Parliament and 
Placed himself at the mercy of the 
House of Commons. 

Although we in Canada claim 
our parliamentary form of Goy~ 
ernment springs from the British 
system the different approach to a 
parallel situation was noticeable 
to Members of all parties, 

Kirkland Lake's Little and Win- 
nipeg's Mutch sit beside each other 
in the Commons, although their 
names are as far apart as the Poles, 
To further confuse things Mutch's 
given name Is Les,

Parllament this week was given 
@ practical although not completely 
satisfactory programme designed to 
meet the housing problem. so acute, 
particularly {n the urban districts 
of Canada. 

Under the new programme the 
Federal Government will contri- 
bute on a 75-25 basis with any Pro- 
vince which co-operates, to con- 
struct subsidized housing.

Much has been heard both in 
and out of Parliament about the 
great potential uses of Atomic En- 
ergy in industry and Mr. Graydon’s 
question raised the issue as to how 
much industries in Canada were 
allowed to benefit shin this de- 
velopment.

Waxing Leaves

Apple Crisp 

For a dessert why not try apple 
crisp? Here’s the recipe, peel, core 
and slice about four to six medium- 
sized apples, or enough to make 
four cups. Spread the sliced apples 
in the bottom of a greased shallow 
baking dish and sprinkle them with 
one tablespoon of lemon juice. If 
you're using a very tart variety 
of apples, sprinkle some sugar over 
them. 

Now for the topping. Combine 
one-half cup of brown sugar. Add 
one half -teaspoon of salt, and 
one teaspoon of cinnamon. Then 
add one-third cup of melted butter 
or margarine, working the mixture 
until it’s crumbly. Sprinkle this 
crumb mixture atop the apples and 
bake in a moderate oven, around 
375 degrees, for about 30 minutes .... 
or until the apples are tender. 

You can serve apple crisp elther 
warm or chilled. Whipped cream 
or ice cream add a deluxe touch, 

For a main dish, try this recipe 
for dutch vegetable whip, Cook to- 
gether equal amounts of apples, 
potatoes, onions and carrots, Then, 
mash and season with cream and 
butter. Whip the mixture to make it 
light and fluffy. 

Indoor Suntan 

> This thing of getting a suntan In- 
door, {s becoming more and more 
refined. Now, engineers predict for 
us a future of “hygienic lighting” 
in which unseen sunlight wjll be 
beamed into schools, offices and 
factories the year round. And there 
will be no sunburning. 

The new lamp to do all this {s de- 
scribed by the manufacturer as be- 
ing five,times more efficient than 
any other sun lamp. It’; .sup- 
posed to put out Inylisible ultra- 
violet rays but at the same time 
block the radiation of heat and yi- 
sible light. 

The manufacturer - reports on 
some tests of a similar type of light- 
ing on school children in Sweden, 
It was found that exposure to the 
sun lamp caused an increase in 
work capacity.

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EDITORIALS 


THE ICE IS WILLING 
BUT THE SPIRIT’S NOT 


A couple of years ago the artificial ice bug hit Lind- 
sayites with a vengeance and in no time flat there 


were two plants being installed in the town. It was 
contended by the people who sought most to have 
these plants installed that it would increase revenue 
and prolong the season of ice sports. Up to a point 
this has been true but it now appears that the chief 
penefit from artificial ice lies in being able to have 
good ice under weather conditions which would other- 
wise make it impossible. 

The prolongation of the season, particularly in 
the case of the Lindsay Arena, may not have a marked 
effect for the better on the earning power of that 
enterprise. It may, in fact, contribute to lowering rev. 
enue because of its apparent effect in spreading the 
crowd which would ordinarily participate in skating 
at the height of the season over a longer period of 
time. This thinning. out of the paid attendance on 
skating days may have the effect of making the 
artificial ice plant uneconomical to operate on the ex- 
tended season basis. 

Skating, like Christmas, is a seasonal affair and 
for many persons it takes a little snow on the ground 
to make it seem like the thing to do. Having ice 
available in mild Autumn dayg is no guarantee that 
people will feel like participating in winter sports. 

An examination of the facts after one extended 
season’s operations may lead to a cut-back in the 
duration of ice sports come another year. 


RADIO AND CONSERVATION ..» 

When we think of-radio and then of conserva- 
tion it is not likely that the two words strike us as 
having much in common but a little closer examina- 
tion of the facts reveals the opposite to be true. 

The Dept. of Lands and Forests informs us that 
“Short wave radio is playing an increasingly impor- 
tant role in administration of Ontario’s vast renewable 
resources, according to Lands and Forests Minister, 
Harold R. Scott, who announced full operation 
of a 500-watt station intended to blanket Northern 
Ontario from the southern experimental station at 
Maple, near Toronto. The station is to be connected 
by teletype with Toronto headquarters, providing split- 
second communication from all northern forestry 
offices.” 

At present the department operates ground sta- 
tions located in suitable areas from Toronto to Pickle 
Lake in the north and Pembroke to Kenora on the 
Quebec and Manitoba boundaries. There are also look- 
out tower sets, portable sets, aircraft sets and radio 
installations on Lands and Forests patrol boats oper- 
ating on Rainy Lake, Lake Abitibi, Lake Superior, Lake 
Huron and Georgian Bay. The complete radio com. 
munication system as operated by the Province is 
summarized as follows: Ground Stations, 64; Look- 
out Tower sets, 175; Portable sets, 62; Aircraft sets, 
40; Patrol boats, 5; Total 346 sets. 

This district had an opportunity of witnessing at 
first hand one of the uses of. radio in conservation 
when it was brought into play to help combat a des- 
tructive fire which swept through Haliburton timber- 
land. 


CONSERVATION IS HIGHLY IMPORTANT 


Lindsay, faced as it is with problems of develop- 
ment which include school accommodation shortages, 
the need for a sewage disposal plant and more ade- 
quate water supplies, must keep one thing to the fore 
in all plans to cope with any situations and that is 
the urgency of practising conservation along ;with ex- 
pansion. 

Conservation simply means making the best pos- 
sible use of what we already have and doing every- 
thing possible to improve that which exists. This 
can be practised to the advantage of the taxpayer in 
meeting our educational and water service needs. Cer- 
tain facilities already exist and any expansion pro- 
gram should be based along lines which will utilize 
to the greatest possible extent these facilities. 

How conservation can best be applied to the 
school and water problems is something for the res- 
pective boards to work out through careful study of 
the situation. That it is vital to the economic wel- 
fare of the community was emphasized by Premier 
Frost as recently as last’ week when consulted on the 
matter of Lindsay’s. growth and the accompanying 
needs for more public services.

Jackie Robinson Of Dodgers 
NHL’s Most Valuable Player 


(British United Press) 

Second baseman Jackie Robinson 
of the Brooklyn Dodgers has been 
named most valuable player in the 
National League, 

Robinson — The first Negro to 
break into organized baseball in 
modern times—also is the first Neg- 
Tp to win the award. The 30-year- 
old Brooklyn Star won the National 
League batting and base-stealing 
titles in 1949, 

Robinson was chosen in a poll of 
24 members of the baseball writers 
association—three from each Na- 
tional League City. He received 264 
of a possible 336 points, That gives 
him a 38-point margin over runner- 
up Stan Musial of the St. Louis 
Cardinals. Musial—an outflelder— 
won the most valuable player aw- 
ard in 1948. 

Robinson was named on’ every 
one of the ballots, anywhere from 
first to fifth place. He received 12 
of the 24 first-place votes. Musial 
got five first-place ballots, while two 
the over-all voting came Slaughter- 
of the Cardinals, two to shortstop 
Pee Wee Reese of the Dodgers, two 
to .outfielder Carl Furillo of the 
Dodgers, and one to right-hander 
Ken Heintzelman of the Philadelph- 
ja Phils, 2 

Behind Robinson and Musial in 


the over-all voting came slaughter 
in third place, outfielder Ralph 
Kiner of the Pittsburgh Pirates in 
fourth, and Reese in Fifth, Roun- 
ding out the top 10 are Furillo in 
sixth place, Southpaw Warren 
| Spahn of the Boston Brayes in sev- 
lerth, right-hander Don Newcombe 
Jot the Dodgers in eighth, Heintz-| 
elman in ninth, and second base- 
man Red Schoendienst of the Card- 
inals in tenth.

Oth- 
ers countered with the argument 
that people can’t think on street- 
cars and buses anyway—and besid- 
es the radios would be useful in 
times of disaster, \

‘Waukegan, Ill. — (NEA) — The 


Great Lakes commercial fishermen 
are telling a fish story these days. 
It's not about the one that got away 
however, but about the business that 
got away — the fishing business. 


The combined effect of an invas- 
ion of sea lampreys, a type of eel, 
and pollution from the industries 
that line the Great Lakes shoreline 
have made the trout all but disap- 
pear from the lake waters. 


A test set of nets were drawn off 
Waukegan. In years gone by the 
nets would have been bulging with 
15,000 pounds or more of trout, but 
the est catch was exactly six fish. 

In Leland, Mich., the last com- 
mercial fisherman in the area ret- 
urned from 2 trip that once would 
have paid off with 2000 pounds of 
lake trout. His catch was one, trout. 
weighing about a pound and a half. 

In 1945, Waukegan’s trout catch 


was 1,195,000 pounds, Last year, it 
was 20,000 pounds. 

Many of the fishermen turned to 
chubs, instead of trout. But the 
market has become flooded with 
chubs, and the price has dropped to 
the point where it is almost unprofi- 
table to operate. 

The great mystery of the disap- 
pearing trout was once blamed on 
overfishing, But fishermen point to 
the great numbers of the chub 
catch to refute that argument, and 
advance their own theory that the 
lamprey is the big culprit. 

‘The sea lamprey is actually a par- 
asitic eel-like creature that attaches 
itself to the trout with a suction- 
like mouth and withdraws the body 
fluids. It first invaded the Great 
Lakes from the Atlantic Ocean a- 
bout 1921 and has thrived on fresh 
water living. 

‘There Is evidence that the lamprey 
is advancing on small fresh water 
lakes throughout the Midwest lak- 
es throughout the Midwest. Pleas- 
ure fishing may soon suffer as much 
as commercial operations from the 
ocean invader. , 

Lake shore factories dump every- 
thing from cyanide to cinders in 
the water. And coal - burning 
steamboats drop their ashes right 
on what used to be the best trout

‘The net result is that between 15- 
000 and 20,000 men jhave all but lost 
their means of livelihood, The wat- 
erfront at Waukegan, once the busi- 
est fishing port in the lakes, is fast 
becoming a ghost town, Thousands 
of dollars worth of nets are rotting 
in barns. 2

VILLAGES MUST PRESS FOR SAFETY FIRST 
BEFORE, NOT AFTER ACCIDENTS—. 

It was interesting to note that the coroner’s jury, 
inquiring into the circumstances surrounding the death 
of a resident of a neighboring village, recommendsd 
extra precautions at the main intersection of the place 


jn which the deceased had been struck by a car. The 


recommendation should serve as a timely reminder to 
other villages located on busy highways to do some- 
thing about ensuring the safety of their inhabitants. 

Villages should not wait until a tragedy occurs 
to consider taking steps which may offset a recur. 
rence. The time to take these precautionary measures 
is before the tragedy occurs. 

Many small centres with highways passing through 
them have become very hazardous places in which to 
live since the invention of high speed vehicles. While 
warning signs at the aproaches to these places indi- 
cate the speed limit for the village, these are fre- 
quently ignored completely and many motorists drive 
through them at speeds inconsistent with public safety. 

Village trustees owe it to their fellow residents to 
see that everything possible is done to promote public 
safety within the limits of their administration,

‘GRAVE AND SOBERING’ 
The responsibility thrust upon the government in 


no way abates the weight of the critical blame im-_ 


posed by the report so emphatically on the Noronic’s 
owners and their agent in charge of the vessel, Capti- 
William Taylor. The Commission has found unequi- 
vocally that the destruction of the ship and the loss 
of life in the fire were caused by the ‘‘wrongful de- 
fault” of the owners and the master. This stemmed 
in particular, the report says, from. their failure -o 
foresee and guard against the threat of such a disaster 
or to take adequate measures to deal with it and to 
warn and protect passengers in the event it did 
occur, 

Emerging from an impartial and extensive inquiry 
by a respected member of the judiciary, such a finding 
is clear-cut and decisive. It gives a bluntly unequivocal 
answer to the basic questions arising from one of 
the worst ship disasters in Great Lakes history. It can- 
not be shrugged off or ignored, and no good purpose 
would seem to be served by attempts to excuse the 
position of the ship’s owners in relation to the affair, 
The contentions publicly advanced during and since 
the inquiry by the owning company, Canada Steam- 
ship Lines, have now been emphatically contradicted 
and upset by the Kellock report. 

The findings of the report are so grave and sober- 
ing that the only sound course, and the only one that 
will meet the challenge brought forward,; will be to 
face the criticisms realistically and with courage. Only 
in this way can the public be assured that: steps will 
be taken to mend the conditions of complacency, neg- 
lect and perfunctory procedures which have been found 
at the root of the Noronic tragedy.—Montreal Gazette.

VARICOSE VEINS 

Although “new look” dresses are 
still with us there seems to be a 
tendency to shorten women’s dres- 
ses, which’ means that some women 
will ‘again be embarrassed because 
of one or more varicose yeins 

In “Health”, Canada’s National 
Health Magazine, Dr. Josephus ©. | 
Luke gives us some of the latest 
information’ on varicose veins. All 
of us are born with two main sets 
of yeins running in the fatty tissue 
of the leg just beneath the skin. 
These upper or surface veins must 
not be confused with the veins in 
the deepest tissue, of the leg. The 
veins of the legs have little valves, 
like cups, to ‘prevent the flow: of 
blood downward when the individu 
al is. standing on his feet. : 
Dr, Luke points out that the rea- 
son..some men and women can 
‘remain on their feet for hours ata 
time. without developing varicose 
vein, and others develop varicose 
veins with the same amount or less 
of. standing, is-because the latter 
inherited .weak veins, just as we 
can inherlt weak or poor arteries, 
While many with varicose, and 
even unsightly varicose veins, have 
no symptoms, others have a heavy, 
full, tired and aching pain in the 
leg below the kheé, Some also have 
cramps in the legs at night. 

In examining recruits for World 
War I, we rejected those with vari- 
cose veins because we felt that-if 
they had developed varicose veins 
Jn civilian’ life, they would be even 
more likely to develop them in 
military life. As the injection treat- 
ment had a poor standing at that 
time, some recruits underwent op- 
eration in order to be accepted for 
service, Unfortunatey they did not 
get enough rest before going on full 


The present day treatment as 
outlined by Dr. Luke is (a) the use 
of an elastic stocking which squeezes 
the dilated yeins, an effective me- 
thod but a nuisance to the wearer 
in -warm weather, (b) the injection 
treatment in certain selected cases, 
(c) surgery, and (d) g combination 
of sugery and injection methods; 

If varicose veins are present, your 
physician can make tests to find 
out if the deep veins will carry the 
blood toward the heart should the 
upper or surface veins be removed 
by surgery or injections,

With all due respect to the To- 
ronto Welfare Council we feel that 
in its eagerness to make a striking, 
and therefore an effective case, it 
is presenting figures that, if they 
are factual, are still facts taken out 
of their rightful context. It is not 
surprising then that arguments 
based on such figures should be in 
error and lead others into error. 

Even the financial editor of the 
Toronto Star has been caught in 
this web and argues on the basis of 
the Council's figures, and an item 
of $42.50 that he adds for hous- 
ing, that the resulting minimum 
requirement of the Toronto work- 
er’, family of four is 182.55 monthly. 
He argues further that this is $4.32 
less than the average wage in the 
Toronto area. This reasoning is 
based on the statement that the 
average earnings in the area are 
$41.45 weekly. As the most recent 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics fi- 
gure, show that for the first seven 
months the average was $43.54 the 
argument seems a’ bit askew even 
at the start. But the editor proceeds 
to argue - using his own figures, of 
course- that the worker’s earnings

very probably has 


or savings or insurance.” | 

A good many people accept such 
statements, thought they run con- 
‘trary to all known facts. Dominion 
taxation statistics show that two- 
thirds of all reported incomes in 
Toronto were less than this irre- 
ducible minimum.

of Toronto familie, do own a car,

a word on checking the grain for 
mites. 

Mites are small animals, scarcely 
visible to the human eye. At times 
they infest cereal and other food 
products. They are soft bodied’ crea- 
tures and are more or less pearly 
white color. 

They may also occur in other 
foods such ag cheese. Farmers 
would do well to examine frequent- 
ly during winter storage. Damp or 
tough grain js especially succepti- 
ble to attack by mites, and serious 
infestations may occur during the 
winter months. 

In order to test for mites, grain 
should be sifted over a screen of 
about 30 meshes to the inch. This 
will retain the grain and coarse 
dockage while allowing the dust and 
mites to pass through. 

The accumulated dust should then 
be spread out in a thin layer—pre- 


ferably on a sheet of black paper. |_ 


The mites, being white in color, are 
readily seen, particularly if a mag- 
nifying glass is used. 

In cold weather the mites may be 
sluggish, but if the paper is held 
for a short time about ten inches 
above the stove, they will warm up 
and moVYe more rapidly. 

Tf the dust {s tipped onto another 
paper, many of the mites will re- 
main on the original one, as’ they 
tend to cling to the surface ben- 
eath the dust. 

It is well worth taking the time 
to test the stored grain during the 
winter. If infestations are found 
they should be reported to the Do- 
Agriculture 
Department, Ottawa.

As death ‘comes at last to us all 
so it came the other day to a very 
simple man. There 4s little to tell 
of him. He had been in the first 
World War. He had been a good 
soldier, sober, efficient, but without 
distinction or a hint of glamor. 
Few people, save those one-time 
comrades whom he met on his rare 
visits to the veterans’ hall, knew 
even that he had once served his 
country well, He had accepted ser- 
vice as an obvious obligation, did 
hs{ best, just as he handled other 
unpleasant jobs, and then forgot. 

That was the pattern of his life. 
There was nothing notable about it. 
In his daily task he met many peo- 
ple, but he hadn't the qualities to 
attract easy friendships and cer- 
tainly none that made him conspic- 
uous.

Janetyille, November 29 (PNS) Most 
people figure it is time to retire 
when they get up in the 65 to 70 
bracket, in fact some would call the 
game off around 55 or 60 but not 
s0 Mr. William Anderson of Jan- 
etville. Now 95 years old and a far- 
mer all of his life, Mr. Anderson 
feels it might be a good idea to take 
a little rest now, so he is giving up 
farming and going to Toronto to 
live where he plans to get an in- 
sight into city life. He'll reside there 
with his daughter, Edith, on Robina 
Ave. 

Having been a respected citizen 
of this community for a good many 
years, the residents didn’t want Mr. 
Anderson to get’ away without a 
real send-off from them so they 
organized a party in hi; honour. 

Mr. Anderson, is the son of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Henry Anderson, 
and was born and raised on the 
Anderson homestead on the 13th 
Concession of Manvers, now owned 
and occupied by Mr. and Mrs, Ross 
Davidson. He received his education 
at the Janetyille Public Schoo] and 
worked with his father on the farm 
until 1884, when he married Miss 
Crydernian of Hampton and start- 
ed farming on his own, about one 
mile north of Janetyille where he 
has lived ever since, Mrs, Ander- 
son passed away about 14 years 
ago. Two children were born of 
this marriage, one son, who died 
when just a little boy, and his 
daughter Edith, who resides Toron- 
to. ‘ 

Mr, Anderson has always been 
exceptionally thrifty and success- 
ful farmer and even now at his 
age, has been doing his own chores, 
and walks to the village several 
times a week for hig groceries, also 
reads his daily Toronto paper every 
day from cover to cover. He was 
always a music lover and a splendid 
singer, and the older members of 
the community will remember best 
Mr, and Mrs, Anderson singing in 
the Janetville United Church choir 
for many years. This fall he sold his 
farm to Mr. Percy Thompson of 
Valentia, so now ts leaving his old 
home, and many friends to live else- 
where, 

He left on Friday on the bus for 
Toronto, and there was a sadness 
in his going, for all know that it 
was good bye now to the home 
and friends he had known and livy- 
ed for almost a century.

“Many Christmas Trees are now 
being cut to satisfy the Yuletide 
market, For the most part this 
market is supplied by recognized 
dealers and by individual land own- 
ers and farmers, These people pro- 
vide a necessary service to a great 
many familles, particularly to fam- 
ilies with children. The day has 
long since gone when the school boy 
shouldered an axe and went to the 
woods to bring home the family 
tree, except to those fortunate en- 
ough tg live in the country.”

“Unfortunately amongst us there 
are a few who might be termed 
Christmas Tree vandals, or those 
who stoop to cutting a nicely shap- 
ed Spruce from a lawn or wind- 
break. It is well to keep a watch- 
ful eye on such trees.” 

“Christmas Trees can profitably 
be taken as thinnings from young 
plantations. This is being done on 
the three County Forests of the 
District; Durham, Northumberland 
and Victoria County Forests.” 

“Threes in plantations are plant- 
ed quite close together in order to 
produce clear logs with small bran- 
ches. It is necessary however, to 
thin the trees at various stages of 
development, in order to reduce the 
competition for light, water and 
growing space, These thinnings of-- 
ten are pold as Christmas Trees.”

Timmins, Noy. 29 (BUP) — The 
Town Council of Timmins, Ontario, 
has been informed that it was ille= 
gal for it to hire Toronto Assess- 
ment expert Alfred Gray to straigh- 
ten out its tax problems—at least 
at 17-thousand 500 dollars for two 
years. 

Gray has already been criticized 
by Toronto Mayor Hiram McCallum 
for taking the Timmins contract 
without consulting the Board of 
Control, Toronto pays Gray 10- 
thousand dollars annually as full- 
time Assessment Commissioner.

During the war when commodities were hard to 
obtain, the customer was not a yery respected or wel- 
come visitor to most places of business. There is 
evidence however, that this character may be coming 
into his own again now that supply is beginning to 
catch up on a little on demand, 

The honour of being the first to lay out the wel- 
come mat for the customer since the end of the war 
would seem to go to a large Canadian aluminum manu- 
facurer. In the current Issue of the firm’s periodical, 
an attempt to make the customer feel good is con- 
tained in the following eulogy: 

“A customer is the most important person ever 
to entér our place of business either by person or 
mail

THE FIRST BIG SNOW 

The first big snow has fallen in the Lindsay area 
and with it comes the need for greater care by the 
trayelling public, This need for extra caution applies 
equally to the pedestrian and the motorist. 

In winter time, when the roads are covered with 
snow and ice a car does not respond to driver control 
as promptly nor as precisely as it does under warm 
weather conditions. Knowledge of this places added 
responsibility on the motorist who, for safety’s sake 
needs to exercise exceeding care, By the same token, 
the pedestrian, being aware of the more hazardous 
condition of the roads, must provide himself with a 
greater margin of safety when. crossing a traffic lane. 

It is only through mutual cooperation between 
motorist and pedestrian in the interests of safety 
that misadventure can be kept at a mtnimum during 
this season. 

When we are tempted to run unnecessary risks 
whether driving or walking we should consider care- 
fully the possible outcome and then abandon the idea, 


SNOW REMOVAL HAMPERED 
BY PARKED CARS 


On the way to work this morning a car was 
parked on William Street, just below Kent Street and 
judging by the amount of snow on it, the vehicle had 
been there all night. Besides the snow mantle which 
it bore, it also had some sort of a ticket tucked in 
under the windshield wiper. Someone hazarded the 
guess that this was a “parking summons” which would 
require some hard-earned cash to get settled. How- 
ever, quite apart from the fact that the all night 
“parker” might find the arrangement costly, it was 
apparent that the car was seriously interfering with 
the removal of snow in the area. 

Motorists are all usually anxious that the streets 
be cleared as quickly and as thoroughly as possible 
following each heavy snow storm, therefore they 
should do everything they can to facilitate the job. 
Avoiding leaving their vehicles parked overnight on 
the streets of the town is one of the best ways they 
can assist In making for efficiency and thoroughness 
in snow remoyal.

For a town 
of its size, the job of removing snow is usually ex. 
ceptionally well performed and its efficiency would 
put to shame many centres more able to cope with 
the problem from the standpoint of financial re- 
sources. 

What, then, makes us grouse about having to 
wade through a few inches of snow until the snowplow 
can get up our street? Isn't it that we're spoiled with 
service and that we have become so accustomed to 
being waited on that we're no longer inclined to wait 
upon ourselves?

Can't Have It Both Ways 


Butter mroaitceta are going to be sadly disap- 
pointed if they expect high prices for butter during the 
winter months of low production. When the federal 
government decided last spring to put a floor of 58 
cents under the price of butter, at the request of the 
producers, the latter did not realize that they were 
piling up grief for themselves, O 


Normally, during the winter months, butter prices 
would advance. But this year the Dominion goyern- 
ment has some 50,000,000 pounds of butter, which 
cost the Agicultural Supplies Board $30,000,000, tucked 
away in cold storage. The Board is not going to lose 
money on that butter, so it will be put on the market 
during the winter months to make up for the seasonal 
shortage in production, at exactly what it cost, that 
Js, 58 cents a pound plus the cost of storage. , 


The fact that this supply of butter is available 
at the floor price is sufficient to keep the price leyel 
around that figure, so the producers will have to ac- 
cept approximately the same price for winter butter 
as they received in the summer. They were very well 
pleased when the government held up the price by 
buying the surplus In the summer months, buteit will 
be a different story when the government unloads 
that surplus in winter and holds the price at the same 
levels. This is a very pointed example of the truth 
of the saying “You can’t have your cake and eat it, 
too.”—Oshawa Times-Gazette

THE BOUNTY SYSTEM 


The late Jack Miner said he always noticed the 
men who were not in favor of the bounty system on 
predators were in a good many cases not in favor of 
predator control at all and took the “do nothing” 
policy. 

Jack Miner said he was in favor of the bounty 
system until the Government officials or some other 
individual found a better means of destroying the pre- 
dators to the same extent or proportion man does and 
has killed the more yaluable game. ; 

For illustration, if there are one thousand ducks 
in a county and one thousand crows and man shoots 
one half the number of ducks for food then man 
should shoot one half the number of crows which are 
the ducks’ enemy by eating their eggs. 

Or he would say, “If there are one thousand deer 
in a county and five hundred timber wolves, if man 
shoot half the deer for food, then man should shoot 
one Half the number of timber wolves which are the 
deer’s enemies. ‘ 

In other words, when man upsets Nature's balance 
it is up to man to balance same.

But whatever is done, there will be pain some- 
where along the body of the community. To argue 
that controls should be lifted entirely does not indi- 
cate that one is unaware of this fact. Rather it is 
those who would perpetuate the deadlock, while claim- 
ing a special humanitarian viewpoint, who end up by

The New Gland Treatment For 
Arthritis 

A story is told of the late Henry 
Ward Beacher, the noted preacher, 
and Robert Ingersoll the: agnostic. 
Beecher showed Ingersoll a beau- 
tiful watch, studded with jewels 
which sounded the correct time 
when a little lever was raised, In- 
gersoll admired the watch very 
much and then asked: “Who made | 
this beautiful work of art”? 

“Oh, nobody made it; it just hap- 
pened” was Beecher's reply. 

The above story came to my mind 
@; I read about the new discovery 
for the treatment of arthritis and 
other diseases, developed from the 
pituitary gland of hogs. The pituit- 
ary gland is about the size of a 
large pea, lying on the floor of the 
skull between the eyes and between 

e the tempels. Small as it is it has 
two parts, anterior and posterior 
(front and back part), the anterior 
being the potion used to manufac- 
ture ACTH, also known as adreno- 
corticotropin, which possesses al- 
most miraculous powers according | 
to outstanding research physicians. 
ACTH is not the same as cortisone, 
also recently reported to be help- 
ful in arthritis, although they are 
related. 

I have written before about the 
anterior part of the pituitary gland 
and how its underactivity allows too 
much fat to be stored in certain 
parts of the body, resulting in large | 

§ depots of fat across shoulders, chest 
-abdomen, upper arms and thighs, 
with no excess fat on forearms and 
lower legs. 

In a brochure published by Ar- 
mour and Co, James C. Leary 
Gtates that this anterior lobe of part 
of the pituitary gland, produces at 
least six hormones or chemical 
messengers or workers of the body. 
It stimulates growth, affecting the 
whole body; it stimulates product- 
fon of milk, stimulate, the sex 
glands to produce sex extracts and 
Stimulates the thyroid gland to pro- 
duce thyroid extracts; and it!

Treatment of the Neurotic or 
Nervous Patient 

‘Dhe manager of a professional 
boxer brought the boxer to my of- 
fice and asked me to try and find 
out why thig boxer was so lazy and 
sleepy, wanted to sleep all the time 
and was not interested in his work. 
I explained that infection of teeth, 
tonsils or gums was the com- 
monest, cause of tiredness and lazi- 
nes; in an individual who was not 
naturally lazy, sure enough, his 
tonsils were in advanced stage of 
infection which explained his lack 
of interest in his work. 

“Why didn't his family doctor 
tell him that? He patted him on 
the back and told him he Wag all 
right.” 

I explained that his family doc- 
tor saw 10 to 20 patients during 
hig office hours 2 to 4 p.m., where- 
as it took me 40 to 60 minutes to 
examine, one patient thoroughly. 

Because the physician's office 
hours give, him but a few minutes 
with each patient and every patient 
(whatever his symptoms) is to a 
certain extent a mental patient, the 
average physician has little time 
to listen to the patient’, story, 
which might explain many or all of 
the symptoms. 

Dr. Roy Brillinger, Director, Men- 
tal Health Clinic, The Ontarlo Hos- 
pital, Hamuton, in “The Canadian 
Medical Association Journal,” sta- 
tes that the psychoneurotic (em- 
otional) patient cannot be treated 
adequately in 20 minutes inter- 
views nor even in a serles of them. 
There cases demand (a) more time, 
(b) a different approach and (ec) a 
definite program of treatment. 

A thorough physical examinat- 
ion is given the patient on his first 
visit, and if the physician thinks a 
mental or emotional angle js pre- 
sent, time for a lengthy interview is 
arranged for his next visit. The 
further short interview, are given 
for reassurance and explanation of 
cause of symptoms. 

The approach must be one of 
unhurried interest in the patient's 
case. The treatment must be de- 
finite. It will consist of definite

some cases rest is needed but in 
most cases change of scene with 
some definite work or hobby to 
follow, takes the patient’, mind off 
his symptoms, once he feels assured 
that no organic disease is present.

More About Relieving Unbearable 
Pain by Operation 

There are so many men and 
women in the world today suffering 
with deep grief and depression and 
so many others suffering with un- 
bearable pain, that I find myself 
writing ebout the relief obtained by 
the simple operation of cutting the 
nerves supplying that portion of the 
brain in which these disturbances 
occur. This operation {jg called pre- 
frontal lobotomy. 

I have recorded the results ob- 
tained by Drs. Freeman and Watts, 
who were the first to the world how 
grief-stricken. men and women 
could obtain relief. Later, in addit- 
ion to removing grief and depres- 
sion, it was learned that this same 
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s 
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table” pain. 


Two of the latest reports on lo- 
botomy for relief of pain come from 
the Mayo Clinic in “Minnesota Me- 
dicine” and from Dr H. E, LeFeber 
in “The Ohio State Medical Jour- 
nal.” Drs. J. G. Love, M. ©, Peter- 
sen and F. P. Moerch, Mayo Clinic, 
report nine patients who suffered 
from intractable and uncontrolled 
pain in various parts of the body 
and who were operated on by this 
method. In four cases the pain was 
due to real or organic disease or 
disturbances; in the remaining five 
cases no organic cause could be 
found for the pain. In six of the 
nine cases the relief of pain was re- 
markable and was considererd satis- 
factory, One diabetic patient died of 
One patient was com- 
pletely relieved for a time but later 
developed a behavior problem, and 
the other is still under observation 
in a mental hospital In the opin- 
ion of these Mayo Clinic physicians, 
therefore, the operation, lobotomy, 
is justified and should be used on 
certain carefully selected patients 
who have intractable pain, whether 
caused by organic or functional con- 
ditions. 

Dr. LeFeber reports several cases 
in which lobotomy was carried out 
for the relief of organic pain. Be 
found that though pain is relieved 
by chordotomy (surgical operation 
on the spinal cord), there is still the 
“fear” of pain, whereas in lobotomy 
;not only is the pain and fear of 
pain removed but the patient never 
thinks a serious disease is present, 

Lobotomy is certainly much better 
than trying to keep q sufferer with 
uncontrolled grief and great pain 
under the stupefying effects of 
morphine, 
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INFECTED TEETH CAN CAUSE 
RHEUMATIC FEVER AND HEART 
DISEASE 

For many years it has been known 
that in the great majority of cas- 
es of rheumatic fever the patient 
had suffered with a sore throat or 
tonsillitis about two or three weeks 
before the attack of rheumatic fey- 
er occurred, And, as stated often 
before, rheumatic fever {s the com- 
monest cause of-heart disease in 
children and young adults, 
; As so many cases of tonsillitis 
have been found to be caused by 
infected teeth, it is common practice 
now to inspect and clean up or rem- 
ove infected teeth before removing 
tonsils. Clearing out infected teeth 
may make removal of tonsils un- 
necessary, 

In “The Journal of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association,’, Dr, M. 
Entine states that many patjents 
with active or rampant decay of 
teeth have rheumatic fever. For 
this reason, a survey was made of 
100 children with rheumatic fever 
and 100 normal children. The 
children with rheumatic fever were 
studied at outpatient and rheuma- 
tie clinics. The ages varied from 4 
to 17, the average was 9.5 for the 
normal children and 10.3 for those 
with rheumatic fever, The CRE in- 
dex was determined in both groups. 
C. stands for the number of car- 
fous (infections) penetrations or 
breaks in enamel; R. the number 
of teeth restored or replaced in the) 
mouth, and © the number of teeth 
previously extracted because of car- 
jes (decay) plus the number 
teeth that should be extracted. The 
CRE index for normal children of 
the same age and circumstances is | 
8.1. The ORE index for children with | 
rheumatic fever was 13.2, which 
Mmeang that there were 60 per cent 
more dental caries {in rheumatic 
fever children than in normal chil- 


dren. This means to show a rela- 
tion between the streptococci 
(harmful organisms) associated 


with rheumatic fever and the great- 
ly increased amount of streptococel 
activity in the teeth as shown by 
the caries. 

Dr. Entine states that a peculiar 
orange-brown mucin or mucous like 
deposit- around the necks of the 
teeth and on the surface of the 
teeth that meet one another Is a 
symptom of rheumatie fever.

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|AS A METHOD OF INCREASING 
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FARM FRONT 


“production Payments’ Causes 
Lively Controversy in U. S. 
The United States Nation Grange 
moved into the spotlight last week 
so far as top American Farm News 

was concerned. 

The Grange opened its 83rd an- 
mual convention in Sacremento, 
California. And at the very outset 
the Brannan proposal for so-called 
“production payments” to farmers 
became the number one issue, 

Albert. S. Goss Master of the 
Grange, came out vigorously a- 
gainst’ the plan in his annual ad- 
dress to the organization’s dele- 
gates, 

He said it would cost from two 
pillion dollars to 20 billion dollars 
@& year --and would bankrupt the 
United States. Subsidies, according 
to Goss, ought not to be used except 
to relieve extreme financial hard- 
hips in agriculture. 

These assertions were promptly 
answered by the U-S’ Secretary of 
Agriculture himself. 

Brannan told the Sacremento ga- 
thering that Goss and other, are 
offering what he termed “fantastic 
estimates” as to what ft would cost 
to put his program in operation. 
‘These estimates, he went on, imply 
thet every farmer will sell all his 
crops for zero prices, thugs requiring 
the government to pay his entire 
income. He foresees nothing of the 
kind. On the other hand, it’s his’ 
conviction that most commodities 
will bring a fair return in the mar- 
ket place. subsidies would be paid 
only on such items as might fall to 
distress levels. 

Said Brannan: “Nobody in the ‘ad- 
ministration wants to put American 
farmers on the dole.” 

It developed that the Grange, like 
the American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation, is widely split on the Bran- 
nan program ...this became clear 
when California State Grange a- 
dopted a resolution endorsing it, de- 
spite the stand taken by Goss. It 
was understood that the Oregon 
and Ohio branches were prepared 
to follow suit. 

Brannan got in a telling blow 
when he declared that his plan is 
the only one thus far advanced that 
offered adequate price protection 
for such perishable commodities as 
meat and Aairy products. 

‘The secertary praised the Grange 
for giving those both sides of the 
issue a chance to voice pro and con 
arguments, 

Hog Price; Continue To Tumble 

Prices of hogs in Ontario con- 
tinued to tumble last week, con- 
tinuing a trend which set in shortly 
after the big fall market run got 
‘under way. 

Begin To Offer Surplus Butter 

‘The Canadian Government began 
to offer surplus butter to the trade 
last week. Up to week's end it. had 
sold around 32 thousand pounds of 
butter held in Chicago warehouses. 

It’s total holdings are above one 
Inmdred million pounds, all of 
which was acquired at an average 
rate of 59 cents a pound under the 
support porgram. 

SYSTEMATIC CULLING OF 
LAYING FLOCK 

The profits derived from a laying 
flock depend on production. The 
presence of poor or non-layers in 
in a flock cuts down the profits, 
says Mr. W. F, Pepper, Poultry De- 
partment, Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege, Guelph. 

The non-laying birds will have 
combs that are dull and shrunken. 
‘The eyes are dull while the vent is 
dry puckered and yellow. The spread 
between the pubic bones in non-lay- 
ers is very small—usually less than 
the width of two fingers while the 
body capacity or spread between 
keel bone and vent is also very small 
—usually less than the width of 
two fingers. 

Birds that have been in heavy 
production since’ late July or early 
August, will show broken and ruf- 
fled feathers while poor layers will 
still have new looking feathers. 
Birds that molt early should be tak- 
en out as they are usually poor lay- 
ers, Birds with coarse beefy heads 
or crow heads, (long and narrow) 
should ‘be culled out as ENBY) are 
usually poor layers. 

Cull out all broody birds. These 
birds may become broody more than 
once if left in the laying flock. 

Systematic culling of laying stock 
will pay dividends because the poor 
or non-layers are eating costly feed. 
Thus by culling these birds out, a 
flock owner can cut down his cost 
of production per dozen eggs.

The Annual Dominion Agricultur- 
al Conference, usually held during 
the first; week is considered desira- 
ble as a number of key officials who 
wil attend the conference are also 
delegates to the Sth annual ses- 


sion of the Food and Agricultural |

in December. 

As in other years, representatives | 
of Dominion and Provincial Depart- 
ments of Agriculture, and represen- 
tatives of organized agriculture will 
get together for a three days’ dis- 
cussion of what next year is likely 
to hold for agriculture. 

It is hoped that delegates can 
be provided with commodity re- 
ports both on 1949 production and 
for 1950 prospects in advance of the 
conference, ‘This mehod was fol- 
lowed last year, and in addition to 
speeding up proceedings gave great- 
er opportunity for thorough discus- 
sion. 

Sheep that Live on Seaweed 

Sheep that live on seaweed —the 
original Orkney breed—are to be 
found on North Ronaldshay the 
most northerly isle of the Orkneys. 
And they.seem to like and thrive 
on this unusual diet, for it is only | 
at very high tides, when they are 
driven from the shore, that they 
favour the few small patche? of 
pasture which are available. 

It is not lack of progressiveness 
of the island farmers that drives 
the sheep to seaweed. Rather the 
reverse the island of less than four 
Square miles is 60 intensively cultiy- 
ated to provide for its two hundred 
inhabitants that there is no room 
for ordinary sheep raising. 

Indeed, to prevent the sheep from 
damaging the crops, a stone dike 
between six and eight feet high ex- 
tends all around the foreshore.

Good Potato News For Maritimes 

The Maritimes Potato Industry is 
in the news today. Mostly its good 
news. ‘ 

The Nova Scotia Agrculture De- 
partment reports that the province 
has had a bumper potato crop. The 
crop is now estimated at almost, 
three million hundredweight, and 
its above earlier forecasts, 

Possibly that mean, the house- 
wife will get a break. However, 


there's no indication yet how the 
benefits of the crop will be spread, 
or whether farmers will be saddled 
with a surplus. <j 

In general, th, Department says 
the crop situation {s better than last 
year for spring wheat, barley, buck- 
wheat, oats and mixed grains. But 
it was less for hay, clover, fodder, 
corn and turnips. 

Spring wheat as up 12-thousant 
bushels to 44 thousand this year, 
and oats cl¢abed 320-thousand to 
two million 780-thousand bushels. 

In New Brunswick, the spud ts 
also in the limelight. One of the 
largest potato exporters in the pro- 
vince, Porters Limited of Perth, has 
tackled the Federal Government 
on the question of reciprocal trade 
agreements between Canada and 
the United States. 

The firm wants the United Sta- 
tes to provide equal terms for Can- 
adian potatoes crossing the 
border. A company spokesman 
explains that there are no restrict- 
ions on the import of American po- 
tatoes into Canada. He| says they 
come in duty free, 

However, that’s not the case with 
the United States, In fact, its exact- 
ly the opposite. 

The president of Porters Limited, 
G. G. Porter, has also asked the 
government to make a better trade 
deal with Cuba. 

He wants Canadian potatoes to 
be sold in the West Indies to the 
extent they are in the States. 
Managing Brood Sows In Winter 

The Federal Department of Agri- 
culture has a word to say about 
managing brood sows in the winter. 

The commercial swine breeder 
may well consider the brood sow his 
most important investment. The | 
constructive breeder breeds mainly 
from gilts, but for the production 
of market hogs, proven 50Wg should | 
be retained as long as they are cap- 
able of producing thrifty litters, 

The department believes its no 
use keeping sows unless they’ have | 
shown their ability to produce and 
raise a large litter. 

The sows should be brought into | 
condition for breeding in December | 
or January after the fall litters are 
weaned in October or November. 

A feed mixture of two parts oats, 
one part barley and one part wheat, 
or one of equal parts oats and bar- 
ley is 2 basic dry or pregnant sow 
rations, However, smaller amounts 
of barley or wheat may be fed. 

The protein supplement should 
consist of approximately half ani- 
mal protein and half vegetable pro- 
teim. Siim milk, buttermilk, or 
whey are excellent protein supple- 
ments. 

One pound of a mixture of bone- 
meal and iodized salt in equal parts 
of 100 pounds of the dry meal mix-

MILK PRODUCTION 

A joint assembly of two hundred 
Ontarlo Agricultural College Alum- 
ni and Agricultural Institute of 
Canada. Toronto Branch members 
last week enjoyed a most interest- 
ing discussion on research presented 
by an outstanding leader. Dr, W. R. 
Graham, Jr.,, Director of Research, 
for the Quaker Oats Company, Ohi- 
cago and a graduate of the Ontar- 
fo Agricultural College was the 
speaker. The son of Dr. W, R. Gra- 
ham, Sr., former Head of the De- 
partment of Poultry, the Ontario 
College, the speaker 
was well known to a large part of 
the audience. A well deserved trib- 
ute to the scientific mind possessed 
by the Senior Dr, Graham was paid 
in the introduction of the speaker. 

One of the primary requirements | 
of research is man power, said Dr. 
Graham. The first requisite In ap- 
proaching a research project is to 
card-index the information pertin- 
ent to the problem, This the speak- 
er illustrated by pointing out some 
of the steps in the approach to the 
study of the Thyroprotein problem, 
Various: theories had to be investi- 
gated.It was asserted re the prob- 
lem of variation of fat in the milk 
of cows. 1. Large breeds do not give 
quite as high percent fat in the 
milk as do small breeds. 2. As the 
age of the cow increases the per- 
centage of fat decreases. 3. The 
rate at which individuals work par- 
allels the record of percentage fat 
in their milk, 4. Morning milk is 
lower in fat than evening milk 
which fact is accounted for when 
one considers that the cow expends 
more work during the day than at 
night. 5. That the cow gives a high- 
er percentage of fat in winter than 
it does in summer time. 6. Cows 
housed in refrigerators where it was 
possible to cut the temperature by 
10 degrees every so often reduced 
production of fate in their milk 
proportionate to the reduction in 
temperature.

Housing Brood Sows 

The department also gives a good 
idea of the best housing arrange- 
ments fo brood sows. 

It need not be elaborate. In win- 
ter, dry or pregnant sows are bet- 
ter outside with cabins for shelter 
and lots for exercise. 

‘They can get the exercise through: 
being fed some distance from the 
cabins, An ideal location for the 
cabins would be on well drained 
land. Draft, can be prevented and 
heat retained by placing cabins to- 
gether, and surrounding all but the 
entrances with straw held firm by 
a snow fence,

item in the hog business. And it 
deserves the feed and management 
that has developed from many years 
of research. (BUP) 


Tractors Take Heavy Toll In U.S.A. 
Tractors account for 28 per cent 
of farm machinery accidents in the 
United States according to official 
figures; and most often it is while 
evanking the tractor that farmers 
get sprained or broken wrists or 
arms. Nee most frequently report- 
ed are accidents that happen while 
attaching other implements to trac- 
tors, being struck or run over by 
fractors that tip over or rear, and 
jumping or falling off tractors. 

Combines and threshing machin- 
es account for about a third as 
many accidents as tractors, and) 
corn pickers and corn shellers ac- 
count for six per cent of machine 
accidents. Home machinery used 
chiefly by women accounts for only | 
three per_cenf of all machinery ac- 
cidents, 

Though these figures apply to 
farms in the Uniled States there is 
no reason to assume that machinery 
accidents are less frequent in Can- 
ada. More careful handling of farm 
and home machinery will prevent 
many aches and pains, or accidents 
of a more serious nature. 


Fall Cleaning of Colony Houses 

and Shelters 

The annual clean up of colony 
houses and range shelters is not one 
of the pleasantest tasks on the 
poultry farm and is to often put 
off to a future date, says Mr. C. C. 
Duncan, Poultry Department, Ont- 
ario Agricultural College. 

There are several advantages in 
having the job done in the fall as 
soon as possible after the growing 
stock has been removed. Satisfactory 
work cannot be done in cold or 
freezing weather,

ailable, Take out everything that is

Seek Facts from Farmers 

With the end of November near- 
ing, farmers of Ontario are again 
being asked to supply facts about 
their farms in order that statistics 
can be prepared by the Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture. These fig- 
ures include details of the number 
of live stock and cost of hired lab- 
or. The survey is made annually by 
the Agriculture Division of the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics in co- 
operation with the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Forms are dis- 
tributed to farmers by rural school 
teachers. 

Success of the survey, and accur- 
acy of agricultural statistics pub- 
lished by the Bureau and various 
Provincial Departments, depend on 
co-operation by the farmers Sn fill- 
ing in the questionnaires. A wide- 
spread response from all types of 
farmers is required in order that 
statistics can be based on a large 
number of reports from a represent- 
ative group of farms, 

Statistics obtained thus are used 
extensively during the year, by Gov- 
ernments, farm organizations and 
industry in planning future opera- 
tions. International organizations 
such as the World Food and Agric- 
ultural Organization depend on the 
survey for vital facts. 

“This survey has absolutely no 
connection with taxation,” and of- 
ficial emphasizes. The individual 
farm is seen only by working In the 
statistical offices and the farmer is 
protected by law against wrong use 
of his return. 

The Ontario Department of Agri-- 
culture hopes that all farmers will 


give their full support to the un-) 
dertaking by carefully filling in the | 
form’ and returning it promptly. 


Bow an 
Protest Law 


Some time before we got around 
to inventing the atomic bomb, and 
dreaming up guided missles, man 
had a yadget which he thought was 
just about the top, in destructive 
possibilities. 

Using this secrev weapon an En- 
glish King known as Henry man- 
aged to defeat an army of French- 
men in tin pants --no small feat in 
those days. Another Englishman 
kmown a, Robin also cut himself 
out quite a reputation with the 
same weapon, 

We refer --of course--to the bow 
and arrow. 

‘The bow and arrow is also a part 
of this country..It was the original 
weapon of the Redskin before we 
brought him the’ rifle. Bistorians 
tell us that if we had not brought 
the rifle to the Indian we might 
hhaye some Buffalo left today. They 
say the Indian with his bow and 
arrow could never have caused the 
destruction that eventually drove 
the western buffalo herds to the 
verge of extinction. 

Be that as it may, the Indian 
did all right with his bow and ar- 
row. It was the only personal side- 
arm he had when hunting --and he 
knew how to use it, As a matter of 
fact the bow and arrow ha; not 
died out completely as a hunting 
weapon. There are many hunters 
today who use the stick and string 
arrangement --scorning the ball 
and powder. 

However, the bow and arrow hun- 
ter may be on his way to becoming 
as extinct as the Buffalo herds. Re- 
cently in British Columbia --where 
there are more than five-hundred 
of these archer-hunters --a law 
was passed barring them from the 
hunting grounds. From now on

the archer will have to restrict his 
practice to targets that don't run, 

Naturally the bow and arrow hun- 
ters don’t like it -and they put forth 
several good reasons why their form 
of hunting is no more destructive 
or cruel than any other type. 

For one thing they claim that the 
bow is a more effective killing wea- 
pon than the rifle. The exponents of 
thé bow point to the fact that a 
| bunet yery seldom passes comple- 
tely through the body of an animal. 
Yet --they say --a bow drawing 
seventy pound, will send an arrow 
clean through an animal from a 
distance of eighty yards.

ful than death fr a bullet. 

Finally --ask the bow-and-arrow 
exponents --just who really con- 
demns hunting with the hickory 
sticks anyway.
